Reigning Indoor World Trials Champi- 
on Doug Lampkin (Bet) looks set to 
retain his crown after taking the victory 
in Vienna, Austria, on February 20, the 
penultimate round of the series. Steve 
Colley (G-G) finished second, with 
Amos Bilbao (G-G) third and David 
Cobos (G-G) fourth. Lampkin's main 
rival, Marc Colomer (Mon), slumped to 
fifth place on the night, and Lampkin 
now leads the series with 111 points to 
Colomer's 96. Colley is a close third 
with 91. 


The first round of the AMA National 
Hot Shoe series was held at Oglethorpe 
Speedway in Savannah, Georgia, on 
February 27, with George Roeder II (H- 
D) taking the win in the 750cc Expert 
main event. Rich King (H-D) was sec- 
ond, and Chirs Carr (H-D) was third. In 
the 600cc Expert main, Dan Stanley 
(Rtx) topped the field ahead of Joshua 
Butler (Rtx) and Ken Coolbeth Jr. (Rtx). 


Despite two crashes at rounds 23 and 24 
of the AMA/PJ1 National Arenacross 
Series, held at the Arco Arena in Sacra- 
mento, California, February 27-28, 
Buddy Antunez (Suz) still holds the 
series points lead. Cliff Palmer (Kaw) 
took the 125cc main-event win on Fri- 
day, leading Jeff Willoh (Suz) and Mike 
Jones (Kaw). In Friday's 250cc main, 
Chad Pederson (Kaw) took top honors, 
with Denny Stephenson (Hon) second 
and Jeromy Buehl (Hon) third. On Sat- 
urday, Antunez won the 125cc main, 
with Jones and Stephenson rounding 
out the top three; Pederson won the 
250cc main, followed by Stephenson and 
Antunez. 


Despite reports to the contrary, John 
Kocinski didn't break any bones in his 
hand during his recent crash in the 
three-day IRTA test in Jerez, Spain. 
Kocinski crashed his MoviStar Honda 
Pons NSR500 at 130 mph. "It wasn't 
much fun," Kocinski said. "We were try- 
ing some new chassis parts, and on the 
second lap I was down. My gloves 
didn't have a mark on 'em, but I guess 
the bike spun around and hit my hand. 
It's kind of purple, but it still works. I 
could go out and ride a dirt bike now 
without any problem. The test went 
good. We did 43s (1:43 lap times), and 
one thing about riding a new bike every 
year, you've got to find the limits. It 
shows I wasn't just tooling around. 
Overall, it was a positive test and we 
learned a lot. We learned what not to do 
and we won't be using those chassis 
parts anymore. I figure it's better to do 
that stuff now than at a GP. The team is 
working really hard and they really are 
putting in a lot of effort." 


Repsol Honda 500cc star Tadayuki 
Okada finished up fastest following an 
intensive four-day test at Eastern Creek 
over February 24-27, reports Cycle News 
contributor Darryl Flack. The Japanese 
rider upstaged his more fancied rivals 
when he carded a 1:29.8 lap time, the 
only rider to break 90 seconds around 
the Sydney circuit. Teammate Mick 
Doohan held sway over much of the 
test with a 1:30.35, but returned to his 
Gold Coast home after just two days, 
claiming that Honda may have become 
complacent following the increasingly 
competitive times from Norifumi Abe's 
Team Rainey Yamaha and Nobuatsu 
Aoki's Suzuki RGV500. Before Okada 
recorded his hot time, Doohan was 
quoted in an Australian newspaper as 
saying, "I hope Honda is not resting on 
its laurels. The other teams have been 
working flat-out over the off-season, 








Excelsior-Henderson ready to produce 


motorcycle? Or without a working production line? Or 
with a name that hasn't been used since the 1930s? 

Those questions have dogged brothers Dave and Dan Hanlon 
since they decided to create a new motorcycle company in 1993. 

"It hasn't been easy," Dave Hanlon said. "We've gotten our 
share of looks. We've faced a lot of skepticism." 

What the Hanlons have had, however, is a pretty good busi- 
ness plan - at least one good enough to convince investors and 
lenders to pony up more than $61 million in investments and 
loans. Stockholders alone have invested $46 million since 1993, 
which in turn has allowed the company to secure another $15.4 
million in grants and loans. 

That level of investment has given the start-up company a 
solid cache of creditability. Suddenly, the ethereal dream the 
Hanlons have been selling looks to soon become a reality. There 
are concrete things to show dealers and potential customers: 
actual prototypes, a 175,000-square-foot plant with management 
offices filled with credible and bankable executives, the start of a 
production line and paint facility, and 55 confirmed dealers. 

The Hanlons showed those things off last week at their new 
plant in Belle Plaine, Minnesota, in an effort to convert the skep- 
tics who wonder if this unlikely project will get off the ground. 

“We've heard so much skepticism, so much doubt," said Tom 
Rootness, the company's financial officer. "Even today, after all 
the success we've had in attracting investors, even after meeting 
every obligation and commitment, we still hear things like, "The 
company's broke,’ or "They're going out of business.’ Well, I'm 
here to say neither is true. We're raised enough money to carry 
us through the first production run this fall. And that's even if 
another dollar doesn't come in the door. We have already raised 
enough money to complete the first five-year business plan." 

They also have a management team filled with people who 
have worked in previous successful start-ups. In addition to 
Rootness, the Hanlons introduced their vice president of engi- 
neering and manufacturing, Allan Hurd, who was a key player 
in the return of Triumph motorcycles; vice president of sales 
Dave Auringer, who was part of the original sales team that 
relaunched the Sea-Doo brand of personal watercraft; and direc- 
tor of engineering Neil Wright, who also worked at Triumph 
before signing on with Excelsior-Henderson. 

And they have a working prototype - in fact, several working 
prototypes. Wright said the final prototypes won't be unveiled 
until this year's Sturgis Rally and Races in August, but that the 
design was sufficiently finished to share basic specs. 


H ow exactly do you sell a motorcycle company without a 


As expected, the Super X will be a big cruiser, with a 1368cc, 
50-degree X-Twin engine, with dual overhead cams, four valves 
per cylinder and electronic fuel injection - all of it designed and 
built by Excelsior-Henderson. The most distinctive quality of the 
bike will be its front end, which even the Hanlons admit will 
leave many less than enthused. 

"There are going to be people who hate the front end," Dan 
Hanlon said, “but that's all right. We aren't trying to please 
everyone. We went for the different look mainly because we 
wanted to differentiate ourselves from the rest of the market. We 
never intended to build a Harley knock-off. What's the point in 
that? We want to offer a legitimate alternative." 

The Super X will also be slightly more expensive than compet- 
itive Harley models, with the expected retail price expected to be 
around $17,500. 

“We're targeting the high end of the market," Auringer said. 
“We're selling higher quality, better technology, better compo- 
nents. You're going to get what you pay for." 

When the Hanlons first decided to build a new motorcycle, 
there was only one real option in the cruiser market - Harley. / 
And while some would say that is still essentially true, there are 
certainly more cruisers out there. In addition to new offerings 
from existing manufacturers such as Honda, Yamaha and 
Kawasaki, there is also a new American-made offering from 
Polaris. In addition, Harley has also increased its production 
capability with the opening of a new plant in Kansas City. 

Still, the Hanlons believe there's room in the market for their 
product, in part because they know it isn't all about the bike. Yes, 
they're happy to point to research that indicates long-term 
growth for the cruiser segment as a whole, but they'd rather talk 
about the experience of riding an Excelsior-Henderson. 

"If we were selling people just a machine, it probably 
wouldn't work," Dave Hanlon said. "But we truly believe that 
motorcycling is more than just motorcycles. It's a lifestyle. It's 
history. It's freedom. It's individuality. That's what we're offer- 
ing. АП of that." 

Whether or not consumers buy into that remains to be seen. 
But so far investors and dealers have. And consumers will get 
their chance this fall when the first Super Xs roll off the assembly 
line.

seeing their chance of getting a technical 
advantage from the new fuel regulation, 
while we really haven't done anything 
except to make the bikes more conserva- 
tive." Honda scheduled the Australian 
tests, which also included a rain-affected 
session at Phillip Island the week prior 
to Eastern Creek, in a bid to test differ- 
ent components and settings best suited 
to the unleaded-fuel rules. “We've really 
had to do a lot of work and I've been 
jumping and down quite firmly, com- 
plaining to Honda and trying to get 
everything done," Doohan continued. "I 
guess the only way to get things done, 
and I hope it doesn't happen, is to get 
our arses kicked in the first race." 
Doohan added that Honda's alleged 
complacency is a product of its 
"strength in number" strategy in 1998, 
given it has supplied works NSR500s to 
seven riders. 


Alex Criville survived a heavy tumble 
on day one of the Eastern Creek test, but 
returned for the final two days to record 
a best of 1:30.6 using his favored big- 
bang engine. "The crash happened at 
turn two, but it wasn't too bad," the 
Spaniard explained, playing down 
reports that his Repsol Honda NSR500 
had been badly damaged in the fall. For 
his part, the 28-year-old sustained bruis- 
ing to his ankle, shoulder and the hand 
which he injured at last year's Dutch 
Grand Prix. Commenting on Mick 
Doohan's assertion that Honda had 
become complacent in the buildup to 
the 1998 season, Criville said, "Honda is 





working very hard. It is true the unlead- 
ed-fuel rules have required attention, 
and that is what Honda and Repsol 
have been working on. Already, the 
engine accelerates a bit better than the 
last time we tested at Eastern Creek. I 
think this year will see very close racing 
between five or six bikes. I think it will 
be very good for motorcycle racing." 


Tadayuki Okada has predicted he will 
accomplish five 500cc GP wins in 1998. 
Okada's bold forecast was made before 
he upstaged Mick Doohan at a recent 
multi-team test at Eastern Creek. In an 
interview in Australasian Motorsport 
News, Okada said, “I think this season 
we can take five wins," he claimed, 
adding that his defeat of the four-time 
World Champion at the Indonesian 
Grand Prix last September has fueled 
his confidence. Okada revealed that he 
had yet to decide which of three Honda 
engines he will use, and indicated he 
may swap between the different config- 
urations throughout the year. Okada 
also opined that, despite his hot testing 
form, new MoviStar Honda signing 
John Kocinski may not have it as easy 
as some observers think. "It will be 
tough for Kocinski. Last year already 
the 500s were much faster than they 
were two years before when he raced 
them. It will be difficult for him, and for 
me." 


As reported last week, Spaniard Sete 
Gibernau, who sat in for injured Honda 
Grand Prix V-twin rider Takuma Aoki 





at recent tests at Australia's Eastern 
Creek circuit, is indeed going to replace 
Aoki for the 1998 season. Gibernau flew 
to Japan after the test to sign a contract 
with Honda at HRC headquarters. "I'm 
absolutely over the moon," Gibernau 
said about securing a ride for what will 
be his second year in the 500cc World 
Championship. "I feel great. It's like 
being in heaven. The team is fantastic 
and I'm convinced I will not waste this 
incredible opportunity that the Repsol 
Honda team is giving me." : 


In a recent conversation with Stefan 
Everts, the Belgian revealed he won't be 
coming to the United States to race a 
National Motorcoss this year, reports 
Cycle News contributor Eric Johnson. 
"Unfortunately, I won't be able to do an 
AMA National this year like I did in 
1997 because the only open date on the 
FIM Grand Prix schedule that was avail- 
able for me to come to America has now 
been taken up by the Namur, Belgium, 
500cc Grand Prix," Everts said about 
possibly riding the Washougal National, 
which takes place on August 2 - the 
same day as the 500cc GP. “As I told, 
you over the winter, it has always been ` 
my dream to ride in that race and now I 
will be able to do it as a wild card - I’m 
real stoked about it. However, I really 
hope to be back to race a National in 
America in 1999." As far as his off-sea- 
son is concerned, Everts is satisfied with 
how things have been going in prepara- 
tion for the new season. "I'm really 
happy with the new bike," the Honda- 














mounted Everts said. "I used Beaucaire 
as a warmup race to get used to the bike 
and get comfortable, and I will ride a 
few more international (events) like Fox- 
hills, England, this weekend, and a few 
other races. I will also run the Belgian 
National Championship series, which 
begins soon. I want to stay busy racing 
because it will really help prepare me 
for the new Grand Prix season. I really 
don't mind racing all the time." 


Pirelli's top World Supersport teams 
recently completed a two-day test ses- 
sion at Spain's Cartagena track, with 
Ducati's Paolo Casoli turning in the 
fastest time, reports Cycle News contrib- 
utor Paolo Gozzi. The test, run under 
sunny and hot conditions, was used to 
evaluate a new generation of tires, both 
race-compound and soft-compound. 
Casoli, riding a "cocktail Ducati" (a '97 
engine in a new chassis with small- 
diameter tubes), lapped in 1:38.70 on the 
second day, a new unofficial lap record. 
By comparison, Endoug-Ducati rider 
Yves Briguet set a 1:39.2 at a test last 
month, and this time around turned in a 
1:40.1. "I'm very satisfied regarding 
tires," said World Champion Casoli, 
who crashed twice at the test. Former 
250cc Grand Prix rider Cristiano 
Migliorati also set fast times, his best 
lap coming in at 1:39.8. "T tried to search 
for a good bike setup, but I had some 
chattering trouble on the front fork," 
Migliorati said. "But my feeling with the 
Ducati 748 now is really good. It's not 
easy to pass from a light, 250cc GP bike 
to a heavy, street-derived bike like the 
Ducati 748 - chassis, tires, brakes are 
really different. But I think ГЇЇ be really 
fast in time for the first race." Suzuki 
Italia staff has a lot of work to do: Both 
its riders lapped in the 1:42 range. 


Michelin also completed recent tire 
tests, the French company taking its 
teams to Misano, February 22-24, for 
three days of intensive testing. Two 
truckloads of tires were brought along 
with a wide variety of compounds and 
constructions. Yamaha, Bimota, Castrol 
Honda and several semi-factory Ducati 
teams will all be using Michelin tires 
and trying to wrest the Supersport 
crown away from Pirelli, the reigning 
champion. The first day was rained out, 
but on day two Jean-Phillippe Ruggia, 
the new star of the Bimota team was 
very fast in the morning session with an 
impressive 1:40.2. But he crashed at 
Carro Corner, breaking his right hand, 
though according to his doctor he will 
return to riding in two to three weeks. 
Traction was the main problem, and the 
Bimota staff will be making a new rear 
linkage in hopes of improvement. 
Honda rider James Toseland also 
crashed, though he was unhurt. On the 
final day, former World Superbike rider 
Pere Riba-Cabana turned in an impres- 
sive 1:38.0, nearly a second under the 
official track record set by Fabrizio 
Pirovano on a Ducati (1:38.996). Riba- 
Cabana will race a 748 Ducati supplied 
by the Garella team. Yamaha riders Vit- 
torio Guareschi and Massimo Meregal- 
li tested with 1997 bikes and were just 
two-tenths off the Ducati team's lap 
times. The Alstare team, the new factory 
Suzuki squad, tested Dunlops two 
weeks ago in Spain, and riders Fabrizio 
Pirovano and Stephane Chambon came 
to Misano to compare them with Miche- 
lins. “I prefer Michelin, no doubt," said 
Pirovano. Team manager Francesco 
Batta will decide which rubber the team 
will use in the next few days. Pirovano's 
best lap was 1:39.0, just in front of 
Michel Paquay and Toseland on brand- 
new Castrol Honda CBR600s. 





The Yamaha R1 recorded its world 
debut race win in round one of the Aus- 
tralian Production Superbike Champi- 
onship at Mallala, Australia, on March 
1. Air-freighted in just days before the 
event, many expected the R1 to struggle 
against the sorted Kawasaki ZX-9R of 
Martin Craggill and Ducati 916SPS 
piloted by Steve Martin. Benn Archibald 
put the Yamaha into a best fifth grid 
position, but was upstaged by fellow R1 
rider Kevin Curtain, who beat him into 
second place in the first 12-lap leg after 
being taken out by pole-sitter Craggill, 
who high-sided out of a hairpin while in 
the lead. The reigning Australian Super- 
bike Champion was knocked uncon- 
scious and the bike was totaled. 
Archibald scored the historic race win in 
the second race from Adam Ferguson 
(Hon), with Martin third and Craggill 
fourth on a spare ZX-9R. 


Australian teenager Anthony West cre- 
ated history and marked himself as 
someone to watch following his impres- 
sive performances at the first round of 
the Australian Road Racing Champi- 
onships at Mallala, South Australia, on 
March 1. The 17-year-old contested both 
the 125cc GP and 250cc Production 
events, where he qualified on pole in 
both classes before running away in all 
four races, setting the fastest laps along 
the way. 


Mick Doohan has reunited with Roth- 
mans in a personal sponsorship deal for 
1998, according to Cycle News contribu- 
tor Darry Flack. The four-time World 
Champion will be seen sporting a Win- 
field cap throughout the season, 
although the logo of the new sponsor of 
the all-conquering Williams Formula 
One team will not be seen on his 
leathers or helmet. Doohan is due to 
make his first full public appearance for 
his new sponsor at this weekend's open- 
ing round of the Formula One World 
Championship in Melbourne, Australia. 
Winfield has been a leading Rothmans 
brand in Australia for over 25 years, and 
is also sold in South Africa. It is also 
expected to be launched in key Euro- 
pean markets this year. 


Female road racer Kathleen Coburn 
will race a Hooters Suzuki in the Day- 
tona 200 by Arai on March 8. Coburn, 
who raced in the 200 back in 1987 and 
1988, was the first woman to finish the 
Daytona 200. For the past 10 years, 
Coburn has been active in motocross, 
enduros and ice racing in Canada. "I 
wouldn't miss this for anything in the 
world," Coburn said. "Mentally and 
physically, I am more than ready. It will 
just be a matter of getting used to the 
bike." Her husband, Jonathan Head - a 
top Canadian enduro rider - will join 
Coburn at Daytona. 


The AMA's board of trustees has voted 
to oppose any legislative initiatives that 
place further government restrictions on 
motorcyclists in exchange for loosening 
current state helmet-use requirements, 
according to the AMA. This action by 
the board, taken at its February 21 meet- 
ing, was in response to a growing num- 
ber of bills being considered by various 
state legislatures - most notably in Ken- 
tucky, Florida and California - which 
would require motorcyclists to obtain 
health insurance in order to operate a 
motorcycle without a helmet. The AMA 
board of trustees' resolution states: "The 
American Motorcyclist Association reaf- 
firms its position in support of volun- 
tary helmet use. The AMA opposes pro- 
visions conditioning rider choice on 








economic criteria such as, but not limit- 
ed to, additional insurance coverage, 
which is based on the negative view that 
motorcyclists are a social burden. The 
AMA believes that accepting such 
requirements is contrary to the long- 
term interests of motorcycling." 


Road racer Dave Roper is scheduled to 
compete aboard an ex-Giacomo Agosti- 
ni MV Agusta in the AHRMA vintage- 
racing program at Daytona International 
Speedway on Monday, February 9. 
Roper will be joined on the Team Obso- 
lete squad by Yvon DuHamel, who will 
ride an ex-Dick Mann BSA Triple. 


Three-time AMA Superbike Champion 
Reg Pridmore will be honored as 
Grand Marshal of the second annual 
AMA Vintage Motorcycle Days West at 
Sears Point Raceway in Sonoma, Cali- 
fornia, April 24-26. In addition, Prid- 
more will present the Reg Pridmore 
Award to his favorite machines in the 
classic bike show, as well as taking 
demonstration laps and signing auto- 
graphs. VMD West is the opening 
event of Sonomafest, a 10-day motor- 
cycle-related "entertainment mara- 
thon" that concludes with round 5 of 
the AMA/MBNA Superbike Series on 
May 3. 


Team Suzuki Off-Road's Paul Edmond- 
son suffered a separated shoulder dur- 
ing a midweek crash during practice. 
Despite the injury, Edmondson plans to 
contest the opening round of the GNCC 
series in Okeechobee, Florida, March 3-4. 


A law-enforcement prototype Buell 51 
White Lightning will be used as a 
sweep bike at the AMA/MBNA Super- 
bike Series races in 1998. AMA road race 
manager Ron Barrick will ride the bike 
during track inspections, and selected 
celebrity riders will also take the con- 
trols in a promotional partnership with 
AMA Pro Racing. 


Speaking of law enforcement, a sympa- 
thetic officer with the Lake Elsinore, 
California, police department called to 
let us know that the Riverside County 
Sheriff's Department will be cracking 
down on illegal riding on private prop- 
erty in Riverside County after a recent 
increase in complaints.

Horsepower is proportional to 
absolute pressure and temperature (ї.е., 
density only). Since the temperature is 
constant, it is proportional to the 
absolute pressure only. The dynamic 
pressure at 180 mph is:

If you use a 
peak horsepower reading of 130.5 (from 
your dyno graph, page 17), this calcu- 
lates to 5 hp at best - assuming no duct 
losses and 100 percent inlet-flow-restric- 
tion recovery - not likely. In the real 
world, one would be fortunate to show 
a 4-hp increase, or about half of the 
claimed 8 hp.

arry Ward has now come full circle. 
[ than eight years after win- 

ning the first AMA 250 SX main 
event of his long career, the Team Suzu- 
ki rider finally made it back into the 
winner's circle by winning the storm- 
battered Tampa Supercross in Houlihan 
Stadium on the Gulf Coast of Florida. 
Ward outlasted a late-race rain shower 
and the fast-closing Honda of Ezra Lusk 
to become the fourth race winner in the 
1998 AMA Toyota Supercross Series. He 
also scored Team Suzuki's first podium 
finish of what has been an otherwise 
forgettable early season for the yellow- 
and-blue squad. 

“1 am so happy I can't even begin to 
explain it!” Ward said later. “Over the 
years I've ridden a lot of good bikes and 
had a lot of really good help, but who 
would have thought I would get back 
into the winner's circle with Suzuki to 
win again? Roger DeCoster gave me a 
chance this year and talked Suzuki into 
hiring me, and this is the only way I 
could have paid him back." 

As if Ward's win wasn't enough of a 
surprise for the 35,815 fans who braved 
rain and a brewing fog throughout the

evening, the rest of the results offered a 
few more attention-grabbers. Yamaha's 
Kevin Windham put in a steady 20-lap 
effort in the mud to secure the third and 
final podium spot, while Ward's Suzuki 
teammate Greg Albertyn put in his best 
ride of the year for fourth place, as did 
Damon Huffman for fifth. 

“I took a little bit of pain medicine 
before the race and tried to ride smart 
and strong," said Lusk of his strong run- 
ner-up ride. "I tried to be smooth out 
there and take some good lines. I got a 
little messed up in the first turn and that 
hurt me, but I don't want to take any- 
thing from Larry. He rode really well 
tonight and I congratulate him." 

"I'm really happy with third, espe- 
cially on a night like tonight," Windham 
said. "It was basically survival out there, 
and I just rode smart and consistent. I've 
been in the top 10 at every race and I'm 
learning as I go, so I’m pretty happy 
about how things are going. Of course I 
am looking to win, but it was one of 
those things that's going to take some 
time." 

Factory Connection/Jack in the 
Box/Scott-backed Mike LaRocco fin- 
ished sixth after crashing at least twice 
in the muddy conditions, while Suzuki's 














Mickael Pichon landed in seventh at the 
end. Finishing a very conservative 
eighth after a few spills of his own was 
series points leader Jeremy McGrath of 
the Chaparral/Yamaha squad, who 
admitted to worrying less about win- 
ning than about losing big. 

“I was just being really careful out 
there," said McGrath, who had finished 
on the podium in every round going 
into Tampa and saw à four-race win- 
ning streak drown out on the home field 
of the Tampa Bay Buccaneers football 
squad. "Going into the race, I knew it 
was one of those ones where you have 
to be really cautious. I felt good, the bike 
was working good and I just didn't 
want to screw up real bad and have it 
affect the points. It was one of those » 
ones where if I was going to win, I was 
going to win. If not, I'm just going to ? 
ride. I did okay until the last few laps, ` 
when I fell a few times, but that's racing. 
Eighth isn't all that bad when the track , 
conditions are like this. I’m ready for 
Daytona now, no problem. Half the sea- 
son is over and I’m almost two races 
ahead, so I'm not too upset about not ' 
winning. I mean, it was almost funny 
out there, it was so bad at the end. Next 
week, it's going to be dry, and I want to 





kick ass and win the race. There were 
guys crashing everywhere, and I just 
didn't want to blow my points lead with 
a bike crash or by getting stuck or some- 
thing." 

Suffering through another poor 
showing in ninth was the enigmatic 
Emig. An accomplished mud rider, 
Emig was so out of sync in the Tampa 


slop that he was nearly lapped at the - 


end of the race by Ward. Emig also suf- 
fered the indignity of having his bike 
become stuck straight up and down in a 
deep rut in his heat race. There are all 
kinds of theories as to what's wrong 
with the defending series champion (see 
Briefly...), but Emig vows to carry on 
and sort it out soon. : 

"If I knew what was wrong, I would 
fix it" summarized the Kawasaki rider. 
“1 am trying as hard as I can, but I just 
can't get it together. I have never had 
anything like this happen to me in my 
whole career. It's like last year was the 
best year of my career, and this one is 
starting out as the worst. I will just keep 
my: head down and keep working hard 
like I've always done." 

Rounding out the top 10 overall was 
Honda of Troy's Mike Brown. 

The Tampa victory was an upset of 
sorts for the 27-year-old Ward, who 
seemed to have settled into a brides- 
maid role in supercross. Soon after,scor- 
ing his first win eight years ago with 
Suzuki, Ward seemed to slip into the 
shadows as new heroes such as 
McGrath and Emig emerged. After leav- 
ing Suzuki following the 1993 season, 
Ward put in two solid but winless sea- 
sons with Noleen Yamaha before joining 
the Honda of Troy team in 1996, but 
Ward still couldn't find his way back 
into the winner's circle. When he 
returned to Suzuki this year, it marked 
the first time that a factory rider had 
been dropped and then rehired after 
such a long period of time. And even 
though Ward's win in Tampa also 
marked the longest period between any 
supercross rider's first and second 
career wins, the Washington-bred South 
Carolina resident says he never stopped 
doubting that it would happen. 

“Tt just felt like it was my race to win 
tonight," said Ward. "You always hope 
to have a night like this, where every- 
thing just goes right. I got a good start, I 
got a good lead, the bike was fantastic 
and I was there at the end. You know, I 
have no complaints about my career. 
I've spent eight or nine years right at the 
top of the 250 class, I finished second in 
the series once, and the only dream I 
haven't fulfilled is that I haven't won 
that championship. If second is as close 





as I ever come in the standings, I won't 
look back in disappointment. I love this 
sport and I'm going to keep riding for as 
long as I can. That's why John Dowd is 
my hero, because every year he keeps 
coming out fast. I figure that means I 
have five or six more years to keep rac- 
ing! I'm only 27, so I'm just a spring 
chicken!” 

The points battle did not change 
much in the Tampa soup, though 
McGrath’s massive lead is now down to 
less than two full races. The four-time 
series champion went into the Florida 
swing with a 53-point lead after seven 
straight podium finishes and now trav- 
els to Daytona this weekend with a 46- 
point cushion on Windham, 177-131. 
With the win, Ward moved up from 
fifth to third, with 127. 

The Tampa round of the series was 
back on the supercross schedule for the 
first time in two years. The event's 
replacement of the traditional opening 
round of the AMA National Motocross 
Series at Gatorback Cycle Park in 
Gainesville, Florida, initially created 
some controversy, but that seemed to 
pass in the weeks leading up to the 
event. However, the El Nino-driven 
rainstorms did not pass over and 
instead dumped water haphazardly 
over the area throughout the week. The 
result was one of the muddiest races in 
recent years, with deep, slot-car-like ruts 
lining just about every jump and corner. 
The Rick Winkler-led Dirt Wurx crew 
fought the mud and ruts as if they were 
battling a forest fire. However, when the 
skies opened up again with five laps to 
go, there was nothing anyone could do 
but sit back, get wet and watch Ward try 
to hold off Lusk for the win. 

“I like the track," said Ward, who 
might not have been the most objective 
person to'ask, considering the fact that 
he won. “I like the deeper, thicker mud 
like we had tonight better than the 
greasy mud." 


HEATS 


Windham took the holeshot in the 
first 250cc heat race, right in front of 
Honda of Troy's Mike Craig and the 
Yamaha of very aggressive privateer 
Mike Katin. Just behind them came 
Suzuki's Albertyn and Canadian star 
Jean-Sebastien Roy. Toward the back 
rode such big names as Jimmy Button, 
LaRocco, Team Honda's Steve Lamson 
and Honda of Troy's Mike Brown, all of 
whom fell in the sloppy conditions. 

Windham was never headed in the 
race, and the Yamaha rider looked com- 
fortable throughout the race, even in the 
deteriorating conditions. 








finished 11th while Henry took 15th.

“1 wanted to get out front and ride 
my own race," Windham said, “because 
with a track like this, you really have to 
focus on yourself and not what the other 
guys are doing. In the main event, get- 


ting that same start will go a long way - 


towards winning." 

Katin fell off the pace while Lamson 
recovered long enough to move into a 
qualifying position before falling off 
again. He surrendered his position to 
Ward, who had started midpack and 
was soon coming up on the 
Craig / Albertyn battle for second. Once 
Albertyn got around Craig, his team- 
mate Ward followed suit. Craig, who 
won the only AMA 250cc supercross of 
his career here back in 1994, held on to 
the fourth and final transfer spot. That 
meant Button, LaRocco, Lamson, 
Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes and Brown 
would be going to a semi. 

Due to the close nature of the points 
battle between everyone behind 
McGrath, the second heat race was 
packed with big names: McGrath, Emig, 
Lusk, Doug Henry, Huffman, Pichon 
and Dowd, to name a few. When the 
gate dropped, the booming four-stroke 
of Doug Henry could be heard above all 
when the pack lit into the tight, left- 
handed first turn. But McGrath made 
short work of the thumper and slipped 
into the lead ahead of Henry, Kawasa- 
ki/Tecate’s Phil Lawrence, Dowd and 
Emig. 

Emig was the first big name to fall 
back, though he didn't actually fall 
down. Instead, Emig's bike got stuck in 
a deep inside berm that stopped him 
cold in his tracks. Emig tried to free the 
bike with the throttle but instead just 
dug a deeper hole. He finally had to lift 
the bike out of the hole one wheel at a 
time, and then he rode off into the semi. 

Out front, McGrath was riding 
smooth and smart, and he ended up tak- 
ing the win ahead of Dowd, Henry and 
Lawrence. Lusk and Kawasaki's Huff- 
man would be joining Emig in the semi 
round. 

“My Chaparral Yamaha put me out 
front off the start and I just kept it 
there," McGrath said from the podium. 
"The track is deteriorating with every 
lap, but my feet were hardly coming off 
the pegs. I felt really good out there, but 
it's hard to tell what the track is going to 
be like by the time the main event 
starts." 


SEMIS 


Hughes grabbed the holeshot in the 
first 250cc semi and rode fairly uncontest- 
ed to the win. The red-hot Button gave 
chase early but ended up falling and 
dropping out of a qualifying position all 
together. LaRocco took up the chase and 
finished second, while fellow red riders 
Lamson and Brown came through next. 
Maryland Kawasaki privateer Kevin 
Crine rounded out the list of qualifiers. 





"It's been a tough season, but I'm try- 
ing really hard to put it together," 
Hughes said. "It's going to take a good 
start and some smart riding to win this 
thing tonight, and I really want to be 
there when it's over. It's been raining a 
lot in California, so I'm kind of used to 
the slick conditions. It's really not that 
much different, except the ruts are deep- 
er. The last couple of weeks haven't 
been that great, and I’ve been making 
stupid mistakes like pumping up and 
falling over. Maybe tonight I can turn it 
around." 

As the fog started rolling in, Pichon 
put his Suzuki out front to start the sec- 
ond 250cc semi, but the Honda of Lusk 
came by before the race was too far 
gone. However, Pichon quickly squirted 
back past Lusk and the two enjoyed 
some close racing all the way to the fin- 
ish. The Frenchman ended up with the 
win, while Huffman rode behind the 
leading duo. In what is beginning to be 
less of a shocker than it once was, 
Kawasaki privateer Keith Johnson actu- 
ally passed Emig for the fourth transfer 
spot, leaving Emig to fend off the attack 
of fearless KTM rider Lance Smail for 
the final transfer position. 


LAST-CHANCE QUALIFIER 


In the last-chance qualifier, Button 
rode a smart race to better Roy for the 
win. Roy's fellow Canadian, Marco 
Dube, put in a good ride for third, but 
only two riders transferred to the main 
event. 


MAIN 


When the 250cc main event finally 
went off, the thick mist in the air was 
turning into a full-blown rain shower, 
and world-renowned mudder Dowd - 
Yamaha's 125cc West Region contender 
- was inspired enough by the weather to 
punch out the holeshot over McGrath, 
Ward, Windham and Craig. But before 
Dowd could even get comfortable up 
front, Ward slashed by both Dowd and 
McGrath to take a lead he would never 
relinquish. Windham also went by, leav- 
ing the order as Ward, Windham, 
Dowd, McGrath and Craig after a lap. 

“I asked Suzuki for just a little more 
power on the start, and they gave that to 
me," Ward said. "I got a third-place 
start and went by McGrath and Dowd, 
and then I just started hitting some lines 
real good. I wasn't burning up my 
clutch, I wasn't pumping up, and I felt 
really good. The Suzuki could not have 
worked any better." 

After a first-turn crash that took out 
several top guys, Henry, the unlucky 
Pichon, Albertyn and LaRocco were all 
at the back of the pack : They would be 
joined there on lap two by Emig, whose 
bad night continued when he fell early. 

"Henry just got a little overexcited 
and went into the first turn a little 
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crazy," Albertyn said. “Не came in a lit- 
tle hot and his front wheel washed out 
and he fell right in front of me. There 
was nowhere I could. go except down." 

"I got a pretty good jump and I felt 
like I was fine, but Henry got a little bit 
better jump and he had us all," Lusk 
said. "Unfortunately, he fell right in 
front of me! I didn't want to run over 
him because it was Doug, so I slowed 
down to miss him." 

Ward looked steady up front, as did 
the pursuing Windham in second. 
Windham got close to Ward several 
times only to back off due to the fact 
that he was unable to see. 

“I got off to a good start and I was rid- 
ing strong - finding my lines and every- 
thing - but I just couldn't pass him 
because of the roost," Windham said later. 
“I actually caught him at one point, but I 
had to single a section because of a yellow 
flag and he didn't have to, but it was 
harder to be right behind him because as 
soon as I would get roosted, I would have 
to pull a tearoff. Pretty soon I couldn't see 
anything and I started pumping up, so I 
had to back her down a notch." 

It was unfortunate for Windham, 
because Ward had already lost his gog- 
gles to the elements. 

“Windham is a fast, fast guy in the 
mud, and he was on me for a while," 
Ward said later. "Having lost my gog- 
gles, it was really important to keep him 
behind me. This is the ultimate worst 
conditions for your goggles because the 
humidity is so thick and the sweat is 
there because it was so hot, too. I saw 
little Ricky (Carmichael) take his gog- 
gles off in the 125cc race and I said, ‘Uh 
oh! I knew I was going to have to tough 
it out and lose my goggles, but if I had 
to do that to win, so be it. My dad only 
has one eye, so, shoot! - I'd have given 
one eye to win tonight!" 

Lusk had started sixth on the first 
lap, and by the time another lap was in 
the books he was up to third. Still, it 
took the Honda rider 15 laps to move up 
on Windham, who in turn had lost 
Ward in traffic. Lusk rode past Wind- 
ham into second and decided to put one 
last push on to go after Ward just as the 
skies opened up and the rain fell 
straight down in thick drops. 

Working in Lusk's favor was the fact 
that Emig was not obeying the blue flag 
as Ward came up to lap him, and for the 
last two laps the leader could not lap the 
champ. 

"I don't want to mention any lappers 
- Emig and Hughes - but I think I could 
have won a lot easier than I did," Ward 
joked. “Ezra definitely made it interest- 
ing. Maybe Emig didn't know the blue 
flags from the yellow ones, with all the 
rain and mud, but it really doesn't mat- 
ter. I made it across the finish line first!" 

In the end, Lusk ran out of time, and 
an ecstatic Ward dropped his bike after 
the finish to congratulate his equally 
excited mechanic, Lee McCullough.

“I hugged him so hard I gave him a 
bloody позе!” laughed Ward later. 

Lusk crossed the line just a few bike 
lengths behind but felt that things might 
have been different had he only gotten 
closer to Ward more quickly. 

“Не didn't have any goggles, so all I 
would have had to do was roost him 
and that would have been it,” Lusk said. 

Lusk was followed at a short distance 
by Windham in third. Albertyn complet- 
ed a remarkable comeback to fourth 
after his first-turn crash and felt great 
about his performance. 

“1 was very happy with fourth and I 
would have taken that result anyway, 
but coming from almost last made me 
pretty stoked," said Albertyn of his best 
finish of the year. ^It's about time I rode 
well. I felt like I was on fire tonight. I 
feel like I have my confidence back and 
that's what I’ve been lacking the whole 
season. I'm also really stoked for my 
teammate Larry. We did some testing 
this week on developing a new cylinder 
and you can see what happened. We all 
got great starts! We should have done 
this a few years back." 

The cylinder development Albertyn 
was talking about was said to offer more 
top end. 

Huffman snared fifth after fending 
off furious attacks from LaRocco, who 
was the victim of crashes all night long. 

"After I got a little messed up on the 
start with Henry and everyone, I had to 
work my way through everyone," Huff- 
man said. "I tried to remember all my 
lines and keep going forward, so I’m 
pretty happy that I ended up in fifth, 
considering the conditions and all. I 
kept it up on two wheels the whole 
time, and that's about the best you can 
do on a night like this." 

Next rode Pichon and McGrath in 
seventh and eighth, and rounding out 
the top 10 were Emig and Brown. Way 
in the back in 18th came Button, who 
fried the clutch on his Yamaha and saw 
his hot streak turn cold all at once. 

“Му clutch was smoked, but it's just 
one of those things that happen," Button 
reasoned. “It sucks to be riding so well 
and then have something out of your 
control happen like that." EN

s the rain fell on the race track on 
Ax afternoon of the Tampa 

Supercross, many 125cc watchers 
felt that the inclement weather would 
mean an end to red-hot Ricky 
Carmichael's 125cc Eastern Regional 
winning streak. After all, this was the 
same teenage wonder who floundered 
in the mud at last year's 125cc National 
Motocross in Mount Morris, Pennsylva- 
nia - his only misfire on his way to the 
125cc National Motocross Champi- 
onship. But rather than feel intimidated 
by the wet weather, Carmichael seemed 
eager to get out on the muddy track in 
front of his home-state fans, and by the 
time the night was over, Carmichael had 
proved that he is much more versatile 
than his fair-weather reputation would 
suggest by once again dominating the 
evening's racing. 

The 18-year-old SplitFire/Pro Cir- 
cuit/Kawasaki rider finished about 10 
seconds ahead of Primal/Impulse Suzu- 
ki to clinch his third straight 125cc main 
event and keep his season-long winning 
streak going at three in a row. 

"You know, I'm not that bad of a 
mud rider," joked Carmichael after his

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solid win. "I had a bad day at that 
national last year and everyone made a 
big deal about it. Tonight I showed 
everyone that I really can ride in the 
mud and I'm comfortable in just about 
any conditions." 

Carmichael was so fast in the mud 
that he actually finished first and fifth, 
having lapped every rider on the track 
except for the second-, third- and 
fourth-place finishers. And with another 
lap or two, he might have lapped every- 
one but the formidable Robbie Reynard. 

Finishing an ecstatic third was Mar- 
tinez, Georgia's Robbie Horton, who 
unofficially became the first 125cc KTM 
rider ever to finish on the podium in an 
АМА Supercross event. Horton barely 
edged out FMF Honda's Brock Sellards 
for the history-making third-place finish 
after the two collided together with just 
three turns left to go in the race. With 
the track clear behind the two - 
Carmichael had lapped and relapped 
everyone else on the track before taking 
the checkered flag - the third-place tro- 
phy was decided by who could get up 
and running first. Fittingly, it was Hor- 
ton, who had held the spot for much of 
the race until Sellards went for a contact 
pass on the last lap. 

"This means so much to me and 
KTM, you don't even know,” said Hor- 
ton as KTM executive Rod Bush show- 
ered him with champagne after the race. 
"| just tried to get a good start and the 
bike did that for me. I wanted to stay 
consistent the whole time, even if that 
meant rolling every jump every time." 

Ohio's Sellards, injured or sick for 
much of the early season, got up for a 
respectable fourth place, while Min- 
nesotan Cory Keeney scored fifth at the 
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finish aboard ап 
FMF/Xtreme/Pro 
Action-backed Yamaha. 


HEATS 


In the first 125cc heat 
race, Honda of Troy's 
Casey Lytle rocketed 
into the holeshot and 
would never look back 
as the rest of the field 
seemed to struggle with 
the mud. Lytle did feel 
some late-race pressure 
from Reynard, who had 
started out midpack and 
spent most of the race 
trying to create some 
passing lanes. Reynard 
got close to Lytle at the 
end, but a fall on the 
white-flag lap dashed his heat-race 
hopes. Suzuki of Canada's Marco Dube 
- a near-qualifier in the 250cc class as 
well - finished third. 

With Reynard seeded in the first 
heat, everyone expected Carmichael to 
have an easy time in heat number two. 
However, after a strong start, the super- 
talented sophomore fell on the second 
lap and lost five spots. FMF/ 
Honda/Thor's Danny Smith, a surpris- 
ing second one week earlier in Atlanta, 
grabbed the lead and appeared to be 
headed for an upset until Carmichael 
settled down and climbed back into the 
lead just after the halfway mark. Smith 
held on for second over Keeney and 
Honda of Jackson's Charlie Dunaway. 


LAST-CHANCE QUALIFIER 


Georgia favorite Shae Bentley won 
the LCQ over KTM-backed Kelly Smith, 





but the big news here was who didn't 
make it: After nearly getting on the 
podium seven days ago, KTM rider Jim 
Neese got a bad start here and could 
only muster a fifth. Highly touted Split- 
Fire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki rookie Nic 
Wey fell and could not get back into the 
field. Yamaha-mounted Robbie Skaggs 
and New Jersey Suzuki privateer Barry 
Cartsen (third and fourth, respectively, 
in Atlanta) also failed to get out of the 
LCQ. Also failing to make the show was 
Spanish jumping sensation Edgar Tor- 
ronteras, who stopped in Florida while 
on his way to a jumping contest in Las 
Vegas this week.

When the 125cc main went off in the 
midst of the mounting fog, Carmichael 
burst from the middle inside gate to 
snag the holeshot, just ahead of Rey-

nard, Lytle, Smith, Horton and Keeney. 
But when Carmichael went to grab a 
couple of quick tearoffs on the first dou- 
ble jump, Reynard seized the opportuni- 
ty to snag the lead. 

"| got off the start good and passed 
Ricky in the second turn, but after that 
I just kept making mistakes,” Reynard 
admitted. “I couldn’t stay smooth and 
couldn't flow. It seemed like I was 
fighting the bike the whole moto. 
Ricky was just on and he rode mis- 
take-free. I was hoping he would slip 
but he didn't - he rode just about per- 
fect." 

"The mist was so bad it was hard to 
see," Carmichael said. “1 was kind of 
worried about Robbie (Reynard) at first, 
but when I was behind him I saw that I 
had some better lines so I relaxed a little 
bit."

Briefly... 


Team Yamaha's John Dowd picked up $1000 from 1-900-PRO- 
RACE for grabbing the holeshot in the 250cc main event, while 
125cc main-event winner Ricky Carmichael picked up $500 
for getting to the first turn first in the 125cc main. 


Larry Ward's win in the 250cc main event had race watchers 
thumbing through the AMA record books to find out the last time 
that all four Japanese. brands had won а main:event in an AMA 
250 Supercross Series. The most popular guess seems to be 
1985. Kawasaki's Sebastien Tortelli, Honda's Ezra Lusk, and 
Chaparral Yamaha:mounted Jeremy. McGrath had notched the 
other wins in 1998. 


Speaking of Sebastien Tortelli, the French wunderkind 
skipped Tampa to return to Europe to prepare for his 250cc World 
MX Championship Series showdown. with Belgium's Stefan 
Everts. Even though he missed several races with injuries, the 
Kawasaki-mounted Tortelli holds 13th in the point. standings. His 
two best finishes were his shocking season-opening win in Los 
Angeles and a fourth two weeks ago in Indianapolis. Tortelli had 
earlier confirmed that he will compete full-time in the United 
States next year, though he is not contracted with any teams yet. 


Look for Honda of Troy's resident Frenchman Stephane Ron- 
cada to join the 250cc ranks at the New Orleans SX. Roncada is 
campaigning the 125 West Region Series in 1998 but, according 
to HoT boss Phil Alderton, the kid needs to get some 250cc races 
under his belt. "We feel that Stephane still has an outside shot at 
the West Region title, so we want to: keep him sharp for the last 
few races," Alderton said. "He just got back from a few weeks in 
France and he really wants to race soon.” 


Unconfirmed reports also have SplitFire/Pro Circuit's Ricky 
Carmichael jumping up to the 250cc ranks for the April 25th 
Dallas Supercross, which is set to be featured on ABC's Wide 
World of Sports the very next day. "There's been.some talk to 
that effect.but nothing is confirmed," said Jim "Bones" Bacon of 
the Pro Circuit team. а 


Michigan rookie Nic Wey has had a disastrous start to his first 
125cc Supercross Series. After dislocating his shoulder during 
practice аї {ће opening round of the East Region tour at Indi- 
anapolis, Wey rode the main event anyway and soldiered out a 
ninth-place finish. He decided to sit out Atlanta in order to rehab 
his injured right wing as quickly as possible, but at. Tampa he 





crashed in both his heat race and the LCQ and did not make the 
main event. "The X-rays they took were negative so they put me 
on a pretty intense therapy program," said Wey, who is 17. “I did 
all of these exercises to strengthen the muscles around the sock- 
et and | couldn't believe: how much better it felt, but it still hurts 
when ! ride. " 


It seems that Wey has also had some problems with the AMA 
and preregistration. When Wey got to the opening round in 
Indianapolis, it was discovered that he had not been pre-entered 
by either his team, his parents, or himself, so he was ineligible to 
ride in the Friday practice sessions. And because the preregistra- 
tion déadline is approximately one month before each event, Wey 
could not ride in any Friday practices until after the Daytona 
round. Wey's disadvantage wasn't a concern in Tampa because 
practice was canceled. anyway, and Daytona does not have any 
pre-race riding in the infield. 


When did this front-wheel wheelie rage come into vogue? All 
year long, faris have been treated to Kevin Windham's spectacu- 
lar opening-ceremony nose-wheelies, sometimes with less-than- 
perfect execution (he went over the handlebars. completely in 
Atlanta). And in the new Terra Firma 4 video from. Fox Racing. 
Jeremy McGrath can be seen actually performing one while land- 
ing down the backside of a huge tabletop. According to 
McGrath's teammate Jimmy Button, McGrath and Button started 
doing the trick during testing sessions and gradually perfected the 
rare trick. "It's something you just. can't do with standard brakes 
because they have to give a little,” said Button, who admits to 
having crashed several times at the practice track while trying to 
outdo his friends. "I knew Windham would go over the bars doing 
that before the race sooner or later, but | didn't make fun of him 
because | know how hard it is to pull that wheelie off." Has 
McGrath ever crashed while’ doing the stunt? "Never," laughs 
Button. "Not even close. It's amazing what that guy can do on a 
bike." The Tampa fans were not treated to the Windham trick 
because the opening-ceremony parade lap was scrubbed due to 
the poor weather. 


When Friday's practice session. was canceled due to the muddy 
track, the trip to the stadium wasn't a complete wash for the rid- 
ers and teams. PACE Motorsports put together a huge, 
catered barbecue to celebrate the halfway mark of the 1998 
AMA Toyota SX Series. "It's midseason, everything is going 
great and. everyone should be happy." said Gary Becker, the 
PACE boss himself. "We're here to have fun, and get-togethers 
like this are a good way to: do that.” 


Here's another one for the record books: Unofficially, New Jer- 


sey's Harold Glissen became the first one-armed super- 
cross rider to try to make it into a 125cc SX main event. Glis- 
sen was born without a left arm from the elbow down but never- 
theless picked up the sport of dirt bike riding back in 1979. “I've 
been racing for years. and it has always been a dream of mine to 
try to qualify for а supercross,” said.Glissen, who is a landscap- 
er by trade. He's also an expert-rated rider in-New Jersey. Glis- 
sen һаз-а special setup for handlebars in which a double clamp 
sets the base of the controls higher and:closer to his body. The 
bars themselves are modified ATV bars with the left side raised 
2 inches higher than the right: He works the clutch by bracing 
the stump of his left arm on the bar and using his elbow joint to 
squeeze the clutch. when necessary. It was obvious. in Tampa 
that-he's. more of a dry; hard-pack track rider than а mud rider, 
but Glissen had a blast even though he failed.to make the 
evening program. "I'm going to do Daytona next week and then 
about five outdoor nationals,” said ` the Action 
Motorsports/KPS/Boyesen/Twin-Air/Scott/FMF-backed racer, 
"The mud was kind of tough because | couldn't push through 
the ruts like everyone else, but I'll do fine whenever we get to a 
dry race." 


Brock Sellards nearly made the podium in the 125cc race 
even though he has 11 stitches in his clutch hand and has been 
battling bronchitis since early in the year. According to his 
brother and mechanic, Marcus, every time Sellards rides, he 
pulls the stitches out-of his hand. “He comes back in bleeding 
and all but he's not going to let that hold him back at this point 
in the season," said the older Sellards, who is a former pro 
racer himself. 


Kevin Windham was celebrating his 20th birthday at Tampa 
on Saturday night, so the crowd serenaded him with a 35,000- 
voice rendition of "Happy Birthday To You" during the abbreviat- 
ed opening ceremonies. 


Jeff Emig's Saturday night ride may have been less stellar than 
he or his fans desired, but he did have one highlight to his Tampa 
weekend: Emig got to play golf on Friday with PGA pro Paul 4 
Azinger.. The golfer then went to the races Saturday night and 
enjoyed the main events from the muddy infield. 


So what's wrong with Jeff Emig? Depending on who you 
talked to, the problem could: be anything from poor night vision (a 
dominant right eye) to a once-broken vertebra in his back that has 
been out of alignment for some time. There are other unfounded 
Conspiracy theories oüt there as well, but Emig sums it up this 
way: “Гат in a terrible slump, just terrible. And I'm taking sugges- 
tions on how to get out of it." : è 








Stalked Reynard before finally making a 
pass that had the partisan crowd on 
their feet. After that, Carmichael pretty 
much had clear sailing all the way to the 
checkered flag, though Reynard was 
never more than a straightway back on 
his way to second place. 

“I'm so stoked to win three in a row, 
you don't even know," Carmichael said. 
"I can't wait for Daytona, either, 
because I'm ready to kick some ass 
there, too. It's going to be rutted and a 
really long moto, and that's my type of 
racing. Tonight, I was just riding as hard 
as I could without taking too many 
chances. Next week I will really be able 
to get it going." 

Behind the long-gone leaders, Smith 
was holding third until a crash on the 
sixth lap handed the position over to 
Horton. Lytle had fallen on the first lap 
and finished sixth. For the rest of the 
race, Horton fended off the advances of 
Sellards and Keeney, and he appeared 
to be safe until Sellards' frantic last-lap 
push for third. But when Sellards' 
aggressive move left him on the ground 
under the KTM, the advantage went 
back to Horton. 

“I got real tense and maybe a little 
shaky, and Brock (Sellards) got right up 
behind me," said KTM/ Fox/ Innovation 
Sports/ Oakley / Karcher/ Boyesen- 
backed Horton, who is 18 years old. 
"There were two ruts coming up into 
that turn that come into each other and 
we bumped into each other. I guess I 
just came out on top."

ifty yards before the end of the EBC 
Fic Sportbike race, any one of 

four riders could have won. It was 
that close. Officially, the margin of vic- 
tory was 0.004 of a second and officially 
the winner was Cycles of Palm Beach's 
Mike Luke, the Floridian who had made 
his mark in the weekend's earlier Cham- 
pionship Cup Series races. 

"This is the best bike I have ever 
had," a jubilant Luke said of his 
Kawasaki ZX-6 in the winner's circle. 
"Everything went perfect and things 
couldn't have gone better." 

He was right, because things could 
have gone horribly awry. 

Luke had the power to carry him to 
victory despite being hounded by three 
others after tussling with them for the 
length of the 10-lap, 35.6-mile race held 
on a cool, gray and windy afternoon at 
Daytona International Speedway. Team 
Suzuki Riders School's David McGrath 
was a shadow second, with Hyd-Mech 
Saws' Owen Weichel third on a Suzuki 
in front of Barnett Suzuki Racing's 
Richard Alexander Jr. in a cluster so 
close that the order of finish behind the 
winner was not immediately apparent. 

Luke won the race in a non-record 
time of 19 minutes, 58.288 seconds at an 
average speed of 106.953 mph. 

Having split with Formula USA, 
NASB officials had made EBC Sportbike 
the premier class and this was the com- 
ing-out party. Though there was a seri- 
ous lack of star power, there was no lack 
of excitement, and there might have 
been more had defending class champi- 
on Eric Wood not had an engine failure 
on his Penguin Racing School's Kawasa- 
ki on the warmup lap. 

The race began with a bang, a four- 
rider pileup in the first horseshoe that 
brought out a belated red flag. 

On the restart it was pole-sitter 
Alexander Jr. out front, with Luke and 
Hooters Suzuki's Mike Ciccotto giving 
chase. Ciccotto lasted only three laps 
before stopping and by then McGrath 
was out front, with Weichel now second 
and Luke shuffled back to third. 

Alexander Jr. controlled the pace for 
the next lap; then it was Luke's turn up 
front. Alexander Jr. was back in front on 
the seventh lap and pulling out what 
looked like his biggest lead of the day, 
though the others knew he wasn't going 
to get away. 

“On about lap six, (David) McGrath 
passed me and all of a sudden I could 
pull them and we drafted past the guys 
and I said, "We're in this one," Weichel 
said. 

With a pack of four coming at him, 
Alexander Jr. was quickly gobbled up 
and the five-rider string shuffled spots 
all over the track, though he seemed to 
be the first one into turn one up through 
the eighth lap. 

McGrath took the lead out of turn one 
on that lap, with Alexander Jr. right on 
his tail; then came Luke and Weichel 
with those four riders leaving the rest of 
the 35-rider field just behind. Alexander 
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Jr. was back out front with a strong 
move on the brakes entering the Interna- 
tional Horseshoe and he led them all the 
way into the chicane. McGrath was sec- 
ond in front of Weichel, Joshua Hayes, 
and Luke, who was temporarily in fifth. 

Luke used the draft of the four riders 
in front of him to take the lead on the 
ninth lap and he kept it for the next lap. 
Then it came down to the run to the fin- 
ish line. Into the chicane, it was Luke, 
Alexander Jr., Weichel and McGrath. The 
race to the line was four wide, with Luke 
getting the nod after a perfect final lap. 

"| put my head down on that last lap 
and I knew if they passed me, I could 
pass them back," he said. "I would have 
been happy finishing third. I couldn't 
slow down. I had to go for the win." 

McGrath said that on the last lap he 
^had problems in the chicane, but I was 
able to get through okay. I was able to 
get by Owen (Weichel) and I guess I 
caught a big hole behind the other guys. 
I really thought I had them." 

That left third to Weichel, who was 
happy with the spot after very little 
practice. 

“I have been here a lot of times and 
every time I come out of (NASCAR) 
turn three, I get smoked," Weichel said. 
“I just tried to play my cards right on 
that last lap, and I am just happy to be 
in Daytona's Victory Lane." 

Left out of the winner's circle party 
was Alexander Jr., though he was safely 
in front of Hayes. 

Suzuki-mounted Grant Lopez was 
sixth, by himself; then came the Suzuki 
of Charles Chouinard, with similarly 
mounted Brian Livengood getting the 
better-of Honda-mounted Sean Kowal- 
ski. Gabriel Henning and his Honda 
filled out the top 10. EN

1 
t the start of the first-ever Sunoco 
A Race Fuels GT Lights, for smaller- 
displacement motorcycles, there 
was a three-rider break, which soon 
became two, then one. 

The survivor was Beach Sportcycles’ 
Ron Perry, the Yamaha FZR400-mount- 
ed Floridian taking the lead on the sec- 
ond lap, then overshooting turn one and 
handing it back to fellow Floridian Greg 
Doney, who was aboard a Honda 650. 

By the fourth of 10 laps, it was Perry 
out front, where he'd stay to the end - 
gradually adding to his cushion, which 
would end up as 4.807 seconds. Doney 
wasn't close at the end, but that didn't 
stop Perry from keeping the gas on. 

“The last lap, coming out of the chi- 
cane, was kind of scary," Perry said.

"That's the hardest I have ever come out 
of there and I made mistakes coming 
into it. I figured that Greg (Doney) was 
coming in on me, so I was trying to get 
the best drive I could coming out of 
there." 

Doney conceded that his Honda twin 
was no match for Perry's in-line four. 

"Ron's (Perry) bike is running very 
well and I just didn't have enough to 
catch him," Doney said. “Не has just a 
little more horsepower and I made a 
couple of mistakes in the infield. I tried 
to hang with him, and I thought I could 
catch him with some backmarkers. I just 
couldn't get there. I did the best I 
could." 

Perry completed the 35.6-mile race in 
21 minutes, 39.251 seconds at an average 
speed of 98.641 mph. 

The top two were free and clear early 
on, unbothered by the three riders try- 
ing to grab the final podium spot. 
Honda-mounted Duncan Farash had 








run. with the top two early before get- 
ting caught from behind by the Honda 
of Chad Healy and Kawasaki-mounted 
Sherry Dowling. 

On the fifth lap, Dowling moved into 
third, lost it two laps later, then took it 
back - only to lose it again. So it went to 
the final lap, when Dowling edged 
away, leaving Farash to finish fourth, 
with Healy fifth. 

“Chad Healy and Duncan Farash 
gave me the best race I have ever had 
here at Daytona," Dowling said. "I was 
able to get a good run out of the chicane 
and I guess they were not able to draft 
up to me coming to the line. I'm glad to 
have the opportunity to be in Victory 
Lane, the same place as my hero Dale 
Earnhardt. It's the thrill of a lifetime." 

Stretched out behind the top five 
were Suzuki 400-mounted Bill Wachold- 
er, Mark Morrow on a Yamaha 350, 
Charles Sander's Laverda 668, Gary Sal- 
lig on a Suzuki ES-500 twin, and David 
Watson on a Yamaha 600. €N

ad Dutchman Yamaha's Fritz 
H Kling finished this race on the 

track rather than in the back of a 
pickup truck - the victim of a blown 
motor - he probably would have won. 
But instead he was left to give the 
thumbs-up to race winner Eric Wood - 
the Penguin Racing School Kawasaki 
rider having sped to an impressive win 
in the inaugural Sunoco Race Fuels GTO 
class for large-displacement motorcy- 
cles. 

It wasn't а surprise that Kling was 
able to make his way to the front, even 
though he started on the sixth row while 
Wood began on the front row. Kling 
used the power of his YZF1000 “Yama- 
monster" to move up to second by the 
end of the first lap, then camped on 
Wood's rear tire for another few laps 
before closing in on the East Banking 
and flying by on the front straight of the 
tri-oval. 

It was clear that Kling was clearing 
out and he had about a five-second lead 
at the halfway point. Then, on the sev- 
enth lap, his motor began smoking as he 
entered turn one and he pulled off in the 
International Horseshoe, watching 





Wood speed by on his way to his first 
win of the day. 

“Our motor ran really well,” Wood 
said after winning the 10-lap, 35.6-mile 
race by 35.389 seconds. "The bike was 
able to stick to the track and it was very 
consistent. I think with a set of new tires 
we'll be able to drop a second off our 
times and maybe run some 52s." 

When Kling went out, Wood had 
more than 25 seconds in hand, so it was 
clear he'd win unless his motor also 
went away. So the race was for second 
and it turned into a Northeast regional 
event. 

New Hampshire's Charles 
Chouinard slotted his Hooters Suzuki 
GSXR750 in to second, a couple of sec- 
onds in front of New Jersey's Richard 
Alexander Jr. on the Barnett Racing 
Suzuki 600, one of the few GSXR600s in 
a field of 750s and larger. 

“We have been chasing our tails here 
all weekend," Chouinard said. “I think 
we're heading in the right direction 
now. The tight course we have at 
Loudon helps us out here with the 
infield, but it’s all throttle out on the 
bankings.” 

Chouinard finished just over two sec- 
onds in front of Alexander Jr., who was 
recovering from a tough morning. 

“I took a pretty hard crash this morn- 
ing and we were able to get it together 
and get back out there," Alexander Jr. 
said. “1 was actually out there on my 
600, trying to break it in for the EBC 
race. I decided to stay out there and run 
with the guys. I didn't realize I was 
third. I was coming from the back, just 
playing. My bike ran well and I'm glad 
to be up here. It's kind of a shock." 

When the race ended, Alexander Jr. 
had more than eight seconds on the 
fight for fourth between Suzuki-mount- 
ed Louis Cobello and Ducati-mounted 
Chris Fillmore. The pair had been part 
of a four-rider pack that broke up in the 
final few laps. 

On the final lap, Michael Fitzpatrick, 
who had been as high as fourth, went 
out of the race, handing fourth to Cobel- 
lo, who was in eighth at the midpoint. 
Fillmore was just off the pace, and then 
came the pairing of Scott Ruehle and 
Angels Nicholes, who hooked up from 
the early going and swapped back and 
forth before Ruehle settled it on the final 
lap. 

Eric Moucatel brought his Ducati 
home in eighth, in front of the Suzukis 
of Brett Singer and RicK Croly. €x

wo races after the motor on his 
Toss Racing Schools’ Kawasaki 

ZX-6 expired, Eric Wood was back 
at it, racing a different motorcycle he 
had recently sold and was now breaking 
in. He broke it in so well that he ended 
up riding it into Victory Lane, taking the 
inaugural win in the Sunoco Race Fuels 
GTU class for mid-displacement 
machines. 

"I sold this bike to a gentleman not 
long ago and he freshened it all up for 
me and today I broke it in for him," 
Wood said after gradually edging away 
from Brian Livengood to win the 10-lap, 
35.6-mile race by 1.666 seconds. "I about 
had my steering stem fall off on lap six,

and it caused a pretty severe chatter. 
Other than that, we got through the 
race." 

Because this was the first race, Wood 
set the class record with a time of 20 
minutes, 12.086 seconds at an average 
speed of 105.735 mph. 

It was Wood and Livengood pretty 
much from the start, with Larry Lock- 
lear and Manny Manusuthakis keeping 
pace, though they weren't able to make 
significant progress on the leaders. 

The lead quartet split into two pairs 
on the sixth lap when Wood and Liven- 
good made it a two-rider race for the 
lead. Wood always held the point, with 
Livengood always pressing but not 
passing. And as the race wore down, 
Wood wore down Livengood and easily 
took the win. 

"Once I got out of Eric's draft, the 
wind prevented me from catching him,” 
Livengood said. "It was crowded at the 
beginning and I was able to make my 
way to the front. Late-braking racing is 
the theme of our racing team and I've 
been called ‘Late Brake’ a few times 
before." 

The couple behind the leaders was 
Locklear and Manusuthakis, mostly in 
that order for the duration, though 
never far apart. 

“None of these guys give you an inch 
out there,” Locklear said. “The race was 
tooth-and-nail the whole way. I don’t 
know how I kept Manusuthakis behind 
me. We were going back and forth in the 
draft and late-braking each other. He 
gave me a tough race." 

After the lead four came Marty Sauls 
IV, all alone; then came another pack of 
four, and this bunch hung together as a 
group almost to the end. 

Des Conboy, Mark Lawson and Clint 
Brotz, all Honda-mounted, ran just in 
front of the Health Systems Kawasaki of 
Michael Fitzpatrick at the midway point 
before Fitzpatrick began to make his 
move.

he HRC Grand Prix by Idemitsu, 
T a.k.a. the 125cc race, was scheduled 

for seven laps but was over after 3 
1/2. That's when Rolando Quintero, in 
pursuit of Performance Machines' 
Roland Sands, crashed in the Interna- 
tional Horseshoe. He was up quickly 
and eventually finished seventh in the 
15-rider all-Honda field, but Sands was 
home free after that, rolling to an 
impressive 21.879-second win. 

"This was shaping up to be a pretty 
good race for a while," Sands said. "T 
passed Rolando Quintero and he was 
able to pass me back and I was thinking 
it was going to be a race to the end, and 
I looked back one lap and he wasn't 
there anymore." 

Sands completed the seven-lap, 25- 
mile race in 15 minutes, 35.593 seconds 
at an average speed of 95.888 mph. 

He and Quintero had jumped to the 











front from the start, with Sands coming 
from the fifth (and back) row and Quin- 
tero from his second-fastest qualifying 
spot. By the time they hit the chicane on 
the first lap, it was Sands out front, with 
Quintero getting it back and the struggle 
beginning. 

The two quickly split from the rest of 
the field and, barring misfortune, one of 
them would win. It was Quintero's mis- 
fortune to fall and suddenly Sands had 
more than 15 seconds on second place. 
He was home free. 

The race for the runner-up spot was 
intense, with five riders going at it all 
over the track and nothing decided until 
the end. 

The rider at the front of the five-rider 
pack was Competition Accessories' 
Stewart Aitken-Code. He had taken 
over third when Quintero fell, just 
behind Lavaughn Montgomery, and in 
front of David Doe and Ryder Motor- 
sports' Patrick Ryder. 

On the next lap he was still third, but 
it was Colin Gilbert Jr. in second now 
and the rest behind, though the order 
was constantly changing and the place 
to be on the final lap was certainly not at 
the head of this pack. 

But that's where Aitken-Code found 
himself exiting the chicane - normally a 
recipe for disaster, especially when 
you're being hounded by a pack like 
this. 

Aitken-Code led in and out and led 
the pack of five to the line to take a nar- 
row second place. 

"This was the hardest race I have 
ever run," Aitken-Code said. "Anyone 
could have won this race, because 
everyone was so close. Leading on the 
last lap put me at a disadvantage, and I 
figured that-everyone would pass me, 
but I was able to hold on to second." 

Montgomery took third, finishing 
behind his mentor, Aitken-Code. 

“We went to college together and 
he's kind of a mentor to me," Mont- 
gomery said. "I was able to hold the 
challenges off at the beginning of the 
race, and it got really crowded at the 
end and I was able to hold everyone off 
at the end to finish third." 

Fourth went to Ryder, followed 
quickly by Gilbert Jr. and David Doe. 

Quintero took eighth, despite losing 
a footpeg in the crash. Todd Nordby, 
Sean McNew, and Aaron Stein filled out 
the top 10. eN

Graef in a 
thriller

t looked like no one wanted to win 
| this race. Certainly no one wanted to 

lead it, not when it was this close - 
and not on the last lap. 

It had come down to Hal's H-D's 
Billy Graef and Bartels' H-D's Dave 
Estok slowing down at the end, neither 
wanting to be the victim of a draft-pass 
on the run from the chicane to the flag. 

Going into turn one on the final lap 
of the Harley-Davidson Twin Sports 
race, Estok purposely ran very wide in 
turn one, causing Graef to pass him on 
the inside. All Graef could do was look 
over and shake his head. 

Graef then went high on the banking, 
Estok went low and led out of the chi- 
cane. Side by side, they raced off of 
NASCAR turn four, with Graef grab- 
bing the win by 0.487 of a second. 

“It feels good to finish up front,” said 
Graef, the defending class champion. 
“At the end I tried to slow down a little 
bit, because I knew I had to be in'second 
position to win the races. It feels good to 
have the number-one plate and win the 
first race of the season." 

“Daytona is a drafting game, and 
Billy (Graef) just wouldn't get ahead of 
me," Estok said. "We were going as 
slow as we could and I was saying, 
‘Billy, come on and pass me.’ He played 
it smart and drafted past me. It was a 
great race and I am glad to finish sec- 
ond."

Graef completed the seven-lap, 25- 
mile race in 15 minutes, 35.655 seconds 
at an average speed of 95.880 mph, well 
off Estok's record from last year. 

From the start, this was a three-rider 
race, with Flynn Racing's Shawn Higbee 
jumping to the lead and with Graef and 
Estok in his wake. Higbee and Graef 
swapped spots over the first three laps, 
with Estok using the draft to move up to 
second on the fourth lap. One more tour 
and Higbee's day was done, the Cali- 
fornian parking his 883 in the first turn 
after he developed a misfire. 

The race was left to Estok and Graef, 
who had cleared out from the rest of the 
20-rider field. 

Estok was in front on the sixth lap, 
giving way to Graef to start the final lap. 
That set up the run out of the infield, 
onto the banking, and to the chicane. 
Nothing mattered except for the exit of 
the chicane to the finish line, and that's 


. where Graef made his move. 


“It's always such a pleasure to race 
with Shawn Higbee and Dave Estok 
because they both show such good 
sportsmanship," Graef said. 

"| wish we could've won the race," 
Daytona Beach's Estok lamented. "We 
had a good race and I am sorry to see 
Shawn (Higbee) fall out. I'm just happy 
to come from the back row and be able 
to run up front with these guys." 

Estok had started from the fifth of six 
rows. 

Third across the line was Shaun Rus- 
sell after he'd split from Miller Electrical 
Construction's Jess Roeder on the final 
lap. But in the postrace teardown, Rus- 
sell's 883 was found to make 65.6 horse- 
power, just over the class limit of 65, 
and he was disqualified. 

That moved Roeder up to third. He'd 
run by himself for most of the second 
half of the race in front of a five-rider 
pack. 

The gang of five would eventually be 
fighting over fourth and the order 
changed dramatically in the final two 
laps. Lancaster H-D/Buell's Randy Tex- 
ter, who had run as high as fifth, was 
shuffled back to eighth and it was New 
Castle H-D/Buell's Brian Bodine who 
moved up to fourth, stretching his lead 
on the other four.. 

There was constant motion right to 


the end, with Team Asylum's Michael 
Friberg moving up two spots on the 
final lap to take sixth in front of Frank 
Stroman, with Texter eighth. 
Germany's Thomas Pfromm was 
ninth, with Valley Racing's Chris 
Demopoulos in 10th. CN

t didn't take long for Tilley's H- 
| D/Buell's Shawn Higbee to make his 

way to the front of the Buell Light- 
ning Series field. Then he had no inten- 
tion of leaving. 

What he did leave was the rest of the 
16-rider field, and at an alarming rate. It 
ended up to be not so much a race as an 
exhibition, with Higbee lapping the 
3.56-mile Speedway at an average speed 
about 2.5 seconds faster than second 
place. That spot went to Hal's H-D's 
Billy Graef. 

"I'm just trying to get up to speed,” 
said Higbee, the defending race winner. 

Qualifying had been held in the wet 
and he ended up second, a spot he 
wanted to improve on. 

"The rain kind of hampered our pro- 
gram a little bit,” Higbee said. "We 
didn't get a lot of track time and it was 
interesting to go out there. I didn't know 
what my setup was going to feel like. 
The bike ran good and the chassis 
wasn't too bad. So it was good enough 
to win." 

Higbee completed the seven-lap, 25- 
mile race in 14 minutes, 42.525 seconds 
at an average speed of 101.654 mph. He 
won by 19.126 seconds. He couldn't bet- 
ter his race record, though, and part of 
that could be put to the weather. 

The track was dry by the time the 
race went off - the first of the seven-race 
NASB program - just after noon on a 
cool, overcast, breezy day at Daytona. 
Higbee took the lead straight away and 
Graef was determined to go with-him - 
not determined enough, though. 

Higbee pulled away quickly, up by 
about nine seconds on the fourth lap 
and sailing free to the end. 

Graef's race was equally uneventful. 
When he and Higbee pulled away, the 
others couldn't keep up and so Graef 
was a safe second almost from the start. 





"Shawn (Higbee) got away from 
me," Graef said. "I was a little over- 
geared and was pushing a lot of air out 
there and wasn't able to pick up the 
time I needed to. I'm just happy to finish 
in second place and now we are going 
for that title." 

The race behind the leaders was 
intense for the first four laps, and then 
the pack of five began to break up, with 
HMC Racing's Shawn Conrad and Val- 
ley Racing's Brian Conley leaving a trio 
behind. 

Then, late in the race, Conrad began 
to leave Conley behind and crossed the 
line in third place. But he would later be 
disqualified because his engine pro- 
duced too much power in the postrace 
inspection. The motor output measured 
90.6 horsepower and the class limit is 90. 
That put Conley up to third. 

Miller Electrical Construction's Jess 
Roeder, Lancaster H-D/Buell's Randy 
Texter, and New Castle H-D/Buell Rac- 
ing's Brian Bodine were the three racing 
behind the top four for what would turn 
out to be fourth place. Texter had been 
closest to the front before dropping into 
this fray in front of Roeder on the third 
lap. 

Roeder was by on the fifth lap, with 
Bodine jetting by and into fifth on the 
sixth. A lap later, after being victimized 
by the draft, it was Bodine back to sev- 
enth behind Roeder and Texter, and 
that's how they'd finish, about 5.6 sec- 
onds behind Conley. 

Illinois Harley-Davidson /Buell's 
Michael Friberg was sixth in front of H- 
D/Buell of Boston's Chad Healy. 

New Castle H-D/Buell's Greg 
Hutcheson was ninth, and HMC Rac- 
ing's Ryan Meyer was 10th. €N

f there was one overriding theme to 

the Daytona Championship Cup 

Series sprint races, it was "share the 
wealth." Among the 34 races, there were 
29 different winners, with five riders 
taking two wins each, none winning 
more than two, and no one giving a 
breakout performance - though a few 
came close. 

This was the first Daytona CCS 
weekend since the NASB and CCS

organizations split from Formula USA, 
and it was clear that the fields were 
both smaller and less stellar. Whereas 
in the past some of the AMA Superbike 
teams would contest the previous 
weekend's Formula USA race, and usu- 
ally get some practice in during the 
CCS sprints, there were no factory 
teams represented this year. There 
were, however, a few veterans working 
the kinks out of their riding in anticipa- 
tion of both the Daytona 200 and the 
upcoming Formula USA opener at Wil- 
low Springs, and, in almost every case, 
their talent shone through. And the 
overall number of entries, though not 
necessarily ridets, was down about 10 
percent from last year. NASB officials 
said they had noticed the trend at the 
fall CCS races and attributed it to eco- 
nomics. 

Those who showed up had a full 
plate of races and an even fuller spec- 
trum of weather. Devastating weather 
this year has ravaged Central Florida, 
and the forecast for the weekend was 
dire - rainy and windy and never-end- 
ing. As it turned out, the weatherman 
was wrong. Though most of Friday's 
races were run in high winds (which 
affected riders in the fast left-hand 
infield kink) and under threatening 
skies, the rain held out until Saturday 
morning, and then ended during the 
lunch break. Only some NASB qualify- 
ing was affected, though the first hand- 
ful of Saturday's races were run on a 
wet but quickly drying track. Well 
before the end of Saturday's 15-race pro- 
gram, the sun was shining. 

Shining on the track was Dutchman 
Racing's Fritz Kling. Though the Dutch- 
man team won't compete during the 
NASB or AMA weekends, Kling wanted 
to get some seat time in before the For- 
mula USA season opener the weekend 
after the 200. 

"Fritz is just riding the CCS stuff as a 
warmup for Willow Springs," team 
owner Dave Schlosser said. Also, the 
team was going to help Devin Battley in 
the Daytona 200. 

Because their new Yamaha 
YZF1000R wouldn't be ready until the 
second Formula USA race, at Pikes 
Peak, the team was running the aging 
"Yamamonster," and it showed. "We're 
running old stuff. We'll have fresh stuff 
for Willow," Schlosser said. 

In Friday's 30-minute Expert GT-1 
race, Kling jumped up from the eighth 
lap to take the lead on the second lap 
after leading a pack of six side by side 
across the finish line. By the third lap he 
was done, let down by a crankshaft fail- 
ure. The win - his only one of the week- 
end - went to Rad Greaves aboard a

` then on, Kling was invincible. 


He ended Friday's race program by 
winning the five-lap Unlimited Super- 
bike by more than seven seconds after 
taking the lead late on the first lap. 
Suzukis were second and third, with 
Rad Greaves second with Marc Under- 
berg third after Tilley's H-D's Jamie 
James pulled on to the pit lane on the 
final lap. 

Kling's next win was in Saturday's 
penultimate race - the Unlimited Grand 
Prix. This win was more impressive in 
every way and turned out to be the 
fastest race of the weekend. 

The Michigan native took the lead on 
the back stretch of the first lap and rode 
consistently in the 1:54 range to win by 
17.685 seconds. 

At the end of the five-lap, 17.80-mile 
race, Kling was 17.685 seconds in front, 
averaging 109.713 mph. But he knew it 
could have been better. 

“1 can go out and hammer it, but I 


can't get myself to go that little extra,” - 


Kling said about racing with no one in 
pursuit. ^There's no reason to do it. The 
bike is running really good, but I think 
the rider needs a little more skill. I think 
the rider's in training right now." 

Kling's margin of victory is deceiv- 
ing, though. Rad Greaves had been run- 
ning second and James was up to third 
before they both pulled on to the pit 
lane on the final lap. 

That handed second and third to a 
pair of the AMA's 250 combatants, 
Erion Racing's Randy Renfrow and Per- 
formance Machine's Roland Sands. 

Renfrow, still not fully recovered 
from the serious injuries he suffered at 
Sears Point last August, earned his lone 
win in Friday's Expert Lightweight 
Grand Prix race. Pressured by World 
Sport Imports' Mark Foster the whole 
way, the Virginia veteran used traffic on 
the final lap to win the five-lap sprint by 
1.788 seconds. Aprilia-mounted Glen 
Paron was third. 

^We just have to go racing now to be 
faster than we were at Phoenix (where 
he finished fourth)" Renfrow said. 

Another rider trying to make up for a 
sub-par performance at Phoenix was 
James. The former AMA Superbike 
Champion crashed out early in the sea- 
son opener in his debut aboard the 
Tilley’s H-D VR1000. And his start this 
weekend was tentative before he was 
quickly up to speed. 

In the 15-lap Expert GT-1, James was 
on track, but not racing - just getting 
acclimated. When he came back at the 
end of the day in the Unlimited Super- 
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bike, he was more ready. In that race, he 
pulled in while in third. 

James’ final three. races were the last 
three on Saturday afternoon and his 
only win came (unintentionally, he 
admitted) in the first of the three: the 
Expert SuperTwins. 

Starting from the fifth row, James 


was 11th onto the banking the first time 


and fifth when the first lap ended. He 
gained a few more spots on the second 
lap, then took the lead: on the third with 
a strong drive off the West Banking and 
down the back straight. From there, he 
stretched his legs and won by 6.856 sec- 
onds. Ducatis were second and third, 
with David Perez in front of Douglas 
Gross. 

"I didn't want to finish that race, but 
I got blocked in on the lap before and I 
wanted to get in a really good, clean 
lap," James said. "I'm going to forfeit 
my position in that race. The CCS guys 
really run well and they're good riders." 

Among the best were Dega Racing's 
Rad Greaves, Mike Luke, Richard 
Alexander, Eric Wood and, in the Ama- 
teur class, Charles Gainey Jr. and 
Richard Conicelli. 

In addition to his win in the Expert 
GT-1, Greaves took second in the Expert 
Heavyweight Superbike and Unlimited 
Superbike. 

Cycles of Palm Beach's Luke spent 
the early part of the weekend riding his 
brand-new Suzuki GSXR600 on the 
street, breaking the engine in for a long 
weekend of racing. After notching a sec- 
ond to Greaves in the Expert GT-1, Luke 
won the Expert Middleweight Sport 
Bike race in a squeaker over Brian 
Livengood, also Suzuki-mounted, and 
Honda-mounted David Gould. The trio 
had hooked up for the final three laps, 
with Luke using the draft from the chi- 
cane to take the win. The winning mar- 
gin was .178 of a second. 

“What a finish - it was incredible,” 
Luke said, adding, “I was measuring 
everybody up on that last lap and I saw 
my chance and I just went for it. I ended 
up just edging the other guys out." 

It wasn't Luke's first win of the 
weekend, however. That came in Fri- 
day's Expert Middleweight Superbike 
race, in which he initially emerged vic- 
torious in a furious three-man rush from 
the chicane to the flag. But Luke was 
penalized one lap for jumping the start 
and the win went to Richard Alexander 
Jr., over Penguin Roadracing School's 
Eric Wood. 

Alexander's other win came halfway 
into Saturday's program in the Expert 
Heavyweight Sport Bike. He and Luke 
cleared out on the third of five laps and 
neither's position was threatened. 
Alexander won by 6.097 seconds, with 
Luke second. 
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“We're getting there, but we're still 
off a little bit,” Alexander said. “By the 
end of next week, we'll be where we 
need to be." 

"Alexander kind of checked out on 
that one," Luke said. “I hung with him 
for a couple of laps, but I got a crummy 
start and that hurt some.” 

Wood's lone win came in the final 
race of the weekend, Saturday after- 
noon's Expert Heavyweight Super- 
sport. Racing his Kawasaki ZX-7RR, 
Wood checked out from the very begin- 
ning and just added to his cushion. It 


* ended up at 6.066 seconds over Rad 


Greaves. Earlier, Wood had taken a 
fifth in the Expert Middleweight Sport 
Bike when he raced his fresh-out-of- 
the-crate ZX-6. 

Charles Gainey Jr. made his first 
mark in Friday's Amateur GT 2 aboard 
his Fender Mender/KWS Motorsports 
Honda CBR-600. This was a 30-minute 
race and Gainey didn't take the lead 
until Richard Conicelli developed 
mechanical problems on his Honda 
CBR600 while leading on the 10th of 14 
laps. That was when Gainey Jr. took 


over, already with a commanding mar- 


gin, which he stretched to 14.906 sec- 
onds by the finish. Jason Palmer, also 
Honda-mounted, was second. 

^My hand went numb," Gainey Jr. 
said. "Thirty minutes is a long time. I'm 
just glad it's over." 

Two races later, Gainey Jr. had 
another half-hour race and this time, 
riding the same Honda 600, he came out 
second to Suzuki GSXR750-mounted 
Joseph Capelli in the Amateur GT-1 
after leading for the first five laps. After 
that he was in a scrum with a handful of 
other bikes while first Mario Martin and 
then Capelli took the lead. Gainey Jr. 
was well off the pace, dropping back to 
fourth before making his push in the 
final third of the race. On the 11th lap he

went from fourth to second, where he 
finished, 2.32 seconds behind Capelli. 

Conicelli got the better of Gainey Jr. a 
second time on Friday and by nearly an 
identical margin. In the five-lap Ama- 
teur Middleweight Superbike race, Con- 
icelli led Gainey from the drop of the 
green to the checkered flag, beating him 
by 2.321 seconds. 

"| needed one more lap," Gainey Jr. 
said. "That's it. Both of us had a great 
race. It's a long day. We'll get him 
tomorrow." 

Gainey Jr. didn't get Conicelli on Sat- 
urday, but only because he wasn't in the 
Amateur Heavyweight Sport Bike race. 
Again using his Honda 600, Gainey Jr. 
had some catching up to do with David 
Dalzell, who got out in front on the sec- 
ond lap aboard his Suzuki GSXR750. 

On the third lap Dalzell went wide in 
turn one and Gainey Jr. went up the 
inside and began to edge away on the 
next lap before speeding to an 11.996- 
second win. 

“I want to thank everyone at KWS 
Motorsports for all the help they gave 
me this weekend," Gainey Jr. said. "On 
Wednesday we were in pieces and here 
we are back today, winning a race." 

In Conicelli's final appearance of the 
weekend, the five-lap Amateur Heavy- 
weight Superbike, it was a two-man race 
- Conicelli racing his Honda CBR600 
against Hooter's Suzuki GSXR750- 
mounted Mario Martin. 

Martin led the first lap, with Conicel- 
li taking the second going into one as 
the pair pulled away from third place. 
Conicelli held the spot until the last lap, 
when Martin shot by on the short infield 
chute before the left-hand dogleg. Mar- 
tin took the lead into the chicane, with 
Conicelli on his tail - hiding there until 
the very last moment, when he pulled 
out of the draft approaching the finish 
line to win by a scant .020 of a second. 














“I slid out a little bit coming onto the 
banking out of the chicane," Martin 
said. “I tried to stay ahead of him, but I 
couldn't. I guess it was just an experi- 
ence thing. He knew where to go and I 
didn't." N

Є panish rider Carlos Checa ended 
up as the fastest of the 500s dur- 
M ing the recent three-day IRTA 
tests at Jerez, while his MoviStar Pons 
teammate John Kocinski fell twice with- 
out injury, placing a close second out of 
the eight 500s that took part in the test. 

Italian 125cc World Champion 
Valentino Rossi was the quickest of the 
250cc men, beating his Aprilia team- 
mates as well as all rivals as he gets 
used to the bigger machine. 

Checa circulated three-tenths slower 
than his own previous best lap in quali- 
fying for last year's Grand Prix at Jerez, 
with Kocinski a quarter of a second 
down. 

But Kocinski, who returns to 500s 
after winning the World Superbike 
Championship last year, escaped with- 
out injury, in spite of early reports that 
he'd broken a bone in his hand. He was 
not worried about the time or the crash. 

“Tt means nothing," he said. "I'm 
happier now than I have ever been." 

Kenny Roberts Jr. was third fastest, 
just over a second off Checa's time, but 
happy after setting his best-ever time at 
Jerez. 

^We could have got another half-sec- 
ond out of a different gearbox," he said 
later, reflecting the team's improved 
optimism. "The engine's running clean- 
er and smoother, and the Dunlops have 
so much more feel than the Michelins 
that they seem to suit the bike better. 
With the new chassis, everything is 
working together better." 

Kenny Roberts Sr. was also in a bet- 
ter mood after the end of the tests. 

"Last year, when we started, we were 
almost 30km/h (18.6 mph) down. Now 
we're less than 10 km/h (6.2 mph) off." 

New rider Ralf Waldmann was only 
fifth fastest, sandwiching Sebastian 
Gimbert's V-twin Honda between the | 
two Modenas triples. But it was his first- | 
ever outing on a 500, except for a “fit- | 
ting session" in England the week prior | 
to the Jerez test, and he was not unhap- 
py- "I have to learn a lot, but Kenny has 
already been very helpful," he said. "It's 
different from riding a 250, but it’s pos- | 
sible to learn." 

Dutchman Jurgen van den Goor- 
bergh was sixth, but happy in spite of 
the lap time. 

^We had trouble all three days and I 
hardly got three laps together with the 
bike running right. Only today we dis- 
covered an electrical problem, but that is

fixed now, so I am optimistic. We made 
a lot of progress with carburetion, which 
is about 70 percent right now. The V- 
twin Honda can be as fast on unleaded 
as with lead, but it is much harder to set 
the carburetion," he explained. 

New 500cc rider Scott Smart was 
next, four-tenths down on van den 
Goorbergh, who was riding his old bike; 
and Doriano Romboni was slowest on 
the MuZ (nee Elf 500) after falling and 
injuring his hand. Eskil Suter also rode 
the MuZ after Romboni's spill (wearing 
leathers and helmet borrowed from Jur- 
gen Fuchs), but was off the pace. "I'm 
not fit enough to make any contribu- 
tion," he said.

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Briefly... 


Team QUB Optimum boasted a GP racing first in its pit: a portable 
dynamometer with which to assess the results of their new engine- 
management system. They are also working on fuel injection with the 
same highly advanced "Black Box," which also allows the rider to make 
engine adjustments while riding. Did they use injection this weekend? "No 
comment," said rider Jeremy McWilliams. 


The two Team Roberts Modenas triples appeared in different colors 
for the tests, and for the rest of the season, too. Kenny Roberts Jr. will 
ride in Proton colors, reflecting not only sponsorship from the Malaysian 
car makers (part of the same empire as Modenas) but also a technical 
deal whereby they will help with engine development. Ralf Waldmann is a 
Marlboro rider, but his bike was: white this weekend. "We haven't signed 
the contract or finalized the design yet," explained Roberts. 


Dunlop tires are back in the 500cc class for 1998, after an absence of 
two years - except on. V-twins. Modenas has definitely moved to Dunlops 
from Michelin. Rider Kenny Roberts Jr. praised the feel of the tires, 
but admitted the team had also suffered serious chatter problems all 
weekend. 


Jurgen van den Goorbergh has two ex-Alex Barros Honda V-twins, 
which he chose in preference to a new model. "It seems his bikes last 
year are basically the same as the new model, and | am happier with two 
bikes instead of one," he said. 








The mystery about Honda's engine choices remained. They have three 
types of motor, each with a different firing order. One is a Big Bang, one 
is the 180-degree Screamer used by Mick Doohan last year, and the third 
is thought to be a revival of the original 90-degree motor. John Kocins- 
ki would таке по comment on which he was using. "I'm getting what | 
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want from Honda, but you'll have to ask HRC exactly what it is." 


The new 250cc Suzuki has a new chassis - but it is not the same as 
the major change to the Suzuki 500. The bigger bike has switched from а 
fabricated chassis to complex-section extruded tubes, but the 250 is basi- 
cally fabricated, with some tubes, as before. 


Мид boss Petr-Karel Korous was at the IRTA tests, and explained why 
they had recruited Doriano Romboni instead of a German rider for the 
German team. "When we signed Romboni, Waldmann was not available - 
but we will have to talk to him for next year;" he said. “In any case, in our 
first year, we did not need the extra pressure from the German press. We 
are still.learning, " . 


The former East German firm may cooperate with GP engine builders 
SwissAuto for a road-bike project as well. It is thought that the Swiss 
firm is working on a 750cc parallel twin for the future, which will extend 
the MuZ range. At present, they build only a 600cc single in different ver- 
sions, using a Yamaha motor. 


Sete Gibernau has been drafted into the Repsol Honda squad to ride 
the factory V-twin this year. He takes over from Takuma Aoki, who it is 
feared may be paralyzed from the waist down after a testing crash in 
Japan. Gibernau had been entered on a ROC Elf, basically the same bike 
as the MuZ. 


Youichi Ui gave the new Yamaha 125 chassis its first test at Jerez, and 
was concerned about its behavior in fast corners. "It's early now, and we 
can fix it - or go back to last year's chassis," he said. He placed 12th at 
the tests. 


A new fuel manufacturer has come into GP racing: the American New- 
Tech outfit. And it seems they may have solved the problems of switch- 
ing to unleaded fuel better than the established firms. Team Rainey and 
Red Bull (both Yamaha) and Suzuki will use the new fuel. At Jerez, there 
was much interest from other potential customers.

B egging Buell's pardon, it's always 
been a bit of a mystery why the 
world's largest sportbike market 
doesn't have a manufacturer of its own. 
After all, Bimota doesn't build its own 
four-stroke engines - but it and all the 
other manufacturers in Europe and 
Japan that make performance motorcy- 
cles sell an awful lot of product each 
year in the United States. 

When Rob Muzzy told me two years 
ago in a World Superbike paddock 
about his plans to fill at least a part of 
this gap by creating the Muzzy marque, 
I was both excited and skeptical. Excit- 
ed, because the mustachioed boss of the 
Oregon-based race shop and tuning 
house (called Muzzys - sans apostrophe) 
is one of the motorcycle world's true 
achievers, and anything he sets his mind 
to gets done - right. Witness the World 
Superbike crown for Scott Russell - 
breaking a solid six years of Ducati 
dominance - three AMA Superbike titles 
(two back to back for Doug Chandler in 
the past two years) and the trio of AMA 
750cc Supersport championships Muzzy 
has won for Kawasaki, since he took 
over its factory race operation back in 
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1989. But I was skeptical because Rob’s 
vision of linking with Kawasaki USA to 
market a proposed Muzzy hyperbike 
sounded like a recipe for diluting the 
caliber of the end result. 

Big companies don’t usually care 
much for small-volume niche products, 
especially hyper-performance ones: 
They have lawyers behind them fretting 
about product liability, corporate image, 
and how it'll play in Washington. And 
badge-engineering with a couple of hop- 
up tuning parts does not an American 
Bimota make. 

I needn't have worried. 

Though indeed based on Kawasaki's 
existing ZX-7R sportbike, the aptly 
named Muzzy Raptor SB850 is as fleet, 
smart, quick-turning and predatory a 
sportbike to cruise the curves of Racer 
Road in pursuit of rivals it can eat for 
lunch as its two-legged namesake was 
in prehistoric times. 

In spite of its Troy Lee-designed 
logo, this is no dinosaur. Offering 
arguably the most potent all-around 
performance package currently avail- 
able from a catalogued motorcycle, the 
Raptor is a cold-blooded contender for 
sportbike supremacy - a bike that can 
claw back respect head to head with any 
of its rivals. ` 





















While indeed a made-over volume- 
production Japanese motorcycle, the 
limited-edition, tricked-out Raptor 
stands ready for comparison with 
Europe's most exotic hardware, such as 
the Ducati 916SPS: Superbike perfor- 
mance for the street - priced according- 
ly, and so for connoisseurs only. The 
Right Stuff. 

It is appropriate therefore that my 
chance to ride the Raptor should take 
place on a cold but sunny winter's day 
in California's Mojave Desert - home not 
only of the Willow Springs race track 
but also of nearby Edwards Air Force 
Base, nowadays NASA's landing site for 
the space shuttle, and also the venue 
where, long ago, pilot Chuck Yeager 
became the first man to fly beyond the 
speed of sound - the original Right Stuff. 

Now, just a few short weeks after 
Britain's Andy Green and his Thrust 2 
car achieved a similar feat by breaking 
the sound barrier on land, just across the 
nearby Nevada state line, I was here to 
ride a different kind of land-based guid- 
ed missile. This was the street version of 
the bike I'd watched Doug Chandler 
blitz the Formula USA field with at its 
public debut at Daytona last year. The 
motorcycle that sets new standards for 
street-bike performance, and is available

for American riders in 49 
states (ironically, given the 
test venue, not including Cal- 
ifornia) from their local 
Kawasaki dealers, or for those 
of us in the rest of the world, 
direct from Muzzys' quaintly 
named Bend, Oregon, HQ. 

"This is as close to riding a 
superbike as the average guy 
will ever be able to get," said 
Chandler after riding the 
street version of his Formula 
USA racer. As reigning AMA 
Superbike champion, he 
should know. 

Here's how it works: The 
50 street Raptors Muzzys 
plans to build (is it a coinci- 
dence this is the number 
needed to homologate the 
bike for AMA Superbike 
competition?) are only avail- 
able to U.S. customers 
through official Kawasaki 
dealers, who will sell you the 
'98-model ZX-7 on which the 
Raptor is based off their 
showroom floor, then ship 
the bike to Oregon for the 
Muzzys conversion package 
to be installed by them. That's 
right - no Raptor kits. Muzzys 
will only sell complete bikes, 
which it transforms in-house. 
Three weeks later Muzzys 
sends it back again - either in 
uprated original 750cc form 
as an SB-750, or as the no- 
prisoners SB-850 with power- 
up performance. 

For foreign customers, 
Muzzys sources the bike 
itself, converts it and ships it abroad. 
Retail cost is $18,000 for the base SB-750, 
rising to $25,727 for the top-of-the-range 
835cc test bike, complete with the 
optional single-sided cast-magnesium 
swingarm built to Muzzys' specs by 
RAM in France. Even though U.S. 
Kawasaki dealers market the bike exclu- 
sively in the States, the conversion voids 
the original factory warranty, which is 
replaced by Muzzys' own 3000-mile/90- 
day (whichever-comes-first) warranty. 

Originally, it was intended only to 
build the SB-850 as a Formula USA cus- 
tomer racer, and while a handful of 
these missiles delivering a claimed 178 
bhp at the crank have been delivered to 
riders such as Dave Sadowski, who fol- 
lowed in Chandler's victorious claw 
marks by winning the 1997 Formula 
USA title on his privateer 850 Raptor, 
Muzzys has succumbed to pressure to 
offer a street version, too. Hence my 
desert date was with the most radical 
Raptor roadster, with its 75 x 47.3mm 
engine (compared to the ZX-7/SB-750's 
73 x 44.7mm) delivering 147 bhp at the 
rear wheel, at 10,000 rpm in a next-day 
dyno test. 

Compare that to the 125 bhp at 12,500 
rpm put out by the 748cc SB-750 (and 
the 105 bhp at 11,000 rpm of a stock ZX- 














7), and it's apparent the bored and 
stroked mega-motor is a must-have 
option for serious performance freaks. 

One hot lap of Willow Springs' big 
circuit is enough to convince any 
doubters: This is what the Honda 
CBR1100RR could have been but isn't - 
a mile-eating mega-bike with muscle, 
and handling. If you lived in, say, 
Frankfurt, Germany, and wanted to ride 
south to Monza for the weekend to 
spectate at a World Superbike round, 
mixing flat-out top-speed blasts along 
unrestricted autobahns with switchback 
Alpine mountain passes, then the Rap- 
tor would be the bike to bank on. You 
might need a crutch to hobble into the 
Autodromo the next day to watch the 
factory Green Meanies challenging 
Honda and Ducati for world honors - 
but only if you hadn't bothered to 
replace the surprisingly planklike seat 
pad on the Raptor with something more 
comfortable. Well, it is a racer with 
lights, I suppose - and this gives a new 
meaning to the term "riding by the seat 
of your pants." 

And anyway, on such a competent 
all-around bike with such outrageous 
real-world performance, you'd be there 
sooner, so you'd have longer to imbibe 
the medicinal local red lubricant needed 
to soothe away the pain.... 

Where the Raptor rules is not neces- 
sarily on top speed, though Muzzys’ 
claimed 179.8-mph trap speed (that’s 
honesty for you!) with 16/43T gearing 
isn’t exactly slow - and could probably 
be raised to 182 mph or so with a slight- 
ly taller gear, says Muzzys’ Doug 
Meyer. н 

No, the real buzz is the SB-850's 
midrange performance, which. is 
absolutely awesome. The torque figures 
вау it all: 69 ft.-Ibs. at 10,500 rpm for the 
big-engined bike, against an already- 
impressive 55.9 at 10,250 rpm for the SB- 
750. 

At 7500 rpm, the engine comes vivid- 
ly alive - crack the throttle wide open 
below that figure, and while it doesn't 
exactly die a death, the Raptor seems to 
pull about as strongly as a trail-bike sin- 
gle, compared to what's on tap higher 
up. Get the revs dialed up and it really 
starts to motor: You'll have a hard time 
keeping the front Dunlop on the ground 
if you gas it wide open, as the Raptor 
rockets out of turns, pulling hard and 
fast all the way to the 12,800-rpm rev- 
limiter, in a convincing demonstration 
of the worth of the Muzzys tuning pack- 
age. 

This package includes a set of 2mm- 
overbore U.S.-made forged three-ring 
pistons (two-ring on SB-850 racers only) 
mounted on 1mm-longer KMC kit rods, 
fitted to a specially made crankshaft 
carved from solid billet steel (not a 
welded-up stock crank), to deliver a 2.6- 
mm-longer stroke. Cast-iron cylinder 
sleeves accommodate the overbored pis- 
tons, which deliver 13.5:1 compression 
with the blueprinted cylinder head - 
which Muzzys insists is good enough to 
get by just as it comes from Japan with- 
out being ported or flowed, with only a 
set of racing camshafts ground to 
Muzzy specs by Kawasaki and a racing 
valve job. Chain camshaft drive is 
retained, though if you want to specify 
the gear cam drive conversion used by 
the Muzzy team in America and the fac- 
tory World Superbike squad, this can be 
arranged, though at substantial extra 
cost. However, the standard 38mm Kei- 
hin CV carbs are replaced on the Raptor 
by а set of 41mm FCR racing flat-slides 
from the same company, reworked for 
road application (including being fitted 
with a choke), and enclosed within a 
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100-percent-sealed 
carbon-fiber airbox 
that's a replica of the 
one in the factory race 
kit, but reconfigured 
to use an air filter - the 
carbs are pressure-bal- 
anced to facilitate tun- 
ing. 
A beautifully made 
all-titanium four-into- 
one Muzzys exhaust 
system, with pres- 
sure-balancing tubes 
to enhance midrange 
power and a carbon- 
wrap silencer, com- 
pletes the package. 
The stock six-speed 
gearbox is retained, 
though you can speci- 
fy the close-ratio clus- 
ter from the Kawasaki 
race kit if you wish, at 
dealer-installed cost. 
If you rev the Rap- 





tough to stop doing 
so!), the stock gear 
ratios work fine, though it pays to take 
care with your throttle hand in cracking 
the throttle hard open at low rpm: These 
are racing flat-slides, so while they 
deliver crisp, sharp response off the bot- 
tom at part-throttle, they'll hiccup if you 
gas 'em up hard below 7000 rpm. It just 
needs some care - and a delicate, pro- 
gressive touch at lower revs. 

Another key factor in the Raptor's 
muscular acceleration is its light 422.4- 
pound half-dry weight (451 with a full 
fuel load) compared to the stock ZX- 
7R's 448 pounds dry. 

This comes thanks to copious use of 
carbon fiber, not only for the airbox but 
also for the intake ducting to the carbs, 
license-plate holder, and swingarm- 
pivot cover, and above all making the 
distinctive bodywork in the same light- 
weight, high-strength fiberglass com- 
posite used on the Muzzy superbike rac- 
ers. This was designed in clay by Rob 
Muzzy himself, and in doing so he was 
at pains not only to improve the aesthet- 
ics, but also to optimize the ram airflow 
to the pressurized airbox, as well as to 
improve the questionable aerodynamics 
of the stock ZX-7R with its twin side- 
mounted air intakes. 

Muzzy has slimmed down the bike 
in Raptor guise by mounting a long, sin- 
gle intake under the twin fox-eye head- 
lamps, and further reduced the frontal 
area via a low-cut Targa screen. 

Squatting down on the (stock) fuel 
tank and blasting down the Willow 
front straight, watching the speedo nee- 
dle dance above the 150-mph mark but 
still 3000 rpm shy of the redline in top 
gear, then braking hard and changing 
down two gears for the turn-one sweep- 
er, confirmed that there's still good rider 
protection from the altered bodywork - 
but the main benefit is perhaps psycho- 
logical. Without the bulky-looking twin 
side airducts of the stock ZX-7R, the 
Raptor seems much smaller and more 
agile when you're sitting on it, encour- 
aging you to take full advantage of the 
outstanding handling that Muzzy's 
changes to the chassis setup have deliv- 
ered alongside. 

The street Raptor is available in any 
color you like so long as it's black (okay, 
green also, to special-order as a $325 
option), and on arrival at Muzzys each 
donor ZX-7R is stripped down to the 
bare chassis, which is then painted black 
to suit. The optional RAM single-sided 
swingarm (at a 540mm nominal length, 
the same as the conventional one it

replaces) can then be fitted if desired. 
However, while the single-sided 
swingarm looks trick, and allows you to 
shorten the wheelbase if you want by up 
to 35mm on the eccentric axle pivot in 
pursuit of more traction, Muzzys admits 
it brings the same problem in juggling 
chain tension with ride height, wheel- 
base and suspension-linkage settings as 
the similar rear end of an RC45 Honda 
or 916 Ducati - which must be why 
Honda has looked at junking it for '98. 
Raptor owners can, too, and save $3749 
on the price of the bike. 

With stock swingarm or optional 
French-made "monobras" (the Raptor 
wears Marchesini wheels to suit), 
Muzzys could alter the swingarm-pivot 
location to give added grip and traction, 
but doesn't. It's fixed in the stock posi- 
tion - though with the big horsepower 
numbers the Raptor delivers, wheelspin 
was definitely something to contend 
with, even with the sticky D207 Dun- 
lops. 

Muzzys fits the same Type 4 Ohlins 
piggyback rear shock used on Chan- 
dler's superbike to the street Raptor, 
complete with remote hydraulic spring- 
preload adjuster, and reworks both the 
rocker arm and linkage to deliver a less 








progressive rate aimed at improving 
suspension compliance over bumps. I 
had a graphic illustration of that each 
lap as I surfed the sea of ripples exiting 
the Willow hairpin, where (just like the 
cars that presumably caused them) the 
Raptor rode smoothly over the bumps 
with the power on, without skipping or 
chattering the rear tire. Control. 

In spite of its lighter weight, the 
whole bike felt very tight and together 


,over the bumps, too: Not all Bimotas 


have the sense of solidity in their con- 
struction that the Raptor offers - or the 


quality of finish of the test bike. 


Up front, the stock 43mm Kayaba 
upside-down fork has its internals 
revalved to Muzzy 750cc Supersport 
specs and fitted with different springs, 
then mounted in adjustable-offset triple 
clamps CNC-machined by Muzzys 
from solid alloy billet, then anodized 
black. The 30mm offset Muzzys speci- 
fies (&mm more than stock) reduces trail 
to 101mm, and, coupled with the sub- 
stantially increased rear ride height 
which reduces the effective steering 
head angle from 25 to 24 degrees (pro- 
ducing apparently limitless ground 
clearance as a bonus), makes what is a 
750 with the power of a 1000 handle 
like a 600. 
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stop like one, too, are the pair of Italian- 
sourced 320mm Braking “carbiron” 
floating discs, gripped by six-pot Tokico 
calipers; rear brake is a small 205mm AP 
disc (left over from Muzzys' World 
Superbike program?) gripped by a two- 
piston Brembo. 

This brake cocktail works well, pro- 
vided you squeeze hard - the lever has a 
soft initial response, with not as much 
bite as I prefer (pad choice?), though oth- 
ers claim it gives them better modula- 
tion. This cocktail has one other impor- 
tant element copied from Chandler's 
superbike, which is that the Muzzy 
triple-clamps are spaced out to set the 
forks and thus the brake discs wider 
apart, at 228mm rather than 200mm on a 
stock ZX-7R, in order to park them fur- 
ther in the breeze for increased cooling. 

With World Superbike performance 
coming on par with 500cc GP bikes (but 
the heavier four-strokes are forbidden to 
wear carbon discs), keeping the metal 
brakes cool has become a crucial factor 
in keeping them working properly (and 
intact!) in race use - though it was a key 
factor in the compromised handling of 
Fogarty's works Ducati in '97. 

Doubtless our Muzzy Monza pilgrim 
would find this handy in a succession of 
hard hairpin stops coming down the 
Alps on his way home, too. Brake fade? 
Nein, danke! However, in consequence, 
he (or she) might have to put up with 
the only handling trait I didn't care for 
on the Raptor: Running downhill out of 
two turns, it would get quite nervous 
each lap at both places, twitching the 
bars in your hands both off the power 
and on, when weight transfer might 
counter the problem: 

This surely was the trade-off for such 
fast-steering, radical geometry, but the 
Ohlins steering damper mounted across 
the steering head stopped it from ever 
getting out of control, and on uphill or 
flat sections it wasn't so twitchy. As 
someone with the best job in the world, I 
know how a works superbike racer feels 
to ride on a race track, and the Muzzy 
850 Raptor comes very close - except it 
has lights and a horn! There's the same 
lack of low-down grunt from the race- 
bred engine until it starts to motor 
around 5000 rpm; then it delivers per-

haps even more meaty midrange perfor- 
mance than some of Kawasaki's race 
rivals - once you reach the 7000-rev 
power threshold and send the desert 
scenery into fast-forward mode, gassing 
the surprisingly light-action throttle 
wide open. Be ready to cope with some 
wheelspin when you do - sorry, but 
bikes with this much real-world power 
are happier wearing slicks - and get 
used to seeing a lot of the sky, as the 
front wheel reaches to meet it. 

But now's the time to get really excit- 
ed, as the sheer buzz of such awesome 
acceleration gets your Jurassic juices 
flowing, clicking one higher gear after 
another on the smooth, crisp gearshift as 
a combination of one eye on the tacho

needle scooting around to the redline 
and both ears relishing the howl of the 
great-sounding Muzzy exhaust tells you 
it's time to change up. If I were a Raptor 
rider, though, Га ask Muzzys to fit me 
one of the KLS power shifters from its 
racers: Hitting the next gear wide open 
would zone out any final pretense that 
this is not a racer with lights! 

If you need a reminder of that, wait 
until you get to a turn - then feel the 
Raptor flick from side to side far more 
easily than a stock ZX-7R, or indeed 
many rival superbike racers: This is not 
a bike you have to work hard at chang- 
ing direction aboard. The more radical 
steering geometry delivers agility with- 
out sacrificing straight-line stability. It 
turns very easily into an apex, and holds 
a tighter line than you'd expect with 
such a big, powerful street bike, yet 
there isn't the trade-off you get with 
some radical racers whose quick steer- 
ing is obtained via a jacked-up rear end 
that ends up making the bars shake in 
your hands down the straight.

The Raptor steers more lightly and is 
more nimble than you have any right to 
expect from a 150-real-horsepower sport- 
bike, but after testing Akira Yanagawa's 
works ZX-7RR superbike, I shouldn't be 
surprised. Kawasaki has achieved the 
urilikely feat of producing an in-line four 
that changes direction better and is more 
stable over bumps than a leaner, narrow- 
er V-twin or V-four - perhaps because its 
crankshaft is more than an inch lower 
than, say, an RC45 Honda. 

The Muzzy treatment on the Raptor 
just maxes this out and brings the same 
benefits to the street, via its race- 
derived, title-winning setup. Nothing 
else with four cylinders and a license 
plate - not even the new R1 Yamaha - 
can equal it in the marketplace for all- 
around performance. 

Okay, Rob - that's the big one taken 
care of; now, about the 600... 

Better think of a name, first: Muzzy 
Pterodactyl? No - it may fly, but that 
doesn't sound quite right. A Raptor 600? 
Hmmm... €N

cheduled for launch at the turn 

of the century, Project 2000 is 

coming on line, and some of the 
rockets with which the AMA is hoping 
to propel professional dirt track racing 
into the next millennium are just about 
ready to be fired. 

Exactly one year from the day that 
the AMA announced its five-year plan to 
revamp dirt track racing at all levels 
through the use of production-based 
engines, the sanctioning body came to 
the '98 show in Indianapolis to display 
four examples of the type of machinery 
that will likely be competing at all levels, 
including Grand National, in the future. 

According to plan, Gary Stolzenburg 
of F&S Harley-Davidson in Dayton, 
Ohio, has built two machines, one utiliz- 
ing a Harley-Davidson Sportster engine, 
but the other - and perhaps the eye- 
catcher of the quartet at Indy - houses a 
carbureted (that's right, no fuel injec- 
tion) Suzuki TL1000 V-twin. 

“А lot of people commented on the 
Suzuki," Stolzenburg said. "People 
would be walking by it and it would 
catch their eye. It was something new 


that they hadn't seen before. They said 
that it was something that needed to be 
done for a long time. A lot of them were 
also glad the AMA and the owner's 
group decided to do something - and 
you need to point out that this is a joint 
venture. I think that it has generated a 
whole lot of positive response." 

Both bikes were finished too close to 
the Indy deadline for any testing to have 
been conducted (the Suzuki appeared 
sans ignition), but Stolzenburg is plan- 
ning to begin hard-core evaluations of 
both machines soon. 

“I'm hoping to have them both on 
the dyno in a few weeks," Stolzenburg

said. "I want to have them on the track 
sometime in June or maybe as early as 
May. Right now, dry, and without the 
ignition, the Suzuki weighs about 304 
pounds. Our XRs weigh around 315 to 
320, so we're right in the hunt." 

Team Saddlemen/1-800-FASTHOG 
owner Pat Moroney also brought an 
Evolution-powered bike to Indy. 
Despite not having started it yet, 
Moroney is confident that he can dupli- 
cate the power characteristics of his 
team's XR750s with the new combina- 
tion. Moroney, who was originally skep- 
tical when he first heard of the new dirt 
track plan, said that he, like Stolzen- 
burg, was pleased with the comments 








that the machines drew among the deal- 
ers and aftermarket vendors who saw 
them at the show. 

“1 was watching people, and the 
Suzuki probably held the most interest," 
Moroney said. 

Moroney also said that he wants to 
start running his bike as soon as possi- 
ble. 

"The AMA doesn't want us to test 
(at Grand Nationals) without anyone 
else testing them," Moroney said. 
^Mine was the only one (at Indy) that 
we could've bumped off and had run- 
ning. We need to put some more pres- 
sure on the AMA and some of the other 
teams so that we can test them at the 
Nationals, because that's the best place 
to do it. We'll be at the same place 
where we're racing 750s, and then we 
can compare lap times to what we're 
doing on the 750s." 

The third different machine at Indy, 
and the smallest departure from a stock 
motorcycle, was the second phase of

Professional Motorcycle 
Racing Owners Group 
president Jim Landes' Honda VTR1000, 
which is being massaged by Team Undo 
crew chief Rick Canode. The bike 
appears to have been "back-halved" 
since its engine test at the Sacramento 
Mile in September. A new Missile Engi- 
neering swingarm and rear clip take the 
place of the stock machine. It now rides 
on dual shocks instead of the stock Pro- 
Link suspension system. Yet retaining 
the stock appearance of the street-going 
VTR is important to Landes and Canode 
at this stage. 

^We feel that those (Honda) engi- 
neers that built that frame are pretty 
smart, and we'd be foolish not to try 
and work with that frame before going 
out and buying another frame," Landes 
said. "We want it to look like a 2000 
bike. We don't want it to necessarily 
look like a traditional dirt tracker. I 
think it's just another way to go. From 
our standpoint, we want the new bikes 
to look new." 

Despite the recent progress, skeptics 
still argue that the Project 2000 plan will 
be а bust without some form of assis- 
tance by the various OEMs. If that is 
truly the case, then consider this: Both 
the Landes/Canode VTR1000 and a 
Ducati 916 (which just missed the Indy 
show due to a couple of technical glitch- 
es when it came time to fit the fuel tank) 
were donated to the AMA by the Honda 
(you know, the company that supposed- 
ly hates dirt track) and Ducati factories, 
respectively, for use in the program. 
And Stolzenburg claims that American 
Suzuki has expressed interest in assist- 
ing his project via the donation of anoth- 
er TL motor or two. Could Kawasaki 
and Yamaha be interested as well? 

For a project that was supposedly 
never going to fly, this one appears to 
have gotten off the ground nicely. €N 
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nd of an era? Well, it could be, 
E Ducati's run of three World 

Superbike titles in succession (and 
six in the past seven years) was broken 
at last by Honda in 1997. 

After more than half a decade of 
superbike supremacy for the Italian V- 
twins, punctuated by a solitary title for 
Kawasaki, the balance of power in top- 
class four-stroke racing may perhaps be 
shifting away from the Italian marque. 
This comes, incidentally, on the 25th 
anniversary of Ducati's arrival in the 
big-bike big time, when Paul Smart's 
historic victory in the 1972 Imola 200 tri- 
umphantly announced the new V-twin 
desmo's arrival on the world stage. Is 
the party perhaps over for the bikes 
from Bologna? Possibly. 

Maybe it was no coincidence that, as 
the World Superbike series marks its 
10th birthday, this was the first year 
Ducati was unable to bump up the 
capacity of its trademark 90-degree V- 
twin motors compared to the previous 
season, in the company's ongoing effort 
to keep pace with the development of its 
Japanese rivals. 

Mind you, they didn't lose the title 
for want of trying. For the best part of 
the season Ducati's lead rider, Britain's 
Carl Fogarty, was in contention for the 
championship, in his comeback season 
on the Italian V-twins on which he won 
two world titles in 1994 and '95, after an 
away year with Honda riding the V-four 
that would ironically wrest the title 
from his clutches - and it was doubly 
ironic that it was now in the hands of 
the man with whom Carl swapped 
seats, John Kocinski. 5 

At the halfway mark in the 12- 
round /24-race series, Fogarty held the 
points lead, having never finished lower 





than fourth in any race. But then it all 
went terribly wrong, as consistent Carl 
became a crasher, sliding out of con- 
tention no less fewer five times in total 
during the second half of the season, 
thus handing Kocinski the title on a bed 
of gravel. 

Never mind that six-times-a-winner 
Fogarty and his fellow works Ducati 
rider Pier-Francesco "Frankie" Chili 
won nine races between them on the 
desmo V-twins - the same as Kocinski 
(plus another three victories for his 
Honda teammate Aaron Slight). It has 
been in the cards for a couple of years 
that Honda would get the measure of its 
Italian rivals sooner or later. 

The timing couldn't have been 
worse, either, from the point of view of 
the company's new owners, the Ameri- 
can TPG investors group. This was its 
first full year in the Ducati driver's 
seat. 

But was it that the Hondas got better, 
or the Ducatis got worse? Or was it a bit 
of both? There was only one way te find 
out: Comparison-test the bikes of Fogar- 
ty and Chili on exactly the same Assen 
track where one year ago Га done the 
same with the similar V-twin desmos of 
Corser and Kocinski. 

So the day after the Carl 'n' Frankie 
road show had avenged their defeat by 
Kocinski and Honda in race one on the 
Dutch track by cruising to an untrou- 
bled 1-2 victory in race two, the Virginio 
Ferrari and Team Gattolone squads 
fronted up their two works desmos in 
pit lane for me to compare and contrast 
the strongest weapons in the twin-cylin- 
der superbike armory. 

Tough job, isn't it?! 

Well, actually - yes, when the bike in 
question is as hard to handle and as 
downright unruly as the Fogarty Duke I 
sampled first, after a 20-lap warmup 
aboard Carl's mate Jamie Whitham's 
works Suzuki GSX-R. To be completely 





honest, up until then I'd taken Fogarty's 
well-publicized complaints about the V- 
twin's handling with a pinch of salt, fig- 
uring he needed time to reattune him- 
self to riding a twin after that away year 
with Honda, and remembering how big 
a step-up there'd been in the power of 
the 996cc motor when I'd ridden the 
Ducati a year ago, compared to the 
pussycat performance of the '95 season's 
955cc desmo with which Carlo won his 
last world title. It was a bit like squeez- 
ing two years of development into just 
one, as far as he was concerned. 

A year ago, I'd marveled at the feat 
of Ducati’s development engineers in 
producing a big-bore motor that actual- 
ly revved higher and harder than the 
smaller, older engine. It was more like a 
two-stroke desmo GP racer than the tra- 
ditional-style turbo tractors all previous 
Ducatis had been, with their meaty 
midrange, torquey traction and power 
to go all through the rev range. 

The new 96 bike was a peakier rev 
hound, instead of a super slugger, and 
you were encouraged to ride it accord- 
ingly. Maybe the ’97 bike was the same, 
only more so. Was Carl having trouble 
adjusting to it? 

Well, no. But I was! 

After one slow lap to settle in and 
warm the tires, exiting the Assen chi- 
cane at around 6000 rpm, I cracked open 
the throttle as soon as I was pointed in 
more or less the right direction, and - 
well, not much happened: Then, as the 
revs mounted rather slowly, the Ducati 
cleared its throat at 7000 rpm and the 
power came in fiercely, sending me 
rocketing off down pit straight as the 
digital tacho built numbers like a Con- 
corde’s altimeter on takeoff. 

Suddenly, it’s reading 12,300 revs 
and it’s time to change up by tapping 
the KLS speed-shifter, with its trade- 
mark ultra-sensitive Foggy setting, to 
score a higher gear. 








Whose bike is best, Pier-Francesco Chili’s 
(7) or Carl Fogarty’s (4)? 


Acceleration is awesome by my real- , 
world standards. It's hard to believe the 
Honda is even quicker off the mark. But 
still, it did take time to get going from 
low down, unlike last year. 

Okay, I get it: 12 months of develop- 
ment equals more power, but up high - I 
gotta use more revs, so try harder in the 
turn or use a lower gear. Next time 
around, flip from one side to another in 
the chicane again (noticing that it seems : 
harder work making the V-twin change 
direction than I remember from before), 
gas it up hard and - whoa! What hap- 
pened? Did someone light the afterburn- 
er? I never before got such instant pick- 
up from a four-stroke motorcycle. 

I know this engine is fuel injected 
and throttle response is sharper and 
crisper in consequence - but excuse me, 
I've been racing such bikes for the past 
eight years, so I know what to expect - 
and this ain't it... 

Especially when the payoff for this 
sudden blitz of beefy power is a wobble 
and a weave as the rear suspension 
pogos up and down, while you're 
slightly leaned over for the right-hand | 
curve before the finish line and you hit 
the little dip in the road surface exiting 
the chicane hard on the gas. Or exiting ` 
the first turn on the Assen national cir- 
cuit, when you hit the ridge in the road 
surface while cranked over, just as 
you're getting hard on the gas. Sorry, 
but I don't like power-sliding in off- , 
camber turns. with the bike doing the 
shimmy-shimmy-shake-shake - it's bad 
for my nerves. This happens again at the 
back of the circuit. I haven't had a . 
Ducati do all this to me since back at the 
very beginning of 916 development, 
before Massimo Tamburini sorted out 
the handling in mid-'94. 


Even last year's 

desmo two-stroke didn't 
behave like this; it must 
be the rear shock - too 
soft for my extra weight. 
Let's stop and fix it - for 
surely Carl can't be rid- 
ing it like this all the 
time. 

“Yes, I'm afraid he 
does," said Fogarty's 
race engineer, Tony 
"Slick" Bass, apologeti- 
cally. "You've just had a 
firsthand experience of 
what Carl's been up 
against all season, and 
whatever we've done to 
try to fix it, the prob- 
lem's still there. We 
might make it a little 
better for you by chang- 
ing to a harder rear 
spring, but we can't dial 
it out. Sorry!" 

Well, okay, let's go 
back out and try to ana- 
lyze this. The fierce `. 
power delivery delivers impressive accel- 
eration, but only seems to be a problem 
when I'm shutting the gas under braking 
and then opening again hard from a 
closed throttle while still cranked over. If 
I stop trail-braking and try to brake only 
in a straight line, then enter the turn with 

‚ the throttle already partly open, it seems 
to prime the gas and doesn't make for 
such a fierce pickup. 

This takes practice, though - and any- 
way, riding like that is okay by yourself, 
but trying to outbrake someone in the 
heat of a race, then remembering to 
watch out for the muscular megatorque 
on the way out of the turn you've just 
taken the lead in, would be another mat- 
ter. And anyway, the busy suspension 
response still doesn't go away. Hmmm. 

“I knew straight away at the start of 
the season something was wrong, but I 
wasn't sure what," says Fogarty. "The 
biggest problem was acceleration. It 
doesn't seem to pull out of turns, so you 
drop the gearing - but then it's wrong 
for other corners, which is why, at 
every circuit, l've struggled to get the 
right overall gearing. There's a big hole 
at the bottom of the powerband, so it 
doesn't kick in till much later on - but 
when it does, it comes in very fiercely. 
This makes it very hard to ride in the 
turns, so I keep running wide all the 
time, like I’m in the wrong gear. That 
was my main complaint with the chas- 
sis - not holding a proper line; I’ve tried 
countering that by going in wide and 
leaning over more, but then I'm losing 
traction and even falling off because of 
that. Same thing if I use one gear lower: 
Then you lose grip, and watch out, or 
you're on your ear. Because the gear- 
ing's wrong, it's not holding the bike 
together - so once the tire goes and the 
gearing’s a little bit tall, it starts pogo- 
ing the rear shock and upsetting the 
bike, like what happened to you. And 
it’s true what you say about changing 
direction, like in the Assen chicane - 
that's bad as well. It falls in nicely, but 
then it's unbelievably heavy to pull it 
up and flip it over on the other side. 
The '95 bike was much nicer, and that's 
why I wanted to try it again, even with 
the smaller motor and less power - but 
we never did." 

It speaks volumes for Carl's phenom- 
enal grinta, his against-all-odds determi- 
nàtion to overcome adversity and win 
races in the toughest, most competitive 
class of road racing today, in spite of 
having to cope with such inherent prob- 
lems with the bike. 





No wonder they love Carlo in Italy - 
he's the two-wheeled equivalent of 
Nigel Mansell when he drove for Fer- 
rari: Il Leone Inglese - The English Lion. 

But red-mist racing of this caliber is 
hard to maintain over a full 24-race sea- 
son without making unforced errors, 
and it was probably inevitable that 
sooner or later even a rider with an 
almost accident-free record over the pre- 
vious three seasons would succumb to 
the pressure and start crashing. It's a bit 
of a miracle Fogarty led the points table 
as long as he did, really - especially with 
Honda's new supremacy in engine per- 
formance. 

“We were okay on fast tracks with 
long straights, like Hockenheim, 
because there wasn't hardly anything 
between us on top speed - the bike's 
definitely faster than in '95," Fogarty 
says. "But anywhere else, where acceler- 
ation counted more, we were getting left 
behind - soon as I got anywhere near, by 
cornering faster, they'd just get on the 
gas on the way out of the turn, and 
motor away from me - very frustrating." 

Well, yes, but what happened here 
was arguably of Ducati's own making. 
Unable to increase capacity from '96 to 
"97 in order to counter the growing 
threat from Honda, the Italian engineers 
went for more power at almost any cost 
(except reliability). To wit: Troy Corser's 
Promotor team blew more than 20 
engines in '96 en route to the world title 
it nearly lost through mechanical fail- 
ures (though Corser's eagerness to rev 
the bike as high as 12,700 rpm can't 
have helped - this year's rev-limiter is 
fixed at 12,500 rpm). 

That meant not only a 3.3-pound 
heavier, more robust and stiffer frame 
for this season, with stronger construc- 
tion (which meant, among other things, 
that engine bolts stopped breaking like 
before) but also a lighter-cast magne- 
sium swingarm to throw 4.4 pounds 
more weight bias onto the front wheel 
(weight distribution is now 53/47 per- 
cent - not bad for a 90-degree twin). 

In addition, a revised 98 x 66mm, 
996cc engine with new castings and 
other modifications was homologated, 
like the chassis, with the 916SPS street 
replica. These engines included new 
cylinders with wider-spaced studs and a 
thicker alloy sleeve (still chrome-plated, 
as before) to stop them from cracking, as 
often happened in '96; stronger, heat- 
treated crankcases; new cylinder heads 
with bigger inlet ports, revised combus- 
tion chambers and on occasion larger

valves, matched by a bigger sealed air- 
box with larger-diameter airducts, in 
turn necessitating a slightly wider fuel 
tank; closed-up ratios in the six-speed 
gearbox, reflecting the peakier power 
curve; a revised exhaust system; bigger 
oil and water radiators, to cope with the 
heat generated by the extra power; and 
most important of all, a new pair of 
jumbo 60mm throttle bodies for the 
Weber/Marelli EFI, up from 54mm last 
year and just 50mm in '95. 

Together with other corresponding 
modifications, the larger throttle bodies 
did their job by delivering the biggest 
horsepower hike the Ducati has enjoyed 
in recent years: an 8-bhp increase over 
‘96, all the way through the power 
curve, meaning 155 bhp at the rear 
wheel at.12,200 rpm, measured accord- 
ing to Ducati's ISO method - or about 
168 bhp at the gearbox by the more con- 
ventional yardsticks others use. 

That's still a way down on Honda's 
180-bhp-plus mark for the title-winning 
RC45, but the V-twin's narrow chassis 
and wider spread of solid power made 
up the difference - except for the way in 
which said power was delivered. 

Think about it. Imagine sticking a 
60mm carburetor on a 500cc single: 
You'd never get the thing to run at any- 
thing less than max revs on full throttle. 
Well, thanks to the wonders of the elec- 
tronic age, Ducati's clever engineers 
have managed to program their dual- 
injector EFI to let them throw more fuel 
mixture at each of their cylinders than 
anyone has yet managed in the history 
of two-wheeled road racing - and

they've been rewarded by that dramatic 
increase in outright power. 

However, there's a tradeoff, as I dis- 
covered firsthand at Assen, and with 
which Carl & Co. have been struggling 
to cope all season: poor throttle 
response. That lovely, liquid, low-down 
pickup and midrange torque that's been 
a trademark of every Ducati V-twin thus 
far has been traded for an all-on or all- 
off light-switch power delivery coupled 
with a massive increase in torque. 

While this surely delivers the num- 
bers on the dyno chart and allows the V- 
twin to stay with the V-four on top end, 
it's certainly at the cost of ridability - 
especially when combined with the 
light-action but relatively imprecise but- 
terfly throttle, which delivers brutal bot- 
tom-end response. 

“1 used to be able to lap Albacete 
practically all in the same gear," says 
Fogarty. "But now (that) there's much 
narrower usable power, you're having 
to change gear all the time - and there's 
also not the strong, progressive power 
delivery there used to be." 

Well, okay, maybe you can't make an 
omelette without breaking eggs - but if 
the handling suffers in the bargain, then 
perhaps it's not worth it. 

How about Chili's bike? Presumably 
that has the same personality defects. 
Hop from one to the other - and immedi- 
ately notice how the Gattolone bike of 
superbike racing's "Mr. Nice Guy" has a 
much tauter, together riding position, 
with a more rational handlebar-to-seat-to- 
footrest ratio, with the bars tucked in clos- 
er compared to Carl's wider-spread ones. 
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Even though I'm taller than both rid- 
ers, I instantly felt a part of Chili's bike 
whereas I was more perched on top of 
Carl's. But this surely reflects their con- 
trasting riding styles. Chili uses his 
125/250cc GP heritage to stay tucked in 
and carry more corner speed for a 
smoother, more flowing style, whereas 
Fogarty is more fierce and aggressive 
with the bike, braking harder and turn- 
ing more sharply - hence the need for 
more leverage and the use of wider bars. 

But much to my surprise, this con- 
trast was translated to on-track man- 
ners. For a start, the Chili bike definitely 
didn't accelerate so brutally, and it also 
was much smoother off the bottom end - 
so you could crack the throttle wide 
open exiting the chicane at 6000 rpm 
and feel it pick up strongly and progres- 
sively, flattening out the power curve at 
around 12,000 rpm - more like the "96 
bike, in fact. Fabulously fast, but more 
controllable. Nice! 

Not only was it not so aggressive in 
terms of power delivery, there wasn't the 
same rush of revs as on Fogarty's bike. It 
all felt more measured and ridable. 

But the real surprise was the han- 
dling. Apart from one lap exiting the 
flat-out-in-fifth-gear S-bend behind the 
pits, where I briefly said hello again to 
the shimmy-shimmy-shake, the Chili 
Ducati was stable and predictable in its 
steering, and certainly moved around 
less than the Fogarty bike. 

I found I could hit the gas harder 
cranked over, without panicking about 
traction, because of the less abrupt pick- 
up. But it still paid to pull the Gattolone 
bike fairly upright to use the fat part of 
the tire before winding it wide open, 
because there's still pretty awesome 
midrange torque, and you can feel the 
rear Michelin start to lose grip other- 
wise. That was reasonably easy to do, 
mostly by using one's body weight, but 
flip-flopping from side to side in the chi- 
cane was still hard work, just as it was 
on Carl's, and it seemed harder to lay it 
into a turn than the Fogarty bike. 

But the Chili Ducati's big advantage 
was the way it held a line better - a cru- 
cial factor in Assen's banked, sweeping 
bends, where keeping up corner speed 
is so critical. Back at base after a much 
more enjoyable 20 laps, it was time to 
learn some trade secrets. 

This feels like a different motorcycle - 
less potent, perhaps, than Fogarty's, 
which seemed to have less engine iner- 
tia and to pick up revs faster, but defi-

nitely better-handling and more refined 
in feel, adding up to a better package, a 
fact confirmed by my lapping a whole 
two seconds faster on the Gattolone 
Ducati than on Carl's. 

How come? 

Engine first: It turns out that after 
Laguna Seca, Chili complained so vocif- 
erously about the Ducati's power deliv- 
ery that, for Brands Hatch, the factory 
engineers cooked him up a new EPROM 
chip that lets the engine start making 
power 1000 rpm lower, is less aggres- 
sive in its delivery, and rides the torque 
curve and increases revs in a more mea- 
sured way. 

Result? The first time out with the 
new chip, Chili won the first race at 
twisty Brands on a track he doesn't 
much like. And, er, he could well have 
doubled up if Fogarty hadn't taken him 
out in the second (for which the Brit was 
properly remorseful, it must be said). I 
guess it works, then. 

"Yes - the engine feels less (power- 
ful), but in fact it's stronger, because 
you're staying longer in the true zone of 
coppia (torque)," says Chili. "Also, it 
pays to change gear at about 11,900 rpm 
instead of letting it rev out, to keep in 
the strong part of the engine." 

One reason for this may be that Foga- 
rty's motor apparently runs bell mouths 
that are 30mm shorter than those on 
Chili's bike, and Ducati engineers insist 
that, contrary to normal expectations, 
the shorter intake stacks improve bot- 
tom-end and midrange power, as well 
as top-end, where you'd expect the 
longer ones to suffer. 

Okay, now what about the chassis? 
Why is Chili's bike is so stable com- 
pared to Carl's? 

"The difference is in the fork yokes," 
admits Chili. "Last year I had a '95 
frame because we were a private team, 
so I try the new '97 chassis for the first 
time in Phillip Island, and in the first 
turn it starts bouncing the front end - so 
I fit the "95 triple clamps off my old 
chassis, and the handling is much better, 
so I keep them all season. We still have a 
problem with the rear suspension, 
which is either the linkage or else the 
shock cannot react to so much bottom 
power - I think probably the power is 
too strong. But Corser and I have similar 
riding styles, so I think for next year we 
build on this setting, and try to make the 
power delivery more smoother, like 
before. But Ducati knows what to do - 
I'm sure they will fix it." 





breeze. Perhaps 
now we can figure out why Chili kept 
suffering brake problems this season - as 
Simon Crafar (at Zeltweg) and Neil 
Hodgson (at Sentul) will confirm, after 
he T-boned them both in turns! 

The narrower triple clamps are not 
only responsible for making the bike 
feel more compact, they also deliver 
improved stability in fast, sweeping 
bends - like at Assen, says Gattolone 
chief engineer Massimiliano Zani - but 
the downside at present is that they're 
only available in two fixed offsets, 
30.5mm and 27.5mm, the latter as used 
by Chili at Assen and delivering a 
whopping 108mm of trail. 

This is why the bike is much harder 
to change direction with in a chicane or 
S-bend, as well as laying into a turn, 
especially when combined with the less 
steep 24.5-degree head angle Chili 
always uses for added stability under 
braking - even with a 2mm-higher rear 
ride height to try to compensate. 

I must say his bike braked better for 
me at Assen than Fogarty's. It didn't 





move about so much at the end of the 
back straight or stopping for the chi- 
cane, where I could also use the sprag 
clutch to max out engine braking for a 
hard stop. Chili's brakes had more ini- 
tial bite, too, probably because he uses 
bigger calipers with all the pistons the 
same size, and sintered pads which 
work well.straight away but tend to 
fade sooner, whereas Carl prefers pads 
with a higher carbon content, which do 
the opposite. 

Fogarty has tried the Chili chassis 
setup and says he didn't like it, prefer- 
ring to live with the shakes rather than 
make the steering so much heavier. 
Teammate Hodgson tried it in Sugo and 
was at once much faster, probably 
because his ex-125cc GP style is similar 
to Chili's. 

But both riders wanted the adjustable 
offsets of the '98 triple clamps, which 
would allow them to fine-tune the chas- 
sis geometry and reduce the trail with- 
out sacrificing stability: I'll bet that's at 
the top of Ducati's list for winter devel- 
opment, which no doubt includes a | 
whole host of other factors, chief of 
which is to rediscover the V-twin 
motor's legendary flexibility and user- 
friendly response. 

But let's not get this out of propor- 
tion. Thanks to Carl Fogarty's tenacity 
and brilliant riding, this motorcycle was 
leading the World Championship until 
just four rounds from the finish - so it 
can't exactly be a lemon, can it? And 
Ducati did achieve its reliability goal, 
with spectacular success. There wasn't 
one engine failure in a race all season, 
says Bass. 

But just as all the wet races in '97 
helped Kocinski, it can't have made it eas- 
ier for Fogarty to be on a bike whose 
aggressive power delivery must make it a 
handful to ride in the rain. Still, the com- | 
posed handling I experienced on Chili's 
bike, and the easier power delivery of its 
revised EPROM chip, showed Ducati has 
a valid basis on which to work on grab- 
bing the title back from Honda in "98, and 
roll back the march of time. 

It's going to be fun watching them

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uropeans thought he was 
crazy. Americans weren't sure. 

But no matter who you talked 
to, Off-road enthusiasts couldn't wait to 
see what Great Britain's Paul Edmond- 
son could do over a full season of AMA 
National Hare Scrambles and Grand 
National Cross Country Series racing. 
Would the 1996 World Enduro Champi- 
on make mincemeat of hillbilly fields? 
Or would the tables be turned, with him 
quickly scurrying back to the familiar 
comfort of the Euro circuit, ego bruised 
and battered? 

Actually, "Eddy" did a stellar job in a 
type of racing that was as foreign to him 
as racing a Harley XR750 on a mile 
would be to Randy Hawkins. In a 97 
season cut short by a knee injury and 
subsequent surgery, Edmondson fin- 
ished 10th in the GNCCs, winning two 
events. An early leader in the Hare- 
Scrambles Series, he ended up fourth, 
also with two victories. 

Clearly, Edmondson adapted. 

With just over a month to the GNCC 
kickoff in Florida, Edmondson took a 
brief timeout during testing in Southern 
California to share some of his thoughts 
on the past year, what he learned and 
how it will affect his plans for the '98 
season. 


OVERALL OBSERVATIONS 


^| really enjoyed it, and I think I'm 
really happy that I came over to do this 
type of racing, because, with it being so 
different to what I’d been used to, last 
year was just basically a year of excite- 
ment, getting to know the courses, and 
basically like starting to learn to ride 
again. It put so much fun back into it. I 
mean, it was fun for me in Europe, but I 
had been racing so long over there, it 
basically was a routine. Now, I'm find- 
ing in America that nothing's really a 
routine. The people just go out and have 
fun. The three-hour races, now, I finally 
think I’ve got the hang of it, so I know 
what to do and what not to do. 

"But overall, I'm really pleased that I 
did make the decision to come over 
here. Obviously, with the help of Suzu- 
ki, I think things will be a lot different 
this year than last." 


ON ACHIEVING LAST YEAR'S 
GOALS 


Asked if he accomplished what he'd 
set out to do last year, Edmondson 
replies: "Last year, definitely not. In all 
fairness to myself, I was hoping I would 
win at least one of the two champi- 
onships I was riding for. That was my 
goal. 

"| was very restricted by my injury. 
It's just a shame that it wrecked my sea- 
son. 

"Things took a hard time at the 
beginning, but I finally overcame that 
and got confidence with the type of rac- 
ing that I was doing. I got used to the 








bike and everything around me. Every- 
thing startéd to pick up until I hurt my 
knee; unfortunately, that was a lot 
worse than what I thought initially, so 
that's really why it kept me out all the 
rest of the year. I figured if I tried to 
come back too early with it, that it 


would affect me this year, and that's 
basically why I knocked it on the head 
at the end of last year." 


HOW THE INJURY OCCURRED 


Edmondson hurt his knee at Starva- 
tion Point in West Virginia. "The race

before that was Boyers (in 
Pennsylvania), and I’d 
come off winning that. It 
was really muddy, and Га 
had a good ride there. I 
was really hyped. 

“Basically, we had a 

few problems (at Starva- 
tion Point). I was trying to 
catch up a bit of lost time, 
and I just hit a rock at the 
wrong angle and it threw 
me off. It was just one of 
those things. I was proba- 
bly riding the pace that I'd 
ride in a World Champi- 
onship Enduro (special 
test), but the problem was, 
I was having to keep that 
pace up for hours, not for 
minutes. That's the differ- 
ence, and I think just the 
lack of concentration on 
my part resulted in the 
accident. 

“I was in the hospital 
for like a week, which was 
quite a lot, really, just for a 
knee surgery. I tore three 
ligaments in the knee, 
which was obviously a lot 
worse than I thought. I- 
actually went home after 
the race and started to 
walk on it, and I thought I 
was okay. It wasn't until I 
saw a top physio (doctor) 
from back home, and we 
got an MRI scan on the 
knee. There were three 
(ligaments) torn: the inner 
one, the outer one and the 
medial, the one in the middle. 

“So, yeah, I've done a good job in 
rehab. They say it's a six-month thing. 
Actually, looking back now, it's really 
been six months. The injury was in June, 
the 15th, and it's like six months now. 
I'm virtually back to how I was before 
the accident, which is good for me. This 
is where I need to be at this time of the 
year." 


THE MOST DIFFICULT PART OF THE 
TRANSITION 


“When I came over at the end of '96 
and I watched a race, it kind of changed 
so much between then and '97. I don't 
know what happened, but - to me - the 
pace seemed to heat up and everyone 
was really determined. The race I 
watched, because it was at the end of 
the year in '96, maybe the guys had just 
backed off a little bit. 

“But I know that from the start of '97 
everyone was really determined. I think 
they realized that I was coming over, 
and that they had to pick up a good 
pace from the outset. They started doing 
that. I think from when the start gate 
dropped in Ocala (in Florida), the '97 
GNCCs were totally different. 

“I think that's what I found. You 
never knew.what anybody was going to 
do. It was just per race - whoever was 
leading basically changed the tempo of 
the race, which was really different, 
especially when people used to say a 
guy would lead, and you'd go out and 
try to keep with him. That went out the 
window when Steve (Hatch) started a 
charge in Ocala. I think from then on, 
everyone was just trying to get to the 
front immediately to race instead of 
hanging back, then charging at the end. 
For three hours, that's a long time to 
charge. 

“As I said before, I don't think the 
guys from Europe would come over and 
understand the way of racing over here. 
It's like with all the top American riders: 





I know for a fact the Europeans 
wouldn't beat them in a three-hour race, 
that's for sure, because I’m having my 
work cut out at the moment. I just hope 
that with a lot of hard work that I've 
been doing now since I've had my knee 
injury, that I can get back to the pace 
that I was at when I left the GNCC 
series last year. That's what I'm using as 
my goal. 

"Fitnesswise, now I've started train- 
ing in a gym. Ive got a trainer, Joe Lic- 
ciardi (the trainer/coach for the 
FMF/Honda 125cc MX team, as well as 
Jeremy McGrath and Greg Albertyn, 
among others). I'm the first off-road guy 
that's gone to him. Obviously, I'm living 
in Corona (in California) now so it's 
really handy for me, as that's where Lic- 
ciardi's based. I know it sounds crazy, 
but I'm actually enjoying it, really, 
because I’ve got someone with me that 
knows what they're doing. They can put 
their experience to me and give me that 
experience. 

"In European enduros, it's totally 
different. All we need to do training- 
wise is spend time on the bike and 
practice, like, short stages. For example, 
we're doing a loop here today for test- 
ing, and it's probably eight minutes 
long. We'd use that as a cross-country 
test in Europe, and we'd probably be 
timing on it 15, 20 times a day, just try- 
ing to beat your previous best time. 
Obviously, when you're trying to do it 
for three hours, you've got to learn to 
ride for three hours, not just for 10 min- 
utes. 

“1 am really enjoying it. l'm looking 
forward to this year. Suzuki is putting 
all their efforts into the GNCC, and I 
know that this is the main off-road 
championship in America, because 
that's where all the guys are. I hope that 
at the end of this year I can look back 
and say, “Yeah, that was a lot better than 
last."

SHOWING THE 
EUROS WHAT 
HE'S LEARNED 


“I personally 
intend on doing 
some races in 
Europe. There are 
some GNCC-style 
races in France this 
summer. I know that 
with the experience 
Гуе got here, if I 
went back there I'm 
pretty sure they'd be 
in for a surprise. 
Motocross riders 
race it, and there's 
enduro riders; last 
year an enduro guy 
won it. It is very big. l've been out of 
Europe for a year already, and people 
are obviously asking questions. It'd be 
kind of nice to go back and show them 
my bikes and everything, what I’ve been 
doing, all sorts of things like that. 

"Racing in America, I think I'm only 
going to be racing in the GNCCs. I won't 
be doing the ISDE; that's definitely a no- 
no. I think maybe - it depends on if it's 
okay with Suzuki - I might do the British 
World Enduro Championship round, 
but that would be it, really, other than, 
hopefully, some motocross. I’m going to 
start this weekend and do some 
motocross. Hopefully, that'll help me get 
into race mode, because there's a lot of 
good guys there. They help me because 
they're faster than me; I can look and 
learn from them and put what I learn 
from them into my GNCC program, 
which I know for sure will help me." 


A CHANGED PLAN OF ATTACK 


Unlike last year, when he traveled 
the East Coast in his motorhome and 
flew out west occasionally, Edmondson 
is renting a home in Corona, California, 
not far from Suzuki's headquarters in 
Brea. Like his two teammates, who live 
in Northern California, he'll fly east for 
each race and then return home imme- 
diately, like a pro motocrosser might do. 
His wife and their infant son will join 
him in Corona at times. Former pro 
motocrosser and '97 GNCC Vet champ 
Tom Carson will be Eddy's mechanic 
this year. : 

` "The way that I look at it is that this 
year will be so much easier for me - not 
so much the racing side of things, but all 
the other things in life: the birth of my 
son, living out of a motorhome, travel- 
ing and not being able to practice. All 
that’s basically gone out the window 
now. I’m starting fresh again, basically 
starting like any other American by 
staying in America. I think that'll help 
me a lot.

“I don't think I'll be at a disadvan- 
tage by living in Corona because of the 
riding opportunities, and I know from 
the training side of it, I'll be training 
probably three times a week when the 
race season starts, so that'll keep me fit. 

“АП in all, I think the program will 
work out that much better. By living in 
California, I'll still be able to do what I 
did last year and, indeed, hopefully 
have a better year. 

"If I was trailing my wife and son 
around and having to drive myself to all 
the races, that would just wear me out. 
You can't be expected to perform as well 
as you should when you're tired. I hope 
ГП overcome that. 

"Everyone's working hard at the 
moment. I know the team around me is 
really strong, even the personal people 
that Гуе got helping me, like Licciardi, 
like Julian (Stevens, his mechanic), like 
(Suzuki's) Mike (Webb) and everyone. I 
think that'll make the difference, 
because I'm really used to having a 
close-knit team around me." 


THE TEAM MANAGER'S 
ASSESSMENT 


Suzuki Off-Road team manager Mike 
Webb firmly believes this will be a stel- 
lar year for his trio of RM250-mounted 
stars. Asked to evaluate his British 
racer's performance last year, Webb 
said: "I think he did really well. We 
knew it would be a learning experience. 
We knew the first year we would be 
experimenting with a lot of things: all- 
new tracks, a new form of racing, a com- 
pletely different environment for him. 

“ОЁ course we wanted him to win, 
but we didn't set unreal goals. At the 
point he got injured, he had won more 
Nationals than anybody. He was lead- 
ing the Hare Scrambles Series, and he 
had tied for the lead with the most wins 
in the GNCC series, so we were actually 
ahead of our expectations at that point." 

But one of the jobs of a team manager 
is to spot ways to improve his team, not 
just to look for weaknesses in the com- 
petition. So what's Edmondson's main 
area to work on? "The main thing was 
conditioning," Webb said. "'Eddy's such 
a talented athlete; he's always relied on 
his talent, and when it came to the 
GNCCs, he realized it's basically a 
three-hour sprint. People talk about it, 
but that's what it is. 

"This year he's put on 15 pounds. It's 
all muscle. He goes to the gym two, 2 ^: 
hours a day, and then goes and pounds 
motos afterward. And he does that 
every day religiously. 

“So we now have the combination of 
talent and conditioning, and. we've 
bumped up our testing even more than 
last year. We're ready." єх

it’s usually the final rounds of J 
the series - not to mention snowing out- - 
side - but this time things were different:

Denny Stephenson. After winning both 
250cc classes the week before in Mil- 
waukee, Stephenson again won two" 
main events at the Denver Coliseum. 
This time, both of his wins came in one 
night, on Friday. And just for good mea- 
sure, Stephenson took the Dash For 
Cash race, too. 

Saturday, however, did not go as 
well for Stephenson, as Team Green/BT 
Racing/Pro Action/FMF's Mike Jones 
scored the 125cc main and Dash For 
Cash wins, and Primal Impulse/Bill’s 
Pipes/Answer/Suzuki's Buddy 
Antunez, the defending champ, topped 
the 250cc class. Jones also pocketed 
$1985 in cash after winning two jump- 
off contests. 


FRIDAY 


Stephenson, who had been nabbing 
holeshots all evening long, grabbed 
another holeshot in the 125cc main, 
ahead of Jeremy Buehl, Clifford Adop- 
tante, Grayson Goodman, Cliff Palmer, 
Todd DeHoop, Buddy Antunez, Travis 
Hodges, Chad Pederson, Jim Chester, 
Jason Partridge and Kirk Rourke. There 
was little passing early on, but Stephen- 
son did gain some breathing room over 
the battle for second place between 
Jones and Buehl. The two riders rubbed 
elbows at times, but Buehl was bent on 
finishing with his teammate, Stephen- 
son.

sight. Antunez followed Buehl through 
the pack and was holding down sixth. 

But the battle royal was the one up 
front. Jones and Stephenson were raging 
at the halfway mark. At one point, 
Stephenson made a great drive in the 
whoops and passed Jones, but it wasn't 
enough. Jones had the inside line and 
muscled him out for the lead over the 
finish double. At the same time, Buehl 
rode around both Palmer and Pederson, 
taking control of third place. 

The crowd was on its feet as Jones 
and Stephenson diced for the lead. 
Finally, Jones burned a corner and 
Stephenson blocked him, getting the 
better drive in the rhythm section to 
take the lead. 

Antunez moved up one more spot 
past Palmer for fifth place, while Peder- 
son fought off Antunez to hold down 
fourth. Buehl was now within striking 





distance of the leader, but the white flag 
came out. Stephenson had opened up a 
three-bike-length lead, and Buehl had 
caught up to Jones. But time was in 
Jones' favor and he held on to second. 
Buehl took third. 

Stephenson had completed the 
sweep he wanted so much. 

"I came close last weekend and really 
wanted a clean sweep," he said. "This 
time, the bike and everything worked 
for me." 

But there was yet another race - the 
Dash For Cash. Stephenson took the 
holeshot in the four-lap, winner-take-all 
race, and that's about all he needs. Jones 
and Buehl kept him honest, but 
Stephenson pocketed the dough. 


SATURDAY 


After a five-week absence, Travis 
Hodges returned to the series and 
grabbed the holeshot in the 125cc main. 
Jones tucked in behind his fellow 
Kawasaki rider, followed by Palmer, 
Stephenson and Buehl. 

Lap after lap, Hodges kept all charg- 
ers at bay. While Hodges kept his sights 
focused on the front, there was a war 
developing right behind him. Stephen- 
son was the first to make a move, going 
by Palmer for third. Both DeHoop and 
Goodman caught fire and started mov- 
ing through the pack. s 

The top eight riders, however, were 
all bunched together and, if a rider went 
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too wide, he'd find him- 
self back two positions. 
Lap 11 found the top 
seven riders side by side 
heading to the left-hander 
before the whoops. While 
Hodges and Jones got 
through okay, DeHoop 
got parked, which caused 
a chain reaction on down 
the line: Goodman went 
to the outside of DeHoop, 
while Stephenson, who 
was passed two turns 
before by Goodman, shot 
to the inside; Stephenson 
came under Goodman, 
which left Goodman no 
place to put his left foot; 
Goodman fell, allowing 
Buehl, Antunez and 
Palmer to get by him. 
Back up front, Jones 


got by a tiring Hodges and headed for 
the checkers. DeHoop followed Jones, 
with Stephenson securing the final podi- 
um spot. Antunez took fourth and Buehl 
fifth. 

Goodman, meanwhile, was still fum- 
ing about Stephenson's pass on him, 
and as Stephenson was rolling up to the 
podium after the race, Goodman 
kamikazed his bike into Stephenson. 
Punches were traded before they were 
restrained. 

"It's tight racing, hard to pass," 
Stephenson said. “It’s what the people 
come out to see. I apologize, and I want to 
get back to good racing for the crowd." 

Goodman was ejected from the rest 
of the evening's program. 

Stephenson grabbed the point posi- 
tion in the Dash For Cash, but it was 
short-lived, as he washed out two cor- 
ners from the start. Jones inherited the 
lead and refused to give it up. Buehl 
ended up finishing second. 

A fired-up Stephenson took the 250cc 
holeshot in the final event of the 
evening, followed by Antunez, Jones, 
Buehl and Palmer. While the top riders 
were fighting for positions, nobody 
wanted to chance making any bad 
moves. Stephenson's adrenaline rush 
was starting to wane, allowing Antunez 
to show his wheel enough times to wear 
on Stephenson. Once by the leaders, 
Antunez set sail to the checkers. 
Stephenson followed him in for second,

BEAUCAIRE, FRANCE, FEB. 22 
oel Smets and his Husaberg 
Je a six-year domination by 
the 250s to an end when he became 
the first 500cc GP rider to win the Beau- 
caire Spring Classic since Kurt Nicoll in 
1991. 

It was no fluke, either, as the World 
Champion won the first moto and fin- 
ished third in the other two. And the 
competitiveness of the modern four- 
stroke was emphasized even more as 
only a broken silencer, courtesy of Ste- 
fan Everts after he had jumped on the 
back of the big Yamaha, prevented 
Andrea Bartolini from joining Smets on 
the podium. 

Smets was delighted with his success 
and addressed the crowd from the podi- 
um as he basked in the glory. 

“І think we showed today that the 
top in the 500 GPs are just as good as the 
top in the 250s," Smets said. "I'm not 
going to claim we are better, but for me 
all of the classes are equal." 

The Saint Roman track was at its 
most demanding as afternoon sunshine 
dried out a surface that had been satu- 
rated by torrential overnight rain. The 
rocky underground quickly became the 
base for a single suitable dry line in a 
very processional first moto, while the 
track became terribly bumpy and tortu- 
ous during the other two races. 

Crash victims were numerous, as rid- 
ers were tempted to throw caution to 
the wind even at this early stage of the 
season with nothing other than honor 
and a few francs at stake. 

Everts was lucky to escape injury 
when he landed on Bartolini; Tallon 
Vohland had made an appointment 
with an Italian specialist for Monday 
morning even before he left the track 
after damaging his shoulder muscles in 
a crash which pushed him back from 
third to 12th in race one; and opening- 
moto winner Yves Demaria didn't com- 
plete even one more lap after going over 
the bars in his attempt to prove that a 
newly built uphill step-up was jumpable 
after all. In practice, Chicco Chiodi had 
suffered a heavy downhill fall on the 
fastest part of the track - approaching 
the triple - but he brushed himself off to 
make the top 15 in every moto even 
though his 125cc Husky was desperately 
underpowered in the.conditions. 

The fastest rider on show during 
practice and every race was undoubted- 
ly Pit Beirer, racing the '97 factory 
Honda which he had first ridden two 
days earlier, but the energetic German 
ate French dirt in each of the first two

motos before finally taking a win in the 
finale. 

His first ride was probably the most 
impressive, however. Gating badly, he 
was 13th on lap one, but had even 
passed Everts for fourth by the eighth 
lap, only to tumble. 

“I got back on fairly quickly, but the 
clutch lever was bent around so I 
couldn't challenge Stefan again in the 
last couple of laps," Beirer said. "It was 
very difficult to pass in that race because 
the mud was so deep once you went off 
the single dry line." 

Falls for Vohland and Peter Johans- 
son gave Beirer two of his places, but 
the rest was all earned the hard way - 
and no one else was making worthwhile 
passes of any kind as Demaria got the 
holeshot and led all the way ahead of 
Bartolini, while Smets got third when 
Vohland wiped out on a tabletop and 
Everts, with teammate Mark Eastwood 
in tow, rode sensibly in the leaders’ 
wake. 

The early laps of race two were the 
highlight of the meeting, as Bartolini 
took the holeshot ahead of Everts, 
Demaria, Smets, Beirer and Mickael 
Maschio. By half-distance, the last- 
named Frenchman was running second 
on his basically standard Yamaha even 
though he hadn't passed anyone who 
was still in contact with his bike! 

Demaria was first to go, flying over 
the bars before the end of the lap. Three 
laps later, Smets came around on his 
own as Beirer had gone over the bars on 
the tabletop almost as soon as he had 
demoted Smets, and Everts landed on 
the rear wheel of Bartolini’s Yamaha as 
he tried to snatch the lead. A shaken 
Everts continued further down the 
leaderboard, but the Italian had pulled 
disconsolately into the pits with his 
silencer hanging off. 

“I don’t understand them,” admitted

Briefly ... 


Yamaha confirmed its ongoing commitment to the YZM4OOF racing project іп Beaucaire when the 
factory team arrived with a huge new transporter, previously used for drag-car racing but with both 
workshop and living quarters completely refitted, plus new bikes for Bartolini and Johansson which 
even had HRC race boss Pete Tsutsumi envious. “ат very impressed," Tsutsumi said. "These 
bikes are much better than last year's. The new electrical device on the carburetor is most interest- 
| ing." Yamaha team manager Hannu Heinonen confirmed the following changes to the bike: “We 
have new engines with individual power characteristics suited to each rider. The rider has a lever on 
the handlebars: by which he can adjust the ignition during the race to compensate for any power loss. 
We also have larger radiators to prevent the overheating difficulties which sometimes occurred last 
year, and the EXUP exhaust-valve system has been incorporated to help the riders overcome the 
starting difficulties they encountered at times during 1997." Weight has been maintained close to the 
class minimum by the extensive use of carbon fiber, including making the fuel tank and rear subframe 
of the material. 


Honda was not to be outdone, as Everts and Bolley unveiled new 
CR250 models. These feature a new frame with a single-spar alumini- 
um downtube leading to a double cradle. This frame is only available to 
these two riders - and the dimensions are computer-designed to the 
individual physical stature of each rider! The engines, though externally 
similar,.have also been updated. They also feature a trick linkage (left) 
that we managed to get a photo of. Race boss Pete Tsutsumi said that 
RWJ duo Jocke Karlsson and Justin Morris. would retain their 1997 
factory bikes, but that Pit Beirer had been provided with a '97 frame 
and new motors. Asked whether the motors were identical to those of 
Everts and Bolley, he answered that it was "similar." Eastwood. will 
ride Everts' '97 bikes. 








Stefan Everts' manager, Dave Grant, said that Philip Morris, 
through its L&M brand, was his team's main sponsors in all Belgian 
races, but that Radson Radiators was the main sponsor elsewhere. "Whether we display the L&M 
insiginia outside Belgium depends on both the national laws relating to cigarette advertising and 
whether or not Philip Morris in any particular country asks us to do so," Grant said. It is now definite 
that Everts will contest the Belgian. 500cc ОР at Namur in August, but there was no information 
regarding the model of bike he will ride. "All | know is that it will be a Honda,” said Grant. 


| The other 250cc factory bikes were little changed. Suzuki has improved power output signifi- 
cantly, but Marnicq Bervoets was reluctant to be overconfident that they would not suffer the same 


~ 


deficiency as last year. "| feel we are up to the power output of last year's opposition, but we will 
have to’ wait until the first GP to see whether or not they have also made advances." The factory. 
Suzukis now also feature Showa inverted forks. Bervoets admitted that his physical condition is less 
well-advanced than. at the same stage of previous seasons. “It is only in the last couple of weeks 
that | have been able to run again," Bervoets said. “| have been able to go cycling, but the ankle 
injury from Leipzig prevented me running for nearly three months." 


Jan De Groot said that the Kawasakis have only undergone minor changes, but that Yves Demaria 
and Remy Van Rees had both been able to make good use of the fine weather recently in France, 
Holland and Belgium. Team leader Sebastien Tortelli is due to return to Europe next week. "His phys- 
ical training is well-dvanced after his participation in U.S. SX, but we need to work together on his 
bike," De Groot said. "In America, he has been using special SX cylinders and harder suspension. " 


The most significant alteration to the 250cc Yamaha is a power jet in the carburetor on Tallon Voh- 
land's bikes. Mickael Maschio is riding with a modified production bike at present. "We both agreed 
that it was best for him to start like this," team. manager Michele Rinaldi said. "When Mickael feels 
that he is ready to try the full factory motor, then it will be available. | hope this way he can: settle 
down without feeling the pressure to win straight away." 


Joel Smets and Danny Theybers will use 600cc Husabergs this year. The 500cc World Cham- 
pion explains: "In the end it was simply a matter of personal preference. | believe the 400 and 501 
models are probably a better bike for. ће average rider to gain success, but as long as | can still get 
around faster on the big bike, | prefer to use that. In the end it is important that a Husaberg takes the 
number-one plate again than which model it is achieved with." The '98 factory "600" is, however, a 
very different bike than last year's. Capacity is actually reduced from 609 to 600cc but with an 
increase of power developed by internal lessons learned from riding with the 426 (а 350 crank and 
600 piston) and 440 (a stroked 350) motors last year, while new inverted WP forks (only available 
this year to selected. KTM and Husaberg factory riders) are fitted and overall weight has been 
reduced significantly; among. other things. the rear subframe of Smets' bike is made of titanium. 
New radiator scoops have also been produced.but were not yet fitted in Beaucaire:

y brother and I have been rac- 
М: the Adelanto Grand Prix 

for almost 10 years now in 
some form or another, and we dig it. 
Or... ah... let me say I know I dig it. He 
keeps showing up every year, but at this 
point I’m beginning to wonder why. 

He has to have the longest string of 
bad-luck DNFs going than anyone in the 
history of the race's 18 years of exis- 
tence. He has fouled plugs on the line, 
forgotten goggles, seen his countershaft 
sprocket come off, lost his seat, run over 
a guy off of the infamous water jump - 
and he's blown so many bikes up that 
I've nicknamed him Julius "Seizer." 
And (as if I even had to tell you) this 
year was a real treat for him again - 
which somehow relates to me racing the 
KTM 200M/XC, I swear. 

Adelanto is a high-speed, balls-to- 
the-walls, WFO, ninth-gear-pinned kind 
of course. If you're not geared and jetted 
to the moon, you might as well go home 
before you get smoked or certainly 
seize. Here's a synopsis of the route: 
Start your bike from a dead start with at 
least 200 other lunatics, race down Main 
Street, turn right, go 90 mph for eight 





miles on choppy roads with curb-sized 


square edges, (oh yeah, don't forget to 
turn once in a while), wallow around 
over sandy whoops, and charge down a 
few more street sections. Eventually, 
you turn left and head into the 2-mile 
motocross course, jump the water hole 
(if you think you can even hold on by 
this point) - and repeat four times. The 
steering damper was surely invented 
because of races like this. 

The Unclassified race is the first race 
of the weekend and, as the name 
implies, it's a free-for-all that most peo- 
ple - myself included - use as a tuning or 
pre-run session. My brother wanted to 
ride, and I (thinking that he'd surely 
break in his race the next day) offered 
up a prepped YZ125 to have some fun 
on - the bike I planned on riding in the 
0-175cc class later in the day (which was 
really the 0-200cc class; we'll get to it, I 
swear). 

Needless to say, he seized my jetted- 
and-geared-up-with-a-brand-new-pis- 
ton YZ125 in two miles, and nearly 
made me crash on the second lap as my 
head spun around at 90 mph when I did 
a double take, realizing that his voodoo- 
child luck had done something evil to 
the bike I needed to ride in two hours. 

The cylinder was toast, and I 
endured a few chuckles from Ty 
Davis and his mechanic when they 
said they would have sanded down 
a new piston or used a clapped-out 
one before they'd use a new piston at 
Adelanto - being pinned for two min- 
utes at a time does some weird things to 
new pistons. And they were even run- 
ning stock jetting in their YZ125 (on 
race gas). 

Anyway, I thought my day was 
done until KTM came to my res- 
cue. They offered me a bike to ride 
- a 200 M/XC. (I told you we'd get 
back to it.) I was all set. Eric Hjal- 
marson and the boys at the KTM pits 
fueled me up, set the sag (35mm stat- 
ic), adjusted the aluminum 
bars, kicked the tires, and I 
was set to go to the line. nos 





The bike I was to ride was modified 
slightly for Adelanto - mainly jetting 
and gearing, of course. KTM replaced 
the stock 50-tooth rear sprocket for a 42 
(that's right - a 42, which is probably 
smaller than the rear disk), which would 
enable the bike to top out at over 80 
mph - just what the doctor ordered for 
Adelanto. Surprisingly, the stock 180 
main jet was retained in the Keihin 
39mm carb (we were using race gas, 
though), the stock NIEH (3) needle was 
replaced with a leaner NOZH (2) needle 
in an even leaner position, while the 
stock 45 pilot was also retained. 

I signed up for the 0-200cc Expert 
class, which meant I was trying to com- 
pete with the likes of Montclair Yama- 
ha's Ty Davis (YZ125), KTM's Russ 
Pearson (KTM 125) and Eric 
Hallgath (KTM 200), Vosburg 
KTM's Mike Healy (KTM 125),

and Team Green riders Steve Hengeveld 
and Dana Van Stee (KX125s), among the 
many other speedy desert and GP cra- 
zies on hand. 

As I pulled into the second row of 
the two-row Expert start, І was remind- 
ed by the sight of these aforementioned 
riders that I was in just a bit over my 
head. But hey, "I'm almost cheating," I 
thought. "Most of these guys (except 
Hallgath) are on 125s; I wonder if I can 
get the holeshot from the second row?" 

In-gear starts were no problem at all 

for the KTM's hydraulic 

clutch and five-speed 
transmission, but I 
still played it safe 
and had the clutch 
engaged and the 
























ating 


bike in gear when I shut it 

down for the last time before the banner 
dropped. This ensures that the clutch 
plates are not entirely caked with oil 
and stuck together when you need them 
to spin freely as you kick over the bike. 

When the banner dropped, I ham- 
mered the lever and spun away to what 
I could figure was a top-10 start from | 
the back row, dodging bikes that didn't 
fire up on the first row and slower Mini 
Experts. I managed to beat Davis into 
the first corner, but it wasn't because of 
anything I did; it was because his YZ 
refused to fire on the first, second or 
third kick. It didn't matter - he passed 
me within a few hundred yards of the 
first turn and motored to a convincing 
win in the class over Healey, Hallgath, 
Pearson and Hengeveld. 

Notice that I wasn't in the top five, or 
even the top 10 for that matter (that was 
my secret goal), but I did manage to get 
13th in the class (and that was pretty 
darn close). I put in four hard laps on a 
bike that I had never ridden before and 
came away very impressed with its per- 
formance. 

The 200 is definitely faster than any 
of the 125s out there, from the top of the 
powerband to the bottom. It's almost as 
fast as a full-on 250. Down any of the 
street or longer road sections, the M/XC 
would pull away from 125s and the few 
lapper KDX200s I encountered on the 
course. 

I had full confidence in the 45mm 
Marzocchi conventional forks that come 
on the 200M / XC because they were one 
of my favorite forks ever when they 
came standard on KTMs in '95 and '96. 
(50mm WP forks come standard on the 
rest of the MX and off-road lineup, 
while the 125 also gets the 45mm 'Zoke.) 
I don't mind the extra flex associated 
with them because I really like the 
plushness, control and good resistance 
to bottoming the forks offer, and this 
pair was no different. 

I was, however, slightly concerned 
that the new linkageless Progressive 
Damping System WP shock would be a 
little harsh. on the thousands of square 
edges that invade Adelanto every year, 
but I pleasantly found that concern 
unwarranted. While the motocross mod- 
els (the SX line) are known to be slightly 
harsh in the initial part of the travel and 
have an excellent resistance to harsh 
bottoming, the off-road-model KTMs 
(E/XC and M/XC models) come with 
softer spring rates and revised valving 
that makes the shock more plush in the 
initial part of the travel. And the bot- 
toming resistance is still very good with 
these settings. 

Out on the course, the suspension 
did an excellent job of gobbling up the 
square edges and holes that can rip your 
hands off the bars in an instant at Ade- 
lanto. While doubling, tripling and even 
quadding huge sand whoops at 70 mph 
(by accident, most of the time), you 
learn a lot about how a bike handles, 

and the 200 M/XC took the big G-out 

hits very well, refusing to squirm and 

pop out of holes sideways even with 

a rider on board that probably 
required the use of heavier springs. 

Some headshake was experienced, 

but every rider and bike that even 

managed to make a quarter of a lap felt 

some headshake at Adelanto. Again, the 

steering damper was surely created

because of Adelanto, and I just may 
have the distinction of being the first in 
my class for riders without dampers. 
Trust me, most people won't even think 
of riding Adelanto without a damper - 
they'd rather clean and oil 50 air filters 
before doing so. 

Basically, I think the KTM 200 is a 
very competent motorcycle to race in 
the 0-200cc and 200cc classes, whether it 
be in creeks, woods or the desert. The 
200 is nearly as nimble as a 125 with 
250-like power. It may cost $1000 more 
than a KDX200, but it's 20 pounds 

' lighter and ready to race in stock trim. 
You'd surely have to invest plenty of 
time and money back into the KDX's 
suspension and motor to make it truly 
run with the KTM - at least at Adelanto. 
The 200 M/XC also comes stock with a 
quality O-ring chain, aluminum handle- 
bars and a USFS-approved muffler/ 
spark arrestor (straight off the 250/300). 

Even though I put only about an 

‘hour on the bike, I came away 
impressed and wanting more. Of 
course, I have to thank my brother for 
his bad luck. For sure, I'll have to bring 
him along again next year; who knows 
what other cool bike ГЇЇ get to race? €N

LAUGHLIN, NV, FEB. 21 

Davis had three strikes against 
him when he turned out for the 
opening round of the Best in the 
Desert's five-race Nevada series. The 
event was 150 miles long, the course 
was tight and technical every inch of the 
way, and all of the other top contenders 
had a teammate to share the burden of 

almost five hours of grueling racing. 

But three strikes were not enough to 
take Davis out. The Yamaha racer had 
his YZF400 four-stroke out in front of 
the pack by the end of the first 25 miles 
and kept it there for the next four hours 
and 45 minutes. When the checkered 
flag finally fell, Davis had brought his 
Yamaha home alone at a pace that 
topped the first two-man team by just 
under 1 1/2 minutes. 

^| didn't really want to ride by 
myself, but my partner (Donnie Book) is 
still recovering from two broken 
wrists,” Davis said. “We are a team and 
we pretty much wanted to stick togeth- 
er, plus I didn’t really have anybody to 
choose from. I knew it would be tough, 








































but I didn’t know it would be this 
tough. I wouldn’t have wanted to go 
another loop, that’s for sure.” 

Most of the 138 teams that turned out 
for the Laughlin U.S. Hare Scrambles 
Championship, which was organized by 
Casey Folks’ Best in the Desert and 
sponsored by Kawasaki Team Green, 
had at least an inkling of how tough the 
race would be. The technical terrain and 
thick cactus near Laughlin, a gambling 
town on the banks of the Colorado River 
south of Las Vegas, has earned the 
respect of desert racers over the years, 
but this year’s course surprised even the 
old-timers. 

“The course was tougher than usual 
because, with all the rain they’d had, the 
ground was so wet it got really worn 
out,” Davis said. “It was really whooped 
out - just one ditch after another by the 
last loop. It was like riding the Daytona 
Supercross.” 

Many of the first-time racers were 
shaking their heads in disbelief. 

"| had heard the rumors and I was 
expecting it to be really tight and tough, 
but I didn’t realize it was going to be 
that rough,” said Dave Hamel, who was 
teamed with Paul Krause on a Kawasaki

KX500. "There was about five percent of 
it where you could maybe grab a breath. 
The rest of it was work, work, work." 

The factory-backed Honda XR628 
piloted by Johnny Campbell and Tim 
Staab was out in front on the one-bike- 
every-20-seconds starting grid, but 
heavy rain in the days leading up to the 
race coupled with a high percentage of 
virgin terrain turned a near-the-front 
start into a disadvantage. 

"There was по dust, so, for once, 
being out in front didn't help, and with 
all that new terrain, the first loop was 
tough because there was no trail. We 
were just breaking ground out there," 
said Hamel, whose bike was number 
four off the line. "It got a little better as 
the groove wore in but the first loop was 
hard to follow." 

The course was laid out in a figure 
eight that consisted of two 25-mile loops 
which had to be completed three times, 
for a total of 150 miles. Davis' early-race 
strategy was to hang back a bit to save 
his strength while he checked out the 
terrain. 

"At the end of the first 25 miles, 
(Destry) Abbott and Campbell were 
going at it. I had reeled them in, so I was 
probably ahead of them on time. I just 
followed them and saved my energy," 
Davis said. ^I just hung there behind 
them. I figured I would let them break 
brush and smack some bushes before I 
had to." 

A custom gas tank constructed by 
IMS let Davis power right past the first 
pit and put him out in front in the phys- 
ical as well as the time-adjusted stand- 
ings for the second half of the first figure 
eight, with the Dave Ondas/Destry 
Abbott Kawasaki KX500 and the Camp- 
bell/Staab Honda not far behind. A 
КТМ piloted by Russ Pearson and Jim ц 
Gray was a minute and a half back in 
fourth overall, and the KX500 shared by 
Paul Krause and Dave Hamel dashed in 
for gas in fifth.

“I was going well in the first half of 
the loop and (Davis) and I had just 
caught up to Abbott and Campbell 
when I hit a big mudhole and did an 
endo about the 17-mile mark," Krause 
said. "It wasn't bad except that the bike 
pinned my head down and I had to dig 
my head out from under the bike. It was 
a good thing the ground was soft after 
all the rain." 

KX250 racers Oakley Lehman and 
Brian Brown headed the 250cc Pro pack 
in sixth overall at the end of the first 25 
miles, ahead of the Yamaha-mounted 
250cc Pro duo of James Summers and 
Shane Esposito. Mike Healey and KTM 
380 pilot Casey Longman cleared pit 
row in eighth overall, ahead of 250cc 
Pro racers Todd Davis and Mark Weldy. 

Some of the teams opted to keep the 
riders on the bike for 50 miles at a 
stretch, but most opted to switch off at 
every pit. 

^We switched every 25 miles and it 
seemed to work out well," Lehman said. 
"It was a fun course. It wasn't super- 
tight but most of it was second or third 
gear. The 250 was probably the best bike 
to be riding here." 

Campbell rode the first 50 miles but 
wished he had handed off to his partner 
after 25. 

"I tipped over and kind of fell down 
on my wrist. It got a little bruised,” said 
Campbell, who iced the injury down 
while partner Tim Staab rode the second 
50-mile circuit of the figure eight. "The 
course was great. There was a lot of vir- 
gin terrain, wet dirt, and a lot of water 
in the washes. It was real fun and there 
was no dust." 

Davis had stretched his lead to more 
than a minute and a half on adjusted 
time when he pulled in for gas at the 
end of the first complete loop of the fig- 
ure eight. 

“I didn't pit until the end of the first 
50 miles and that made a difference," 
Davis said. "I was cutting it kind of 
close. I only had about an inch of gas left 
in my tank, so I stopped after every half 
loop after that because I knew I would 
be on the gas more in the second and 
third loops, but the special IMS tank let 
me pit four times and everyone else pit- 
ted five times." 

The Ondas/ Abbott KX500 was still in 
second when its riders swapped for the 
second time and Gray, who took over 
from Pearson halfway through loop one, 
had a firm hold on third. 

"Everything went really smoothly, 
but I was really tight and nervous at 
first, and my arms pumped up," Gray 
said. "I just got on the bike cold. I knew 
we were in third place overall and it 
was kind of nerve-racking sitting 
around and waiting." 

The Campbell/Staab Honda was in 
fourth at the end of the first complete 
circuit of the course, just ahead of 
Krause and Hamel's KX500, and the 
Lehman/Brown KX250 held the class 
lead in sixth overall, just a few hundred 
yards ahead of 250cc Pro rivals Sum- 
mers and Esposito. 

“I came in right behind them. We 
battled the whole loop," Summers said. 
“1 crashed and went through a couple of 
cactus trees, but it went well apart from 
that." 

By the end of the first loop, Hus- 
aberg-mounted Bryan Folks had estab- 
lished himself as the one to watch in the 
Heavyweight Four-Stroke class, and 
Larry Roeseler, who was riding solo on 
a four-stroke Kawasaki, was leading the 
Lightweight Four-Stroke division two 
Spots behind him in 11th overall. 

"I was having a great time. Casey 
(Folks) really knows how to put on a 





good course and a good race," Roeseler 
said. "It was all just really tight, technical 
single track. It was awesome, and the lit- 
tle four-stroke just hauled butt all day." 

The only 125cc Pro racers in the event 
were having.the time of their lives and 
brought their KX125 out of loop one in 
15th overall. 

^We don't care that we're the only 
125. We're going for the overall," 
laughed Dana Van Stee, who was part- 
nered with Erik Griffith. "It's really fun 
out there. The dirt is wet, there are good 
berms - it's just fun riding, and it's a 
really nice temperature, too." 

Most of the spectators would proba- 
bly have disagreed, as overcast skies, 
coupled with 50-degree temperatures 
and a chilly breeze, kept them bundled 
up in jackets most of the day, but the 
racing remained hot. 

Davis' sizzling pace kept him out in 
front of Ondas and Abbott all the way 
around the second figure eight and he 
had stretched his lead to almost 2 1/2 
minutes by the time it was over, but the 
traffic was starting to take a toll on the 
course and that was making life difficult 
for the solo rider. 

"It got really choppy really fast 
because it was so wet. There were big 
whoops and square edges - it worked 
you the whole time," Davis said. "There 
were a couple of roads on the second 
half of the figure eight that you could 
rest on, but it wasn't much of a rest. I 
could've used another couple of roads." 

Even racers who had a partner 
noticed that the terrain was getting 
tougher and tougher. 

“Оп the second loop I was going, 
‘Wow, is this the same course?” Camp- 
bell said. “I guess it was to be expected 
with the wet, sandy ground but it was 
pretty rough for the second loop, and 
even rougher for the third." 

The Pearson/Gray KTM was still in 
third overall at the end of loop two but 
had slipped a little further behind the 
front-runners on adjusted time. Krause 
and Hamel were pushing hard in fourth 
on their way into the pit but a rear 
wheel change put them back in eighth 
by the time they headed out into the 
third and final lap of the course. 

Lehman and Brown's KX250 was still 
leading the 250cc Pro division with two- 
thirds of the race down, with Summers 
and Esposito in second, and Roeseler's 
performance had moved his iron-man 
effort up three places to claim eighth 
overall, just ahead of the Kawasaki four- 
stroke piloted by Steve Hengeveld and 
Jeff Capt. 

^We were about four seconds behind 
Roeseler on adjusted time. We knew he 
had to be getting tired and the course 
was getting rough," Capt said. "We 
knew we just had to pull out all the 
stops and pin it. There was a lot of water

out there. In places it was physically 
running water 6 inches to a foot deep. 
Running water on a racecourse in 
Laughlin, Nevada - we will never see it 
like that again, probably.” 

Bryan Folks’ Husaberg was continu- 
ing to dominate the large-displacement 
four-stroke division; his brother Daryl 
Folks, who was teamed with John Rud- 
der on a KTM 300, was leading the way 
in the Over 30 Pro class; and KX500 rac- 
ers Doug Chiapuzio and Casey Patter- 
son were making their presence felt in 
the Sportsman’s ranks. 

“I didn't get to ride the bike before 
the race, so I had to get used to it on the 
first lap, but things went pretty well and 
we didn't have any problems," Patter- 
son said. “We were the last Expert riders 
off the line but we led (the Expert class) 
pretty much the whole time." 

The course got rougher still as the 
racers tackled it for the third and final 
time. 

"It's really getting bad right now. it 
was good this morning and the mark- 
ings are good, but it's getting so beaten 
and rutted and rough now - it's too 
rough to even think about going fast," 
said Summers halfway through the final 
loop. "You have to have patience. If I 
had patience in my second loop, it 
would've been better. I got in too big of 
a hurry and made some really rookie 
mistakes." 

But Davis made no mistakes. His 
Yamaha performed flawlessly and, 
while his strength was tested, it proved 
up to the task and he was still in the 
number-one position when he powered 
across the finish line after four hours 
and 45 minutes of racing. 

"That was a lot of fun until the last 
loop. It really got whooped out and I 
was just beating my brains out half the 
time. You can't go fast enough to go over 
the top of the whoops; you're going slow 
enough that you just have to drive 
through each one, and that's tiring," said 
the Montclair Yamaha-backed Davis. 

Despite completing 150 grueling 
miles without a partner, Davis reported 
that mental fatigue was more of a prob- 
lem than physical tiredness. 

“It's probably the toughest race I've 
done, but I'm more mentally fatigued 
than anything," said Davis, who earned 
$700 for the win. “It was much harder 
than riding 150 miles, or even 300 miles 
in Baja - that's not so bad because 
there's no bumps - but this just killed 
me because of the severe whoops and 
the fact that there was no place to rest. 
Mentally, it drained me." 

Ondas and Abbott continued their 
charge all the way to second. The only 
problem they reported was having to 
contend with the extra weight of a 500cc 
bike. * 

^We just hung in there and rode as 























hard as we could. I guess Davis just 
rode a bit better," Ondas said. "I fell a 
few times but we didn't have any real 
problems. We just did the best we could. 
We are pretty happy with our rides." 
"The course was awesome," said 


Abbott, "but it was so tight and techni- : 


cal that it was a disadvantage riding the 
500 here. I think Davis had the ideal 
bike out here but we will get the advan- 
tage at the other races in the series, 
which aren't as tight." 

Third overall was grabbed by Russ 
Pearson and Gray, who brought their 
KTM home five minutes behind Davis 
on adjusted time. 

Pearson said, "We were last off the 
line in our class, which I think is an 
advantage because we knew where we 
were all the time, and we didn't have 
any problems. We had a good day." 

Fourth overall gave Lehman and 
Brown the 250cc Pro win, ahead of 
Campbell and Staab's Open Pro Honda, 
and 250cc rivals Summers and Esposito. 

Hamel brought the КХ500 he shared 
with Krause home in seventh. 

“Tron-man” Roeseler was the next 
racer to cross the line. His finish earned 
him eighth overall and top honors in the 
four-stroke class. 

“The 125cc Pro entry of Griffith and 
Van Stee took ninth overall. 

The top Sportsman team of Doug 
Chiapuzio and Casey Patterson finished 
hard on the 125's rear wheel to take 10th 
overall and the win in the Open Expert 
class. Expert class racers Ben Green- 
wood and Tim Ryker took 11th, and sec- 
ond in the Lightweight Four-Stroke 
class went to the Kawasaki piloted by 
Hengeveld and Capt in 12th overall. €N

LE TOUQUET, FRANCE, FEB. 22 

[UA] welve months ago Arnaud 
| "Demeester was slumped over 
his machine; he was an emotional 
wreck. Called the “Sandman” by 
his rivals, Demeester had just lost the 
annual Le Touquet Beach race by the 
slimmest of margins. Leading late in the 
race, a fried clutch caused his demise. 

But what a difference a year makes. 

During the late stages of this year’s 
Le Touquet, the Sandman was looking 
for a man in a hurry - the man leading 
the race. Demeester had crashed early in 
the race and was, at one point, so far 
behind the lead riders that any hopes he 
had of victory looked, at best, slim. Slim, 
however, was still good enough for the 
French rider, who came back to win his 
third Le Touquet race in four years. 

The 23rd running of the Optic 2000 
Le Touquet was once again played out 
in front of a massive crowd of an esti- 
mated 250,000 crazed French spectators, 
and, with riders like Demeester, World 
Enduro Champion Stephane Peter- 
hansel, ‘97 winner David Hauquier and 
a long list of top motocross riders such 
as Frederik Vialle, Leon Giesbers and 
Thierry Bethys, there would be no clear- 
cut winner predicted for this race. 
Yamaha Motor France was well-pre- 

















































pared, with Demeester, Peterhansel, 
Vialle and American Jimmy Lewis all 
signed up.to do battle. Lewis arrived for 
the event only days before and, with no 
practice on the 3.94-mile course, it was 
going to be a huge job to compete with 
the veteran leaders. 

Overcast skies greeted the riders on 
Sunday morning and, while some rain 
had fallen, the thick sand was in great 
shape. 

As the 855 riders made their way 
from Parc Ferme to the starting area in 
front of the Le Touquet Beach, the huge 
crowd let the air horns rip. The sound 
was deafening, but it was nothing com- 
pared to the sound of 855 riders scream- 
ing their engines into submission. The 
starting line was wide with the large 
field of riders, and they were sent off 
down the 1.24-mile straight and into the 
famous Le Goulet. Leading the way 
through the twisting first turn was vet-

Delepine, followed by David Hauquier, 
Thierry Bethys and Avo Leok. Peter- 
hansel was in ninth place and was the

first non-Honda rider in the top 10. His 
Yamaha teammates - Demeester, Vialle 
and Lewis - were eating buckets of sand 
back in the pack. Lewis was back some- 
where aróund 50th, Vialle held 41st and 
Demeester 16th. Demeester, regarded as 
one of the best beach racers in Europe, 
was experiencing problems. 

“1 got very worried," Demeester said. 
"| was miles back and started trying too 
hard. I crashed and then found my bike 
was cutting out. I thought I was out of 
gas, but it was just my main tank 
already dry. I put it onto reserve and 
started really riding hard." 

Vialle was also struggling: "I got a 
little out of shape in the Le Touquet and 
lost many places. It was hard to fight 
back; so many riders were in front and a 
lot of them were not as quick as me, so 
passing was dangerous." 

Vialle, however, passed many riders 
after just one lap and was soon into 25th 
place. 

Up front, Delepine was getting 
pushed by Bethys and on lap two lost 
his lead. 

"It was nice while it lasted, but 
Bethys was really riding hard,” 
Delepine said. “I tried to keep with him, 
but the bike was sliding everywhere." 

Hauquier also got by to take second 
place. 

^| did not want to lose too much 
ground on Bethys, so I went with him 








(Delepine)," Hauquier said. "It was very 
close for a while." 

“Very close" was an understatement, 
as only 16 seconds separated the leaders 
as they crossed the line after two laps, 
but Hauquier then lost momentum and 
handed second back to Delepine. 
Demeester also got by Hauquier after a 
charge through the field. 

“I felt great," Demeester said. “I was 
thinking about first place.” 

Then Demeester’s luck changed. 

“Т got a little crazy and fell," he said. 
“I dropped a long ways back." 

Demeester went from second on lap 
four to sixth, more than four minutes 
behind. 

“Four minutes is enough to get you a 
little nervous, but I thought if I could 
keep my head, I could get it back,” 
Demeester said. 

With riders dropping like flies, Dutch 
motocross rider Leon Giesbers took over 
second place and, with one minute 
between him and Bethys, started a 
charge of his own. One lap after taking 
second, Giesbers had moved to within 
24 seconds of the leader, and his works 
KTM was looking more than capable of 
taking him to a win. His team manager 
was none other than sand specialist and 
five-time Le Touquet winner Kees van 
der Ven. 

“Kees has told me a lot, but in the 
end you have to ride your own race.” 
said Giesbers, who finished last year’s 
event in eighth place after his bike 
expired with one lap remaining. Gies- 
bers was denied a top finish again when 
his clutch burned out, and the Dutch 
motocrosser would not get any closer. 

With six laps completed, Lewis 
would move into the top 30 - a good 
effort for the Le Touquet rookie. 

Vialle was also making up some 
ground, and he moved into 14th place. 

Peterhansel held his position in 11th 
place. 

“This is so different than the Dakar, 
or the World Enduro Championships,” 
Peterhansel said. “Here, it’s very tough; 
you just sometimes have to concentrate 
on finishing and see how you are placed 
after the 12 laps are over.” 

Up front, Bethys was now hearing 
the crowd screaming even harder, and 

. his pit boards were telling him news he 
could have done without. 

"| knew Demeester was coming, and 
I knew he must have been doing some 
great lap times,” the leader said. 

The lead was soon to change hands. 

With three laps and 30 minutes still 
to go, Demeester, perhaps motivated by 
his 1997 loss and the crowd’s encour- 
agement (he lives about 50 kilometers 
from Le Touquet), passed the tiring 
Bethys. 

“He (Demeester) was coming and 
there was nothing I could do,” Bethys 
said. “I trained for this event, but noth- 
ing like Demeester did. He rides the 
whole year for the Le Touquet, but for a 
motocrosser I think I did pretty good.” 

With two laps remaining, Demeester 
took the lead and swept away from 
Bethys. Hauquier also passed Giesbers 
for third place. Demeester’s winning 
margin was 34 seconds over Bethys, fol- 
lowed by Hauquier, Delepine and Jean- 
Claud Mousse. Giesbers would finish 
eighth, Peterhansel ninth and Lewis

Some argued that Marc Peters of the 
CMC had built the series' most awe- 
some racecourse. 

"| started on Monday and worked 
from sunup to sunset Monday through 
Thursday," Peters said. ^A lot of work 
went into this." 

Saturday's program went flawlessly 
as competitors raced two long motos, 
but on Sunday heavy rain fell from 
about 4:30 a.m. until 11 a.m., forcing the 
program to be modified down to one 
longer moto worth double points. 

The 250cc Pro class on Sunday saw 
Ryan in the lead, followed by Spud Wal- 
ters on his White Brothers-backed 
YZ400F.

picked off Ryan near the midpoint in the 
race to take the lead. Then Ryan unex- 
pectedly waved by Evans, who gladly 
assumed the second position. Evans was 
on the gas and quickly caught and 
passed Walters with an aggressive move 
that almost knocked Walters off the 
course. 

“I don't know why he went on the 
outside," Evans said. "I just slid my 
front wheel in under him." 

Though Walters tried to recapture 
the lead, in the end Evans was just a lit- 
tle faster and went on to post the win in 
front of Walters, Ryan, Jeff Willoh, and 
Brett Racine. ; 

Team ЕМЕ rider Mike Young had 
three things to celebrate on the week- 
end: his 17th birthday and two class 
championships. His first championship 
in the Schoolboy class came without 
issue, but in the 125cc Intermediate class 
he and Sean Hamblin were in a dead- 
even tie for the points lead.

chain became clogged and ultimately 


froze up the rear wheel, ending his 
chance at the victory. 

Mike Alessi scored each and every 
victory in the 60cc (9-11) division and 
took home a new KX60 from Thousand 
Oaks Kawasaki. Brandon Layton made 
the journey from Washington a worth- 
while venture: He shot down Las Vegas, 
Nevada's Kyle Partridge in the 80cc (7- 
11) division and won himself a new 
scooter from Hemme Hay and Feed. 

Other mini champions included the 
Meineke twins in the 80cc Beginner 
class, Cole Seely on his R&D Racing- 
backed KTM in the 50cc (7-8) class,

Ryan socks 
it to 'em at 
Argyll

DIXON, CA, FEB. 14 

ox Racing’s Rick Ryan swept the 
Fis. round of the CMC SunStar 

Golden State Nationals North, held 
at Argyll Park, by winning the 125cc, 
250cc, Over 25 and Vet Pro classes. 
Ryan’s only real competition came from 
Team Green’s Brett Racine and the 
quagmire on the track, which made for a 
formidable challenge to staying upright 
and on the gas even for a mud master 
like Ryan. 

Argyll Park is located on the Camp- 
bell Ranch in the California sheep- 
ranching region south of Dixon. A new 
addition to the series for 1998, it is one 
of the oldest and longest-operating race 
facilities in Northern California. Unfor- 
tunately for everyone, weeks of severe 
storms had triggered widespread flood- 
ing throughout the surrounding areas, 
and water-covered roadways made just 
getting to the track a major accomplish- 
ment. Consequently, the turnout was 
light, with only the most dedicated 
point-chasing racers attending the 
event. When the racing began, it was 
tough going, with high winds, rain and 
even marble-sized hail peppering the 
racers during some motos. Mercifully, a 
one-moto format was utilized. The best 
of these racers worked extra hard to 
earn the points they will carry to the 
series championship, which would be 
settled the following weekend at the 
North/South Showdown. 

Ryan took off with the lead at the 
start of the combined 250cc Pro/Inter- 
mediate moto and never looked back. 
Racine was second, followed by Geoff 
Woods and the rest of the 250cc Pros 
and Intermediates. Racine ran with 
Ryan for a couple of laps until a spill 
caused a mud-packed throttle to stick on 
his Kawasaki, ending his ride on the 
third lap (of four scheduled for the 
race). Racine was scored third behind 
Woods and Ryan. Aaron Burns took 
first for the Intermediates, with Jesse 
Olson second and Mike Hodges third. 

In the 125cc Pro/Intermediate race, 
Ryan led each of the four laps while 
Racine tried to keep him in sight from 
second place. Burns ran third, ahead of 
Intermediate rival Olson. Burns suffered 
difficulties early in the race and relin- 
quished his position to a charging 
Olson; Burns dropped out of the moto 
shortly thereafter. Finally, after four 
muddy laps, a surprisingly clean Ryan 
took the win. Racine wore Ryan's mud 
well and raced smart to a second-place 
finish, and Olson notched the Intermedi- 
ate-class win. 

In both the Over 25 and Over 30 
races, Ryan had an easy time staying 
ahead of his challengers, winning both 
classes over Woods and Hodges. 

АП the Vets started together, and 
Over 30 Beginner (yeah, right) Mark 
Hontou gated well, then sent the consid- 
erable contingent of Fort Bragg fans on 
hand into a cheering frenzy when he 
passed Woods to assume second behind 
Ryan, who was of course long gone with 





a huge lead. Hontou appeared to have 
the win in the bag when he suddenly 
traded a pretty first-place trophy for an 
ugly soil sample. In line to reap the 
Beginner-class win was Suzuki racer 
Philip Haupt. Hontou was uninjured 
but called it a day. 

In the 80cc (12-13) class, Robert 
Harold was unstoppable on his Yamaha, 
easily taking the class win home to 
Modesto. Like Harold, Lincoln's Bobby 
Meyer led his Beginner-class competi- 
tion in each of the 80cc race's five laps 
for a class win over Blake Kelly and 
Jason Wackerly. Interestingly, the 80s 
raced earlier, while conditions were 
more favorable, and had the longest 
race of the day at five laps. 

The 125cc Junior moto was interrupt- 
ed after only two laps by a hailstorm, 
prompting the finish-line flagman to 
wave the flags in an attempt to end the 
race before he - along with nearly every- 
one else - went scrambling for cover. 
Brutal winds made cover hard to find, 
and not all of the racers saw the flags or 
knew the race was over, so they 
endured another lap of punishment. 

Official scoring, based on the order at 
the completion of the second lap, gave 
Chris Wilson the win; he was followed 
by Seth Martinelli, Eric Heagan, Todd 
Thompson and Evan Laughridge. €N

rounds of the AMA Vic- 
tory Sports Indoor Win- 
ter Motocross Series. 

In only his third and 
fourth races since mak- 
ing the jump to the A 
classes, Gibson owned 
the 125 and 250cc A 
classes on Friday, plus 
the 250cc A main on Sat- 
urday, and finished sec- 
ond in Saturday's 125cc A main event. 
Fellow Buckeye Tommy Collier was the 
spoiler of Gibson's intended sweep, 
grabbing the 125cc A win on Saturday. 
Collier also won the intermission jump 
contest with a perfect nac-nac. 

Riders from throughout the South- 
east, as well as Ohio and Michigan, 
enjoyed their last opportunity for almost 
a year to race in the Walters State Arena 
on the Larry Harrison-prepared track. 
Harrison has changed the layout for 
every Morristown weekend - to the rid- 
ers' approval each time. 

However, Gibson didn't know the 
difference, since this was his first visit to 
Walters State Arena. 

“Не tore a ligament in his thumb," 
explained Gibson's father, Dan. "After 
surgery for that, he was out for three 
whole months. Friday was only his third 
race back." 

In Saturday's 125cc A main (the only 
main Gibson didn't win), Tommy Col- 








lier blasted his F&S-backed RM125 off 
the line neck and neck with Gibson, 
qualifier runner-up Marcus Hedrick and 
Todd Bennick. Collier muscled his way 
to the front coming through turn one 
with just a wheel on Gibson. The crowd 
cheered the side-by-side racing between 
the lead pairs as Gibson pressured Col- 
lier and Bennick aggressively chal- 
lenged Hedrick. 

As the 14 laps clicked off, Gibson 
opted to go for a safe bridesmaid finish 
rather than hang it all out in a dive for 
the win and risk new injury. Collier 
streaked to a well-deserved win, cov- 
ered by Gibson. The intensity of the 
Bennick/Hedrick battle was reminiscent 
of an earlier round of the Indoor Series 
in which Bennick tripled in traffic and 
landed atop Hedrick, who had doubled. 
This time, it was Bennick who was 
forced to retire with a seized motor. 

Bennick's sudden stop left the door 
wide open for William Wilson, mounted 
for the first time on brand-new Yamahas 
from Al Lane. Kingsport Suzuki's Brian 
Raymond also saw his chance to 
advance, and stepped in line directly 
behind Wilson for a shot at third. Wil- 
son ducked under Hedrick in a corner 
too late in the race for Hedrick to 
answer, securing the final podium spot 
for himself. 

Before Thanksgiving last year, Gib- 
son's dad was talking about holding 
him in B-class competition for another 
year, since he was just 14 then. Now that 
it's February, after Gibson's recupera- 
tion and some long, hard thinking, the 
decision to advance to the A ranks 
almost made itself. Gibson bested every- 
one in 125 and 250cc B every week last 
year with lap times as good as the top 
five finishers in the A classes at the same 
major races. 

"He's got a little bit of mental maturi- 
ty to gain at 15," said his father, Dan, 
"but that won't take too long, we feel. 
He has the speed, so why not go play 








with the big dogs now?" eN

Beaver Creek Cycles’ Rodney Judson 
held fifth on his Husaberg. 

On lap two, Blackwell and Summers 
locked together and pulled away from 
the rest of the field, continuing a seesaw 
battle that saw Blackwell come through 
at lap’s end with a wheel-length lead. 
Sampson held third, McLaughlin was 
fourth and Judson raced in fifth. 

As Blackwell and Summers raged out 
front, the race for third heated up as 
Blair Bersano on his Stephens Sports 
Center Kawasaki came from second-to- 
last-place at the end of lap one to fourth 
at the end of lap four. 

Blackwell and Summers continued 
out front at the start of lap five, and 
Blackwell enjoyed about a 10-second 
lead as Summers ran into some trouble. 

“I encountered a lapper and we hit 
and (that) slowed me, but that's racing,” 
Summers said later. 5 

Judson held third until lap five, when 
he was snared off his Husaberg by a 
hanging vine; Bersano and Sampson 
shot past. 

On the sixth and final lap, Blackwell 
and Summers headed out with Black- 
well about 15 seconds in front of Sum- 
mers.

I thought I could go the distance in 
a two-hour race, but I came up a little 
short. Don’t get me wrong, though - 

‚ Blackwell rode a great race and he 
deserved to win.” 

“Yeah, I had a good day and was 
able to hang in there,” Blackwell con- 
firmed. “It’s definitely a confidence 
boost any time you can beat the Nation- 
al Champ.” 

With Summers gone, Bersano was 
elated to move into the secgnd-overall 
spot. Sampson held on for third on his 
new TM, and fourth overall went to Vet 
A rider Mike Cornett on his Tri County 
Cycle Yamaha YZ. Ohio’s Gene O'Nail 
made the trip worthwhile as he pow- 
ered his Team Green Kawasaki to fifth 
overall, just a click behind Cornett. 

If there were to be a swamp-fox 
award (to someone who finishes no 
matter what), it would have to go to 
Judson. He ran as high as third overall 
for a couple of laps and then ran out of 
gas on the last lap and pushed his bike 
to the finish. 

Chris Hicks, on his Sport Cycle KTM, 
moved one step closer to the 250cc A 
championship, as he has improved con- 
siderably all season to finish first at this 
event and sixth overall. Mid-States 
Motorsports’ Steve Gordon stayed with- 
in striking distance for second.

Woods takes two at

Unseasonably warm weather outside and hot

took the win in the second qualifier, but not 
until after a power-through-the-whoops pass on 
eventual runner-up Erschen, who had great 
starts all day but struggled to find a rhythm in 
the rockers. 

As the 12 fastest 125cc riders began gate 
selection for the 125cc open main, it was clear 
that the first four or five gates to the inside 
would be the prime starting spots as fast heat- 
winner Metcalf selected gate number three, with 
Woods inside of him and Erschen taking the 
very inside gate, completing the Suzuki sand- 
wich on Kawasaki-mounted Woods. These three 
timed the gate perfectly as they went side by 
side, banging bars and elbows all the way into 
turn one. Woods was first to make the turn and 
cleared nearly half of the whoop section before 
touching down, leaving Erschen and Metcalf 
two to three bike lengths behind exiting the sec- 
ond turn and launching over the catapult jump.

When the checkers fell 
after 45 minutes of racing, it was Dickson taking 
the win with 30 seconds to spare. Abayou fin- 
ished all alone in second. Rob Enriquez worked 
up from his last-place start for a well-deserved 
third, ahead of Larry Page and Matt Harrison. 

J.J. Bonanno captured yet another win in the 
125cc Novice class, but not without a great fight 
from fellow Yamaha rider Michael Meadows. 
Bonanno led the charge through the first turn 
over Dickson and Mike Gosselaar. By the start of 
lap two, Meadows had clawed his way into the 
runner-up position and was pressuring Bonan- 
no. А lap later, Meadows used a faster line 
through a tough whoop section to take the lead. 
Meadow's reign lasted a couple of circuits of the 
sandy track before Bonanno was able to repass 
for the lead. 

The two front-runners soon distanced them- 
selves from the pack in a battle that would go 
the entire 45 minutes of the race. The hard- 
fought win ended up going to Bonanno, with 
Meadows a close second. Eric Willis never gave 
up after a dismal start and was rewarded with a 
third-place trophy for his efforts. 

Todd Gosselaar, who usually competes in 
the 80cc class, turned in a respectable fourth in 
one of his first rides on the bigger bikes. Cliff 
Jennings also came back from out of the pack to 
round out the top five. €N

Oops, there it 
was, and it was my own damn fault. 

Doesn't anybody out there watch 
AMA road racing? 

Now that's a show. 

Factory rigs abound, with full profes- 
sional presentation, free posters featur- 
ing semi-normal-looking riders who are 
generally very amiable and courteous, 
and way-cool motorcycles that look 
strikingly similar to bikes you can buy. 
Oh, yeah, and they actually have adver- 
tising space on them - just like them 
Nascars. 

I'm not trying to denigrate the Super- 
cross program. It really is a fine show. 
But have you taken a hard look at the 
bikes? Yeah, I can go buy one pretty 
much on the cheap, and from a fan's 
perspective that's a really cool way I can 
identify with the rider - he does it, and 
so do I, therefore I am cool, like him. 

It's a good ad for the bike, but 
dammit, man, from an outside advertis- 
er's perspective, a motocross bike makes 
a lousy billboard. And riding gear? 
More often than not, the riding-gear 
sponsor pretty much locks in its own 
name on the premier square-inchage 
that's available for hire, with a sleeve or 
two here and there for the odd outsider 
like those phone people that help Jere- 
m

And just where exactly are the facto- 
ry rigs parked during the Supercross 
main event? Usually out in the parking 
lot where nobody can see them. Not so 
at a road race. Nice big, shiny trucks 
parked right behind pit road and usual- 
ly in full view of the main grandstands. 
Now that's presentation. 

If two-wheelers should get outside 
money, it should be road racers. People 
can identify with road bikes, and can 
(and sometimes must) use them on the 
street. Street bikes are cool. Not only can 





you make a fashion statement with one, 
you can justify its utilitarian value in a 
way that is much more difficult to justi- 
fy with a dirt bike. It does take some 
commitment to ride a street bike, but 
that's what makes us such a good target 
audience. 

So yeah, Nascar has that car thing 
going for it - you know, that four- 
wheeled device that even grandma can 
wield with fairly unencumbered author- 
ity and grace. You can practically be 
comatose and drive one. Just look 
around the next time you hit the high- 
way: Welcome to the Road of the Living 
Dead. 

And doesn't everybody and his or 
her grandma have to own one? I mean, 
it's a pretty good pitch to make to Brand 
X Miracle Consumable Product, because 
we who consume must drive cars to get 
to the store to buy our groceries and cig- 
arettes and beer and detergent and 
deodorant and motor oil and batteries 
and stuff. 

But bikers have b.o., too. 

And we are serious, active people, 
people who could surely use a good 
deodorant as much as the next guy. 

I will freely admit that I am a freak 
(though I do use deodorant). I don't 
have cable. I drive British cars. If there 
were a good beater British pickup truck 
25 years old or older that leaked oil, had 
oddly wired and poorly connected 
electrics, cooling problems, a leaky top, 
SUs and a mixture of SAE, Whitworth 
and metric nuts and bolts, I'd own it, 
and be engaged in an ongoing "restora- 
tion" process. 

As it is, my mountain bike cost three 
times the price of my truck. (It's a 10- 
year-old Japanese beater with more 
miles than the Voyager spacecraft, 
smartly wired and well-connected 
electrics that sometimes don't work, an 
oil leak, a water leak, a way-too-compli- 
cated Asian carb and a leaky top. At 








least it's all mette Like many men, I 
had to "sell" it to my spouse as reliable 
and useful, much in the way I sold her 
on my old Jaguar E-Type as a "station 
wagon.") 

Anyway, so I'm a bit freaky. But I 
love road racing, and freak or no, Гуе 
got to spend my money. Hell, I love 
spending it. When Pepsi had Kevin 
Schwantz, I was with Pepsi. If a moun- 
tain bike-manufacturer sponsors a race 
team, ГЇЇ be with them. Judging by all 
the mountain-bike-related injuries that 
road racer types suffer, l'd say some- 
body like Trek would be a natural for a 
superbike team - think of the cool pit 
bikes. And Trek's got a real expertise 
with carbon-fiber (they've made a frame 
that my 215 pounds just can't break) - 
just think of the "in" it could have: Trek 
carbon fiber road racing bodywork or 
subframes. Or wheels. An outside com- 
pany could become inside and expand 
its brand loyalty with a hard-core demo- 
graphic that likes to spend much too 
much money on too-cool toys. 

Sunglasses would be a natural, too. 
Road racers have as much pretense as 
anybody, and I'm sure there are a few 
top-level racers who wear glasses or 
contacts. Bausch and Lomb/Ray Ban 
would be cool - and big money. Talk to 
me about how important faceshield 
optics are. Or windscreens. What well- 
heeled sportbike enthusiast wouldn't 
dig a Ray Ban faceshield? And talk 
about outside industry going inside: 
Make a faceshield with a prescription - 
no more uncomfortable glasses or dry 
contacts while you're out rippin' up the 
road. 

And if you're out doing just that, or 
on a nice bike tour, what's the number- 
one quick-calorie road food that you're 
practically guaranteed to find at least 
every third exit in most semi-populated 
areas? McDonalds, of course. And if it's 
not Mickey D's, then it's Denny's - 
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BY MARK HOYER 


there's just no “dennying” it. 


Hell, just think of the possibilities 
with Jack in the Box. I mean, it might be 
tough to make the rider wear the big 
white “Jack” helmet with the funny yel- 
low hat and pointy nose, but it’s a natur- 
al. 

I can hear it now: “Really, Mr. Chan- 
dler, there’s a lot of money in it for you 
if you'd just put this on...” 

Or how about this? Honda, needs to 
make a pickup truck. Just think of the 
opportunity for Big Red to squeeze a bit 
of money from the fat-cat car side of its 
biz: Picture Miguel DuHamel and Ben 
Bostrom in custom-painted Honda pick- 
up trucks (wearing Ray Bans and with a 
little Jack in the Box antenna ball, of 
course) driving into an event in front of 
everybody - with their actual race bikes 
tied down in the back! 

Hell, even the semi-weird-looking 
dudes like Anthony Gobert and his 
ever-changing hair color have a chance 
with the outside money. “In an amazing 
one-millionth-of-a-second victory over 
Atlanta Police Department-sponsored 
Scott Russell, Clairol-sponsored Antho- 
ny Gobert took Ducati to its first Day- 
tona 200 win in blah blah blah.” 

A new color at every round... 

I suppose when the time is right, the 
outside-of-biking sponsorship money 
will flow. But motorcycles always seem 
to be a rough sell, no matter if it’s for the 
dirt or the street. Motorcycling is an 
active choice. Driving a car is a necessity 
in a way that motorcycling just isn’t in 
the United States. Maybe if we could get 
gas prices up to about four bucks a gal- 
lon, two wheels would become as neces- 
sary - or more so - than four. 

Until then, let’s leave Nascar out of it 
- I spent good money on that Sourdough 
Jack, and I'd like to keep it down. єх
